But filing aid available 
Hurry up, taxman cometh today

The final day is here. 
It's a time when nearly-tardy tax- 


payers must face the music. As the 
midnight April 15 filing deadline for 
state and federal tax returns nears, 
procrastinators can be seen shuffling 
papers, muttering mathematical cal- 
culations and glumly standing in long 
lines where tax preparation service is 
available. 


Sharing this annual headache with 


taxpayers, a brtce of government and 
private tax counselors stand by to of- 
fer assistance. And when the last 
form Is completed and readied for 
mailing, extended service hours at 
several suburban Postal Service of- 
fices will assure a timely postmark. 


TAXPAYER 
ASSISTANCE pro- 


grams in Chicago and suburbs were 
extended during this final week of the 
tax filing season, said Charles F. Mi- 
Hani, Internal Revenue Service (IRS) 
district director for northern Illinois. 


Miriam said toll-free telephone assis- 
tance is offered, from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
today. Suburban residents can call the 
IRS at 800-972-5400. 


Late filers can visit suburban IRS 


offices in Skokie, Glen Ellyn and Oak 
Park from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. In Chi- 
cago, the extended office hours contin- 
ue today at 230 S. Dearborn St., 3720 
N. Keclzie Ave., and 724 W. 64th Ct. 


"Taxpayers should call the IRS toll- 


free (number) for the addresses of 
our local offices," Miriani said. "They 
should have their records in order and 
a separate list of deductions and 
sources of all income when visiting an 
IRS office." 


At the IRS office in Skokie, the line 


of taxpayers seeking advice forms 
early. "It's a rush period of time. I 
don't inow how we can alleviate it," 
said a spokesman at the Skokie office. 
"It's certainly a tough assignment for 
anyone in the taxpayer assistance 
program." 


"PEOPLE CAN EXPECT the same 


kind of service we always give. You 
may have to wait longer to get it," 
the IRS spokesman said. Noting that 
the accuracy of the IRS advice has 
been questioned, he said part of the 
problem is due to incomplete informa- 
tion given by taxpayers. 


Some 450,000 northern Illinois resi- 


dents filed their returns in the last 10- 
day period of the 1975 tax filing sea- 
son, the IRS spokesman said. Of the 
3.5 million returns garnersd in the 
district, a greater percentage of-er- 
rors turned up in the late returns. 


The closer to the April 15 deadline a 


return is filed, the greater a tax- 
payer's tendency to bungle the job, 
echoes an Illinois Dept. of Revenue 
representative in Chicago. The repre- 
sentative offered advice to last-minute 
filers: 


• Make sure the return is signed. 
• Check the Social Security num- 


ber. 


• Use the pre-addressed labels. 
• Use proper postage on the return. 
• Include W-2 forms, and make 


sure the state tax forms are sent to 
Springfield, not the IRS.

task in orderly fashion, said Guy Scal- 
zitti, an Arlington, Heights tax prac- 
titoner.

R-Arllngton Heights, said petitions 
will be circulated within a week or 
two asking that a branch of the juve- 
nile court be established in the North- 
west suburbs. 


Mrs. Macclonald said that although 


there is a juvenile court in Niles, it is 
still too far away to meet the needs of 
the local youngsters. 


WHILE OFFICIALS are seeking 


more controls over youths and their 
illegal acts, recent court decisions are 
redefining some basic rules of author- 
ity over juveniles. 


The Illinois curfew law was found to 


be unconstitutional because it unfairly 
restricted freedom of movement, the 
court said. 


Another ruling held that a judge can - 


no longer place adults convicted of a 
misdemeanor on supervision, a court 
imposed promise of good behavior, 
usually for one year. 


Not surprisingly, the rulings are 


provoking reactions from police and 
lawyers alike. 


"The curfew law decision was a 


foolish thing." said Capt, Paul Buck-

The Harrises, already facing kid-

complaint growing out of the original 
kidnaping of Miss Hearst on Feb. 4, 
1974. Besides the kidnaping itself, the 
Harrises were charged with the kid- 
nap-related offenses of robbery, as- 
'sault with a deadly weapon, assault 
by gunfire on neighbors and false im- 
prisonment. 


In Marin County, north of San Fran- 


cisco, District Attorney Bruce Bales 
said Miss Hearst has admitted she 


was one of four persons who bombed 
two sheriff's cars in a parking lot last 
Aug. 20 at the Marin Civic Center, 
scene of a courthouse Shootout in 1970 
in which a judge and four others were 
killed. 


Miss Hearst was arrested in San 


Francisco Sept. 18.

Schlitz Brewing Co., if you're out 
of beer today, chances are you're 
out of "Bud." 


At least that's what some beer 


drinkers are saying as supplies of 
Budweiser, America's most popu- 
lar beer, dry up in neighborhood 
bars, liquor stores and super- 
markets. 


Striking brewery workers have 


been off the job at the nine Anheu- 
ser-Busch Inc. breweries since 
March 1. And distributors' stock- 
piles of Budweiser, Michelob and 
Busch are low, or completely ex- 
hausted. 


"A lot of wholesaler* had suf- 


ficient stockpiles for five, or even 
six weeks. But that reserve is ra- 
pidly drawing to a close," said 
John 
Graham, Anheuser-Busch 


spokesman in St. Louis. 


BUSCH BREWERIES are pro- 


ducing beer — about half the nor- 
mal production — using salaried 
employes. And some bottles and 
kegs are getting out to dis- 
tributors. 


But many of the striking brewe- 


ry workers are members of the 
Teamsters union which means 
that truck transportation is next 
to impossible from the breweries 
and from wholesalers to their cus- 
tomers as well. 


"There's only one way to get it 


and that's to go right to. the dis- 
tributor and pick it up. You'd 
have to break the picket line and I 
won't do that," said Ron Shor, 
manager of Foremost Liquors, 
1755 W. Central Rd., Arlington 
Heights. 


"We're getting some draft beer 


and cans by rail; but we're not 
delivering anything," said C.S. 
Aulbert, Arlington Heights, dis- 
tributor of Budweiser beer in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Aulbert said he has not tried to 


distribute any, other brands of 
beer and "wouldn't be interested" 
in selling anything but Anheuser- 
Busch labels. 


Some bartenders who regularly 


sell Bud, Busch or Michelob on 
tap have had to turn to other 
brands during the strike to satisfy 
their customers' thirst. 


"OLD STYLE HAS been out try- 


ing to pick up as much business 
as they can," said one bartender 
who is still being supplied with 
Busch and Michelob. 


Anheuser-Busch and union of- 


ficials are scheduled to meet with 
federal mediators in Washington, 
D.C. today in a stepped-up effort 
to end the strike.

to testify against the others if she is 
granted immunity. Miss Hearst also is 
ready to testify against the Harrises, 
another prosecutor said. 


Miss Hearst, who is under treat- 


ment in a private room on the hospi- 
tal's third floor, is under constant 
guard by a U.S. marshal in her room. 
Other marshals and sheriff's deputies 
are posted outside the room. 


The charges against the Harrises, 


who allegedly abducted and then be- 
came underground companions of 
Miss Hearst, were filed in Berkeley. 


"Miss Hearst's attorney has as- 


sured her complete cooperation in tes- 
tifying against the Harrises as those 
who participated in her kidnaping," 
said Alameda County District Attor- 
ney Lowell Jensen, who will prosecute 
the kidnap charges. 


Bail for the couple, already in jail 


in Los Angeles, awaiting trial on other 
charges, was set at $300,000 each. 


Miss Hearst was under heavy guard 


in Sequoia Hospital in suburban Red- 
wood City where she was rushed Tues- 
day night with a collapsed lung. A 
tube was inserted into the lung and 
her condition was reported satisfac- 
tory. 


A hospital spokesman said she un- 


derwent minor surgery, but noted that 
if the condition had remained un- 
treated it could have caused death. 
He said she would remain in the hos- 
pital four or five days. 


Miss Hearst's parents visited her at 


the hospital Wednesday morning, and 
her mother, Mrs. Catherine Hearst, 
said she was not surprised at her ill- 
ness. 


"Anyone who saw her in the court- 


room could see her deterioration be- 


fore your eyes," she said. "She looked 
like a candidate for tuberculosis." 


Sources close to the case told UPI 


that the 22-year-old granddaughter of 
publisher William Randolph Hearst 
talked to government prosecutors for 
four hours on Monday and implicated 
several persons in her kidnaping and 
other illegal incidents during her 18 
months underground. 


Among those she named were the 


Harrises, who were charged in a 19- 
count complaint with kidnaping her 
Feb. 4, 1974, from the apartment she 
shared with her then-fiance, Steven 
Weed. 


An affidavit accompanying the com- 


plaint charged that Harris was one of 
three Symbionese Liberation Army 
members who carried her from the 
apartment, and that Mrs. Harris 
waited outside in a getaway car. 


Three others named in the affidavit — 
Donald "Cinque" DeFreeze, Angela 
Atwood and Nancy Ling Perry — 
were killed in a fire and Shootout with 
police in Los Angeles in May, 1974. 


Miss Hearst had told of the Har- 


rises' role in the kidnaping during tes- 
timony at her bank robbery trial. 


Besides the kidnaping itself, the Har- 


rises were also charged with the ab- 
duction-related charges of assault 
with a deadly weapon, robbery, false 
imprisonment and assault by gunfire 
on five neighbors. 


Jensen predicted "a time in the not 


too distant future when Miss Hearst 
would, from the witness stand, point 
to William and Emily Harris as her 
kidnapers." 


Miss Hearst had been scheduled to 


appear in court in Los Angeles with 
the Harrises Wednesday, but the hear- 


ing was postponed because of her ill- 
ness. 


Leonard Weinglass, attorney for the 


Harrises, said, "Their experience has 
now been that she is willing to say 
anything no matter how reckless, no 
matter how untrue to advance her 
own cause.". 


The Marin County District Attorney, 


said he was told by government pros- 
ecutors, apparently as the result of 
Miss Hearst's revelations on Monday^ 
that she was one of four persons rfc 
sponsible for the bombings of two po- 
lice cars at the county civic center 
last Aug. 20. 


He said Miss Hearst was present at 


the scene "but didn't actually throw 
the bombs." He said he was told that 
James A. Kilgore, one of Miss 
Hearst's alleged underground associ- 
ates, also was in the group. 


Hot air engine for aiitos 
demonstrated in Detroit 


DEARBORN, Mich. (UPI) — The Ford Motor Co. 


Wednesday demonstrated the world's first experimental 
Stirling hot air engine for passenger cars and said it 
would be at least 10 years before it could be put into 
mass production. 


Ford said preliminary tests indicate the century-old 


external combustion engine achieved a 32 per cent fuel 
economy improvement over a 331-cubic inch VB engine 
while meeting stringent 1978 clean air standards, 


The engine, mounted in a midsized, four-door Ford 


Torino sedan, was first conceived by a Scottish clergy- 
man in 1816 and is now considered one of the most 
promising alternatives to the present internal com- 
bustion engine. 


It produces fewer exhaust emissions and noise while 


providing greater fuel economy on a wide variety of 
fuels. 


In tests, the Stirling "4-215" achieved an average 16.2 


miles per gallon in laboratory tests duplicating those 
conducted by the Environmental Protection Agency. A 
standard 351-cubic inch V8 engine, calibrated to meet 
California clean air standards, was able to manage just

Burning fuels heat and cool a working gas within 
four cyclinders in such a manner that pistons and con- 
necting rods are moved, luring a swashplate drive 
mechanism at the rear of the engine. Swashplate drives 
are commonly used in oil pumps, torpedo motors and 
air conditioning compressors. 


Dr. W. Dale Compton, a Ford vice president in 


charge of research, said the engine demonstrated 
Wednesday was only in the first stages of development. 


"Compared with conventional internal combustion en- 


gines, the Stirling utilizes sophisticated electric con- 
trols, ceramic components, extensive amounts of stain- 
less steel tubing and other parts which are inherently 
expensive," Compton said. 


"The engine contains many ,new components which 


never have been fabricated in mass production," he 
said. "Thus, even given optimum development success 
— which is rarely achieved — we estimate it will be at 
least 10 years before such an engine could be ready for 
large-scale installation in passenger cars." 


FORD MOTOR CO. research executives inspect the 
experimental Stirling engine. The century-old ex- 
ternal combustion powerplant is considered a lead- 


ing alternative engine because of its potential for 
low emission and noise levels while providing im- 
proved fuel economy with low-grade fuels.

Ford policy 'surrender or war1: Reagan 


Republican Ronald Reagan said Wednesday that

one wants a nuclear war. But our present conventional weapon 
system is such that what threatens us most is a Russian attack or 
advance, let's say in Western Europe, with conventional weapons, 
and we are so weak in conventional weapons in response that the 
only thing left to us is the nuclear button, a choice of whether to 
use that or not, I believe in increasing conventional weapons to the 
point we can avoid nuclear confrontation."

level. Nearly 13.000 persons, about a third of the population, had 
evacuated and taken their belongings with them. Mayor Chester 
Reiten said: "If the dikes hold we'll just have the inconvenience of 
building dikes, moving out and so on. If the dikes go, a third of the 
city will be flooded and we will have at least $80 million damage." 


Strikes fail to close Frisco city hall 


Striking San Francisco workers tried without success to shut 


down City Hall Wednesday, jostling and abusing non-striking work- 
ers and citizens entering the building. The violence was the first in 
the IS-day-old walkout of 1,700 craft union members employed by 
the city, Police arrested three pickets. Offices of the courts in the 
gilt-domed building remained open, but some workers were "fright- 
ened to death" and went home, Mayor. George Moscone said. The 
steps of the building were splattered with eggs.

Skyjackers surrender in Libya 


The Filipino Moslem hijackers freed their 12 hostages and surren- 


dered to Libyan authorities Wednesday, ending the longest air pira- 
cy saga, The Libyans agreed to accept the surrender only after the 
hijackers threatened to blow up the plane. Libyan security police 
immediately whisked the hijackers away and after a brief rest the 
12 hostages, all appearing relaxed and relieved, flew on to Rome on 
their Manila-bound journey. 


Bribery, corruption case blooms in Britain 


Police Wednesday arrested and charged a British army officer 


with bribery and corruption in placing up to $300 million in defense 
contracts. Government officials said the case may explode into one 
of Britain's biggest bribery scandals. Scotland Yard said Lt. Col. 
David A. C. Randel was Involved in bribery and corruption of 
defense ministry officials in placing of contracts for secret defense 
items, including radar, radio and electronic equipment, worth be- 
tween $200 and $300 million. 


Aunty son administer estate 
Doctor critical of Hughes' care 


HOUSTON, Tex. (UPI) - Howard 


Hughes' two billion dollar estate will 
be temporarily administered by his 
aunt and her attorney son until a will 
— if there is one — is found, a county 
probate judge ruled Wednesday. 


Probate Judge Pat Gregory ap- 


pointed Mrs. Frederick R. Lummis, 
Hughes' closest relative, and her son, 
William R. Lummis, 'as temporary ad- 
ministrators of Hughes' estate, esti- 
mated to be worth more than $2 bil- 
lion. 


The pair posted a $200,000 cash bond 


at the request of Judge Gregory. 


The eccentric financier died April 5 


aboard a jet en route to Houston from 
Acapulco. 


In Acapulco, a medical expert re- 


ported Wednesday in an official in- 
vestigation that Hughes went into a 
state of "shock" three days before his 
death, but his personal physicians — 
for unknown reasons — did not act to 
hospitalize him. 


"Howard Hughes died of an illness 


called neglect," said Dr. Vicente 
Manuel Montemayor Martinez. 


In Los Angeles, a spokesman for 


Hughes' Summa Corp., said Hughes 
may not have left a will. 


The Summa spokesman said the ap- 


plication for the Lummis' to adminis- 
ter the estate was filed by attorneys 
for Hughes' interests, including the 
Summa Corp., of which Hughes was 
100 per cent stockholder. 


Officials of the Hughes organization 


and members of his family told the 
court they believe Hughes executed a 
will but it has not been found. 


The temporary court-supervised ad- 


ministration was requested so the en- 
terprises could continue 
operating 


pending location of the will, the Sum- 
ma spokesman said. 


A special administration was also 


being sought at the request of Hughes' 
interests in Nevada where the First 
National Bank of Nevada has petition- 


ed the district court. 


Proceedings also have been in- 


itiated in California, the spokesman 
said. 


As temporary administrator, Lum- 


mis will be in charge of "marshaling 
assets and inventory" ' of Hughes' 
property in Houston, Harris County 
and Texas alone. 


The assets.will be handled by a 


safekeeping agreement with Texas, 


Commerce Bank in Houston. No one 
will have the authority to take any as- 
sets or cash or write checks in the 
name of Howard Hughes estate with- 
out a court order. 


The temporary administrators also 


will have responsibility for determin- 
ing Hughes' indebtedness, if any, and 
what assets can be gathered in Texas. 


The extent of/Hughes' Texas hold- 


ings is not-known but Hughes did dis- 


pose of the Hughes Tool Co., founda- 
tion for his fortune, about four years 
ago. 


In Acapulco, Mexican authorities 


said the report on Hughes' death con- 
tained medical findings of Dr. Mon- 
temayor who said he was summoned 
urgently to Hughes' Penthouse Hotel 
Hideway at dawn April 5.

Kissinger sees progress in Lebanon war 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary 


of State Henry Kissinger said Wednes- 
day a political settlement of Leba- 
non's civil war may be emerging and 
the United States has played "a ma- 
jor role, if not the major role." 


Comparing the Lebanon situation to 


"walking through a minefield," he 
said Washington has "strongly dis- 
couraged Israel from taking any ac- 
tion" against Syria, and Israel has 
agreed to tolerate Syrian troops in 
Lebanon at the current limited level. 


In testimony before a Senate foreign 


operations subcommittee, Kissinger 
also said U.S. plans for military and 
economic assistance to Arab nations 
"do not undermine in any sense our 
traditional friendship with Israel." 


Kissinger sent special envoy Dean 


Brown to Beirut about two weeks ago 
to press for a mediated settlement of 
the bloody year-old civil war between 
leftwing Moslem and rightwing Chris- 
tian forces. 


"We have made progress in Leba- 


non," Kissinger testified in reference 
to mediation efforts by various par- 
ties. "The United States has played a 
maior role, if not the major role ... 


"The situation is greatly improved 


over three weeks ago." 


But, he said, "The situation could 


explode again, despite our best ef- 
forts. We're walking through a mine- 
field." 


He disclosed few details of the 


emerging political settlement, saying 
only that: 


• It will involve a 50-50 sharing of 


power between the Christian and Mos- 
lem communities in Lebanon. This, on 
paper, has been the traditional situ- 
ation. 


• The United States is discussing 


an emergency Lebanese aid program 
with an international consortium of 
nations, including Saudi Arabia. The 
U.S. government, he said, would pro- 
vide some aid and private sources 
some. 


In Lebanon, meantime, Christian 


militiamen encircled a major leftist 
stronghold east o£, Beirut in renewed 
fighting despite Syria's threat to use 
its army to restore order by force. 


At least 30 persons were killed and 


60 wounded over the past 24 hours in 
clashes in Beirut and the Mt. Lebanon 
area east of the capital. The toll after 
one year of civil war stood at nearly 
17,000 dead and 35,000 wounded. 


Palestinian guerrilla leader Yasser 


Arafat conferred with Syrian officials 
by telephone in an effort to patch up 
the rift between Syria and the guer- 
rilla movement which brought an esti- 
mated 6,000 Syrian troops into eastern 
Lebanon earlier in the week. 


Lebanon's leftist Moslems appealed 


to the Soviet Union to force Syria to 
withdraw its troops and demonstra- 
tors in the south waved rifles and sub- 
machine guns, protesting against the 
Syrian intervention. 


Damascus has threatened to impose 


a settlement on Lebanon's warring 
factions by force unless they agree to 
accept Syrian outlines for a truce 
peacefully. 


In Cairo, Arab League sources said 


Iraq has requested an emergency ses- 
sion of the 20-nation League Council to 
consider the situation in Lebanon. 


The sources said they believed the 


Iraqi move was directed primarily 
against Syria's military incursion into 
Lebanon. 


Christian rightists encircled and at- 


tacked the leftist-controlled Mt. Leba- 
non town of Dhour Choueir, 15 miles 
east of Beirut, witnesses said. Scat- 
tered clashes and shelling also contuv 
ued day-long in the capital.

Theater, Judge 


O'Brien, presiding-judge of the Chan- 
cery division of Cook County Circuit 
Court, said, "the question before me 
is not how good or how bad the Free 
Street Theater is. The question is what 
was the intention of the parties when 
they entered into the agreemen." 


"The Free Street Theater is an alto- 


gether different vehicle than has been 
appearing at the Arlington Park The- 
ater," O'Brien said. 


He said comparing the troupe's pro- 


ductions to plays starring persons like 
Don Notts or Lana Turner, is "like 
comparing apples and oranges." 


Attorney Paul who represented 


Keep Productions in the contract ne- 
gotiations last year, said there was no 
discussion about the use of known 
stars or plays as part of the require- 
ments. 


RUDNICK'S 
STATEMENTS 
con- 


tradict testimony Tuesday by Charles 
Dickey, vice president and general 
counsel of Madison Square Garden, 
who said the productions discussed 
were "starring vehicle (s) for a 
known person." 


Testimony by Richard Christiansen, 


critic at large for the Chicago Daily 
News; Michelle Brustm, executive di- 
rector of the Illinois Arts Council; 
Scott Craig, WBBM-TV's executive 
producer; and Patrick Henry, direc- 
tor of the Free Street Theater, all was 
disallowed by the judge. 


HENRY DESCRIBED his company 


as "an alternative type of theater" 
designed to break down the traditional

The company's work was called 


"very fine theater" and "extremely 
professional" by the Art Council's 
Brustm. 


DESPITE THE accolades Madison

hote, former head of the Arlington 
Heights police juvenile bureau. 


"THAT RULING, and others like it, 


ar taking away big chunks of con- 
trol." Buckholz said. 


While curfew arrests accounted for 


less than an arrest per week last 
year, the law was a useful tool in find- 
ing runaways or preventing crimes by 
youthful offenders, he said. 


If the decision was "foolish." then 


the reaction of some parents has 
Buckholz scratching his head. 


"I've had calls from parents telling 


me not to let them repeal the law. 
They say they need the law to back 
them up when they set rules," he 
sold. 


He said the police department can- 


not be the basic control over the 
youngsters. He said the home, schools 
and television are 
more 
powerful 


when it comes to reaching children. 


T H E POLICE and the state, 


through the juvenile courts, can only 
step in when the parental controls 
have failed in some way, he said. 


Mrs. Macdonald said the breakdown 


of the traditional family unit is con- 
tributing to the increase in juvenile 
crime. The important balance be- 
tween discipline and care is being 
thrown off balance, she said. 


Agencies, such as the Northwest 


Mental Health Assn. and the Salvation 
Army, can be useful tools in helping 
families before the need to go to court 
arises, she said. She said that the 
agencies should be used without the 
fyar of embarrassment. 


"We have these facilities available 


at the community level and they 
should be used," Mrs. Macdonald 
said. 


AS PART OF HER call for a local 


juvenile court, she said "group 
homes" should be established in the 
area as an alternative to sending chil- 
' dren to the Audy Home, the juvenile 
holding facility in Chicago. 


The homes would be in heighbor- 


hoods and would try to establish as 
close a "normal home setting" as pos- 
sible. 


She said the method of placing juve- 


niles in one setting, such as the Audy 
Home, is inviting children to learn 
about more serious crimes from one 
another. 


David Wiener, an attorney who has 


worked with Omni-House: Youth Ser- 
vice Bureau and The Bridge Youth 
Service Bureau, has expressed con- 
cerns about the arbitrary definition of 
who is a "juvenile." 


What might be considered a foolish 


prank or lack of judgment at 16, be- 
comes a crime at 17, Wiener said.

- And with the elimination of super- 
vision (after which the person had no 
conviction record), the youth on his 
17th birthday becomes an adult and is 
charged with a crime. 


PROSECUTORS HAVE to go for a 


conviction, in spite of the offender's 
age, and the youngster becomes sad- 
dled with the resulting 
criminal 


record for the rest of his life. 


Wiener said the Lake County State's 


Attorney's office began a program 
similar to the "drug school" for first 
offenders in Cook County. The offen- 
der is given the opportunity to be 
counseled or receive treatment before 
the matter reaches the trial stage. 


He said being drawn into the court 


system, with the accompanying real- 
ization of what the results of actions 
could be and the humiliation, can be 
punishment enough. 
.. 


"It really can let the kids know that 


people do mean business," Wiener 
said. 


He said, and Buckholz and 
Mrs. 


Macdonald agreed, that the purpose 
of the juvenile courts and laws are to 
protect the youngsters and not to ex- 
act punishment and retribution. 


"THE JUVENILE has to come out 


on top, if the object of all of this is to 
help them," he said. 


"The 
basic premise," 
Buckholz 


said, "is protection and rehabilitation. 
The stress is on positive acts." 


"A number of people think we don't 


have a problem. After all, they think, 
these are the suburbs and not the city. 
They have to take a look around," 
Buckholz said.

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In Dist. 21 elections 
Teacher cuts lead to new blood

Two teacher-supported candidates 


were elected Saturday to the hoard of 
Education in Wheeling-Buffalo Grove 
Dist. 21, where 60 teachers were 
recently fired to offset a projected 
budget deficit. 


The new board members, Elaine 


Bond and Linda Sprechman, each said 
during their campaigns they disagree 
with the budget cutbacks made by the 
board. 


The board last month pared down a 


prelected $1 million deficit in the 1976- 
rt budget by cutting 50 teaching posi- 
tions, reducing $280.000 in materials 
and supplies and cutting $350,000 in 
administration costs. 


MRS. BOND, a teacher at Forest 


View High School in Arlington Heights, 
said she opposes teacher cuts. Mrs. 
Sprechman, a forme/ teacher in East 
Maine Dist. 63 and Park Ridge Dist. 
M. recommended administration cuts 
before eliminating any teachers. 


The Dist. 21 teachers union, which 


pndorsed Mrs. Bond and Mrs. Sprech- 
man, protested the board's staff cuts 
;md contended more funds were avail- 
able to the district. The budget cuts 
brought 
about 
a series 
of con- 


frontations between parents, teachers 
and school board members at a board 
meeting last month. 


William 
Engebretson, 
campaign 


chairman of the Dist. 21 caucus, de- 
scribed 
Saturday's election as a 


"battle of the cutbacks." 


This "baltlc" is perhaps what 


prompted voters to remove two in- 
cumbents. Board Pres. Kenneth Ro- 
deck and Steven Greenberg. and 
choose two newcomers for the board. 
One incumbent. Barbara Farr, was 
reelected Saturday. 


AT THE MARCH 11 board meeting 


many parents witnessed a clash be- 
tween board members and more than 
300 of the district's 420 teachers, who 
were protesting the staff cuts. 


The tense atmosphere created when 


more than 300 people jammed into a 
room with a capacity to hold half as 
many, led to criticism of the board. 
Several parents later said the board 
was hostile and did not listen to the 
teachers' arguments. 


Many parents also were dissatisfied 


with the cuts made by the board and 
insisted there were ways for the 
board to gain additional income, Eng- 
ebretson said. "They would rather 
have seen a tax referendum brought 
sooner than cutbacks made," he said. 


Mrs. Bond agreed that interest in a 


tax referendum among residents of 
the Poe and Riley School area in Ar- 
lington Heights helped her win the 
election. 


Poe School, 2800 N. Highland Ave., 


Arlington Heights, is the precinct 
where Mrs. Bond and Mrs. Sprech- 
man each received their largest num- 
ber of votes, and it is also their home 
district. Mrs. Bond is currently the 
Poe PTA president. 


MRS. 
BOND said many of the 


people in the Poe area asked her why 
the board did not first ask if residents 
wanted a referendum to increase 
taxes before making the budget cuts. 


"People would have been interested 


in a tax referendum instead of cutting 
teachers," Mrs. Bond said. "Histori- 
cally, we have passed one referendum 
after another in this area." 


The impact of two new voices on the 


Dist. 21 board has yet to be seen. Will 
there be an effort to rehire teachers 
or to hold a tax referendum? 


Mrs. Sprechman said if, she found 


another budget area to cut besides 
teachers, she would attempt to re- 
verse the decision to eliminate 50 
teaching positions. 


MRS. 
SPRECHMAN, who said be- 


fore the election the board members 
have become "yes men to the superin- 
tendent when they should be yes men 
to the community," has said the 


board should consider larger adminis- 
tration 
cuts and 
more 
efficient 


spending. "I would like to look into 
who is doing what," Mrs. Sprechman 
said. 


During her campaign, Mrs. Bond 


said she opposed the teacher cuts, but 
now that she is elected she said she is 
not sure if she will try to reverse the 
decision. "You can't know until you 
get actively involved and get first- 
hand information," Mrs. Bond said. 


Although the new board members 


oppose the cuts made by the previous 
board, it seems unlikely that they 
alone can override the first decision 
and rehire the 60 dismissed teachers. 


The vote to dismiss the teachers 


was unanimous, and five of those 
"yes" votes remain on the board. In 
addition, Mrs. Fair, who voted in fa- 
vor of the teacher cuts, was returned 
to the board with the hghest number 
of votes Saturday. 


The future of the Dist. 21 board 


might depend on the persuasive pow- 
ers of the board members. As a school 
board member in a nearby district de- 
scribed his role: "It's impossible for a 
strong-minded person to come on the 
board and want certain things. His 
job is to persuade the other board 
members and administrators to ac- 
complish those things."

Arlington Heights village officials 


are hopeful that small savings will be 
passed on to the library and park dis- 
tricts by having the three groups pur- 
chase insurance together. 


The library's Insurance premiums 


should definitely be lower and the 
park district's rate should stabilize, 
Kenneth Bonder, village finance di- 
rector, said.

Counsel, Inc. told the finance com- 
mittee. 


"YOU 
MUST NOTE that there are 


substantial increases in property val- 
ues and payrolls and that as a con- 
sequence, a true comparison between 
the recommended quotation and the 
existing premium charges is not pos- 
sible," Toelle said. 


Many insurance companies will not

March 18 judicial primary, including 
the two key races for the Illinois Su- 
preme Court, an official vote canvass 
proved Wednesday. 


On the Republican side, party-en- 


dorsed candidates won all but one of 
their primary races. 


The closest Democratic race was 


for one of 10 vacancies on the Cook 


County Circuit Court. In that race, in- 
dependent Thomas J. O'Brien de- 
feated Ronald J. P. Banks, an organi- 
zation-backed candidate, by just 363 
votes 


Cook County Clerk Stanley Kusper 


said the O'Brien-Banks race "is an al- 
most guaranteed recount." Unofficial 
vote tallies earlier had showed Banks 
leading by 7,600 votes. 


CANDIDATES HAVE 10 days after 


the election results are certified by 


the State Board of Elections to ask for 
a recount, Kusper said. 


In the Supreme Court races, ttial 


lawyer James Dooley defeated Circuit 
Court Judge Joseph Power by 29,161 
votes and former Illinois Atty. Gener- 
al William G. Clark beat Appellate 
Couit Judge Henry W. Diennger by 
100,397 votes. 


In another upset, Mary Heftel Hoc- 


ton, a lawyer specializing in family 
law, beat James A. Zafiratos, who 


Companies urged to know labor laws 


There 
are 
many reasons 
Illi- 


nois companies, particularly small 
businesses, encounter labor problems. 
As explained by Len Day, the "I 
didn't know" excuse won't get a com- 
pany off the hook when violations of 
state labor laws are discovered. 


Not knowing the latest state labor 


standards can be costly, said Day, 
manager of the Illinois State Chamber 
of Commerce labor relations depart- 
ment. Day was among the business 
and government experts who spoke at 
a chamber-sponsored labor laws con- 
ference Tuesday at the Arlington 
Park Hilton Hotel, Arlington Heights. 


"Many companies are unaware of 


the laws, simply because some are 
not distributed,'1 Day said. A small 
company generally lacks the trained 


staff needed to study the myriad of 
regulations ranging from minimum 
wage to child labor, wage payment 
and collection. 


UNEMPLOYMENT 
compensation 


claims, for example, can take a big- 
ger bite from company funds when 
the employer Is unaware of the law. 
"It's something like shoveling money 
out the window with a snowplow," 
Day said. 


Harriet Pacini, superintendent of la- 


bor law enforcement for the Illinois 
Dept, of Labor, discussed minimum 
wage payments, child labor, the six- 
day week and other issues. She also 
fielded questions on minimum wage 
payments for handicapped workers. 


State laws governing wage pay- 


ment, collections and garnishments 


were discussed by Donald McNeil, su- 
perintendent of the Wage Claims Divi- 
sion of the State Dept. of Labor. More 
than 400 employers were prosecuted 
criminally during the past year, for 
violations of wage and collection law. 
McNeil said awareness of the state 
standards and explanation of com- 
pany policies to employes should elim- 
inate potential problems.

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County action may increase low-income housing 


It.v WAMDALYN KICE 


Cook County will gain as many as 


3,600 units of low-ami moderate-In- 
come housing In the next year If a 
proposed county housing assistance 
plan is approved by the Cook County 
Board next month. 


The housing will Include about 1.013 


unitb of new apartments and the rest 
in oxiiting housing, some of which 
would be rehabilitated with federal 
money. 


The housing will be located through- 


out suburban Cook County, depending 


on requests from local communities, 
developers and applications from indi- 
vidual families for rent subsidies, said 
Terry Hansen, coordinator for the 
Cook County Community Development 
program. 


THE 
HOUSING 
assistance 
pro- 


gram, which proposes 10,800 units 
over three years, is required by the 
federal Community Development Pro- 
gram. The development program also 
includes more than $8.2 million in 
grants to local communities in the 
county. 


All Northwest suburban commu- 


nities except Arlington Heights, Buf- 
falo Grove, Des Plaines and Elk 
Grove Village are members of the 
county program. 


A public healing on the housing as- 


sistance plan and grant allotments to 
local communities is set for April 28. 
The county board will be asked to ap- 
prove the program May 'i. The pro- 
gram must be submitted to the feder- 
al government by June 8. 


HOUSING IN THE county can be 


developed, under the assistance pro- 
gram several ways, county planner 
John Henderson said. There will be a 
program to rehabilitate private homes 
and programs for construction and re- 
habilitation of apartments. In addi- 
tion, individual families can apply for 
rent subsidies they would receive 
directly. The county plan calls for 
2,037 'families to receive rent sub- 
sidies. 


Henderson said the new or rehabili- 


tated housing will be handled either 
by the Illinois Housing Development 


Authority, the Cook County Housing 
Authority or by private developers. 


The location of the developments 


will be determined by local commu- 
nities, each of which is developing its 
own housing assistance program to fit 
into the county program, Henderson 
said. 


TIIK LOCAL, communities will have 


no control over the rent subsidy pro- 
gram, through which local families 
can apply directly for aid to the feder- 
al government, he said. Families can 


qualify for subsidies if their income, 
adjusted for family size, is 80 per cent 
of the median income for the area in 
which they live. 


The county's study shows a need for 


98,061 units of subsidized housing in 
the entire county, with 9,975 needed in 
the Northwest suburban area from 
Mount Prospect to Elgin. 


The need in the North suburban 


area which includes Des Plaines is for 
23,816 units, according to county fig- 
ures.

Plans for the extension of III. Rte. 


53 into Lake County will not be affect- 
ed by a consultant's recommendation 
that the state downgrade its proposed 
supplemental freeway system. 


The recommendation to the Illinois 


Transportation 
Study 
Commission 


marks the first coordinated attempt 
by the legislature to reevaluate the 
Freeway program, developed during 
the late 1960s. 


T h e 
consultants 
recommended 


many proposed freeways be down- 
graded to a "statewide arterial sys- 
tem" composed of two-lane and four- 
lane highways. 


Proposed freeways in the six-county 


Chicago metropolitan area are ex- 
empted from this downgrading. "The 
traffic volumes are just so much 
higher there than anywhere else in the 
state that the consultant felt he didn't 
have much choice," said Garred P. 
Jones, commission director of plan- 
ning studies. 


THE RTE. S3 extension remains one 


of 18 high-priority freeway projects In 


the state, Right-of-way acquisition 
and some construction is scheduled to 
begin by July with construction last- 
ing three years. 


The $84.2 million project is expected 


to get .$58.9 million in federal funding, 
with the remainder being paid by the 
Illinois Dept. of Transportation. 


A second high-priority project is 


construction of a 19-mile freeway 
from Elgin to O'Hare Airport. The 
route has been on the drawing boards 
for several years. 


The consultants report said their 


plan would cost between |3.45 billion 
and $2.71 billion Iss during the pro- 
posed 20-year construction period than 
the original all-freeway program. 


The commission plans to hold eight 


public hearings on the proposal be- 
tween May and Novmber, with a fi- 
nal recommendation to the legislature 
by January. Approval by the legisla- 
ture and the governor is needed for 
any changes. The study cost the state 
$99,800.

The way we see it 
Governor race 
debate needed 


Illinois Secretary of State Mi- 


chael J. Howlett has offered 
very little hope to the voters of 
this state that he will debate his 
Republican opponent in the gov- 
ernor's race, James R. Thomp- 
son. We believe he is making a 
mistake. 


Howlett has not completely 


ruled out debates, but he has in- 
dicated the chances of such de- 
bates are very slim. 


The voters, not Howlett or 


Thompson, are the real losers in 
this situation. Both men have 
promosed to campaign on the is- 
sues. But the voters will be de- 
prived of an opportunity to see 
the two candidates appear side 
by side to discuss the problems 
of the state. 


Howlett refused 
to debate 


Gov. Daniel Walker during the 
primary. He charged Walker 
twisted words and lied. He has 
not attempted to use the same 
reasons for avoiding a debate 
with Thompson. He has only 
suggested the race for governor 
is not a test of debating skills or 
good looks. 


It seems like the best way to 


conduct an issues-oriented cam- 
paign is to hold debates. Such 
sessions probably would not be 
totally free of name calling, but 
they would allow the voters to 
see and hear the candidates to- 
gether. 


Understanding of state issues, 


sincerity and other factors more 
r e l e v a n t than "personality" 


would become readily apparent. 


Howlett might be ducking de- 


bates because he thinks he is not 
as articulate as Thompson. This 
is probably true, but in a series 
of extended debates, Howlett 
would be able to match his ca- 
reer as a public servant against 
newcomer 
Thompson's 
ideas 


about government. 


A series of debates should be 


held on various topics so that 
sufficient time can be devoted to 
discussions of education, taxes, 
criminal justice reform and gov- 
ernmental organization. 


An example of a gubernatorial 


c a m p a i g n without debates 
cropped up over the weekend. 
Howlett proclaimed the need for 
a task force to study state prob- 
lems and suggest solutions to 
whoever wins the governor's 
race. 


Good idea, Mr. Howlett, but 


Thompson suggested a remark- 
ably similar plan several weeks 
ago. 


The problems in this state are 


substantial and serious. The vot- 
ers will not be well served if one 
candidate declines to talk to his 
opponent about those issues. 


Endless speeches, countless 


appearances and a lot of hand 
shaking are not the kind of cam- 
paign needed in Illinois in 1976. 


If this campaign is to be hon- 


est, clean and related to the is- 
sues that face the voters, then 
debates between Howlett and 
Thompson are a must. 


Post office a welcome 
addition to Schaumburg 


Postal rates are zooming, so- 


phisticated sorting machines are 
mangling packages, and there 
may be no mail delivery on Sat- 
urdays in the future. 


The image of the postal ser- 


vice as a dedicated band of civil 
servants trudging through rain, 
sleet and gloom of night to deliv- 
er the mail has been diminished, 
to say the least. 


However residents in Schaum- 


burg have something to cheer 
about; they are getting their 
own post office. The facility is 
long overdue. 


Most other area communities 


have a post office to call their 


own. 
Right now, Schaumburg 


residents have only a tiny store- 
front office. The village, with its 
rapid 
development, 
certainly 


needs its own postal facility. 


The residents no longer will be 


required to travel to Roselle to 
claim registered letters and va- 
cation mail. This new facility 
also will be appreciated by per- 
sons needing stamps and other 
postal services. 


Construction is just beginning. 


But the start of work is a sure 
sign the long-awaited and much- 
needed facility win be a reality 
in the near future. 


Schlickman sounds off on RTA 


Two years ago, I aggressively op- 


posed the Regibnal Transportation 
Authority (RTA) for a number of rea- 
sons. However, I've always been sup- 
portive of a regional transportation 
system. 


Since a bare majority of the voters 


gave its approval to RTA, I have been 
restrained in my comments about the 
RTA. I wanted to give it a chance to 
succeed, even though I had grave re- 
servations about its chances. 


A major criticism of the RTA re- 


lated to the chairmanship. There was 
no question in our minds that a Daley- 
oriented chairman would be selected. 
But we realistically didn't foresee 
that he would be Pikarsky. What a 
tragic error he has been! 


WITH THE composition of the RTA 


as it Is, four from Chicago and four 
from the suburbs, the 
chairman 


should be non-partisan and as much 
concerned with the city and environs 
as with the present and future. How 
could someone with Pikarsky's back- 
ground and allegiance fit this bill? 


Not only was Pikarsky the wrong

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choice, the position of chairman was 
misconceived in the RTA act. The 
chairmanship, as it is, on one hand 
presides over the policy-making func- 
tion, and, on the other hand, presides 
over administration. Instead, there 
should be a presisdent of the board and 
a chief executive officer. 


There are other basic errors in the 


RTA as it presently exists. 


First of all, there's no conclusive 


determination as to whether or not 
the RTA is to be a coordinating or 
operating agency. That's a matter of 
policy that should not be left to ap- 


Mugalian clarifies position 


A Mr. Daniel W. Kane of Chicago 


asserts in a recent Fence Post letter 
that my Illinois Safe Power Bill is un- 
necessary because nuclear power is 
"safe" and we may have a "serious 
energy shortage," About three-fourths 
of his letter lists associations that 
have "endorsed" nuclear power, in- 
cluding various trade unions and pro- 
fessional associations whose members 
are employed by the nuclear power 
industry. 


My proposal would not shut down 


existing nuclear power plants. It 
would impose a moratorium only on 
proposed reactors that have not yet 
received a permit from the Pollution 
Control Board. In the interim, a nu- 
clear power evaluation 
committee 


would study -all aspects of fission- 
fueled power plants. 


Space does not permit a complete 


explanation of the need for my bil, but 
a few observations are in order: 


1. The "safe" nuclear power in- 


dustry refuses to provide for adequate 
insurance for loss of life and property 
which suggests a lack of confidence in 
its assertions of safety. 


2. No one has yet found a way to 


safely store the dangerous radioactive 
wastes that are being generated in the 
several stages of the nuclear cycle. 
We are therefore "temporarily" stor- 
ing highly toxic by-products without 
knowing if we can ever keep them out 
of our environment for the thousands 
of years necessary. 


3. The studies referred to by Mr. 


Kane are largely limited to the reac- 
tor itself and do not evaluate other 
parts of the nuclear cycle or non-engi- 
neering risks such as sabotage or 
piracy. 


4. Uranium is in limited supply and 


the price of uranium ore and all other 
costs of present nuclear power sys- 
tems are steadily increasing. 


5. Proponents of the industry admit- 


tedly rely upon a transition to the 
"fast breeder" (LFMBR) reactor — a 
Plutonium economy. No report I have 
seen has shown that this proposed 
"next generation" of nuclear power 
technology is practical, economical or 
safe.

But Allphin said after the hearing 


he thinks the committee's amendment 
will leave sufficient funds for only one 
instant lottery in the fiscal year start- 
ing July 1. Batch originally had re-

quested enough money to run two in- 
stant lotteries during that period. 


Oak Park 'All-American' 


Oak Park Wednesday was named 


an All-American City for 1976 by the 
National Municipal League which 
cited the suburb west of Chicago for 
"significant citizen achievement and 
involvement." 


Oak Park is the only municipality 


in Illinois to win the award. The vil- 
lage was chosen by the league from 20 
finalists representing 14 states. 


Stone paid Chapin 


Wealthy Chicago businessman W. 


Clement Stone paid Dwight L, Chapin 
the equivalent of a $45,000 a year sala- 
ry while Chapin served a perjury con- / 
viction for his part in the Watergate 
affair, it was confirmed Wednesday. 


Chapin, 36, onetime appointments 


secretary to Former President Rich- 
ard M. Nixon, was released April 2 
after serving 7 months and 22 days at 
the Lompoc, Calif., minimum security 
federal prison camp. 


Prohibited by prison regulations 


from doing outside work, Chapin 
none-theless was paid a monthly sala- 
ry by W. Clement Stone Enterprises 
which handles Stone's noninsurance 
ventures, business sources said. 


BARGE TRAFFIC on the Mississippi River at Lock 
and Dam 26 near Alton, III. has come to a virtual 
stop in one of the largest traffic jams on the river 
on record. About 90 towboats and 816 barges are 
backed up while repairs are being made to the 


main lock. The only access is through an auxiliary 
lock until the repairs are completed. Officials esti- 
mate the backup was costing them more than

Espionage by the CIA has 
prevented a war: Laird 


SOFT, CUDDLY animals are fun for the kids around 
£«it«r time, but after the holiday season parents are 
usually left with th» job of figuring out what to do 
with fast-growing chickens, rabbits or ducks. As a 
solution to the problem, th« Des Moines, Iowa Cen- 


ter of Science and Industry offers a program called 
"rent-a-duck." For $5 customers can rent a baby 
mallard for 6 weeks, including a supply of duck 
food and full instructions on duckling care. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Cen- 


tral Intelligence Agency at least twice 
stopped assassins plotting to kill elect- 
ed officials in the United States, for- 
mer Defense Secretary Melvin Laird 
said -in a magazine article released 
Wednesday. 


The CIA also has thwarted plans to 


kill prominent American Jews with 
letter bombs, Laird said. 


Laird, a member of the President's 


Foreign Intelligence Advisory Board, 
said CIA espionage efforts a few 
years ago uncovered military prepa- 
rations by one non-Communist coun- 
try to invade another. 


"Details cannot yet be made pub- 


lic," he said. "But we quickly and pri- 
vately brought the countries together, 
laid out the facts, induced them to 
negotiate. CIA espionage thus pre- 
vented a war." 
^ 


In an article for the May issue of 


Reader's Digest, Laird said congres- 
sional investigations of the CIA "dis- 
torted and magnified" some CIA acts 
while other charges against it "flou- 
rished, often without a scintilla of sub- 
stantiation." 


Laird said the CIA aborted numer- 


ous plots by infiltrating 
terrorist 


movements. 


"On at least two occasions, the CIA 


has forestalled assassins bound for 
the United States with orders to kill 


•elected public officials," he.said. "It 
has also thwarted plans to kill promi- 
nent American Jews with letter 
bombs." 
. . 


Laird, the senior counselor for na- 


tional and international affairs for the 
Reader's Digest, did not identify those 
he said were the objects of plots, but 
said CIA agents obtained warning of 
two cars containing Soviet-made ex- 
plosives left in midtown Manhattan 
March 4, 1973, while Israel's Premier 
Golda Meir w,as visiting New York. 


The cars contained enough ex- 


plosives to "kill everybody within a 
100-yard radius," he said. 


It's better to rent, than buy, a bunny 


MINNEAPOLIS (UPI) - For 50 


cents a day as long as the limited sup- 
ply lasts you can rent a bunny for 
Easter, and it usually works out a lot 
better than buying one, say Humane 
Society officials and veterinarians. 


Alan Stemrud, executive director of 


the Minnesota Humane Society, said 
the organization had decided against 
promoting a rent-a-rabbit program 
which has been successful in previous 
years. 


"We just don't have the supply," he 


said. "But we've already rented four 
rabbits to organizations. If someone 
really wants one, however, we'll try 
to come up with one." 


In addition to the daily rent, there is 


a $S deposit and another 50 cents is 
needed for a container. 


The lot of the gift Easter bunny is 


not a happy one — nor Is it usually a 


long one, two veterinarians said. 


"The novelty is very fleeting," said 


Dr. William Mahr, a private veter- 
inarian who also works with the Hu- 
mane Society. "Kids tend to ignore 
them after a week. Doors are 
slammed on them. They are stpped on 
and otherwise mistreated although 
perhaps not intentionally." 


No one knows how many Easter 


bunnies are purchased each year, but 
Mahr said it must be in the thou- 
sands. A week after Easter, he said, 
"we (the Humane Society) are de- 
luged with them." They are sold 
mainly to raisers. 


Mahr warned that rabbits can bite 


although they generally are docile. 


"They can go right through a fin- 


ger," be said. 


Rabbit fever — tularemia — no 


longer is a big problem, Dr. George 


Mather, a University of Minnesota 
professor of veterinary medicine said. 
"But one of our staff doing research 
had it a few years ago." 


Infected rabbits, he warned, can in- 


fect human beings as well as dogs and 
cats. 


Mather echoed Mahr's statement 


about the transitory pleasure of .bun- 
nies. 


"Easter morning is. great," he said. 


"But the day after it's the mother's 
duty." 


Both Mather and Mahr warned 


against picking up rabbits by their 
ears — a common practice in some 
areas. A rabbit should be lifted by the 
skin behind its head with its stomach 
cradled in the other hand. 


"I wouldn't want to be picked up by 


my ears," Mahr said. 


Hughes medical care criticized

eight hours later aboard a chartered 
Jet rushing him to Methodist Hospital 
in Houston. 


Montemayor said Hughes was In a 


state of dehydration, had sores all 
over his body and bled from an appar- 
ently open benign tumor on the side of 
his head. The Mexican doctor was 
strongly critical of what he termed 
the lack of medical attention given to 
the 70-year-old American, one of the 
world's richest men. 


"It would be very difficult to deter- 


mine" why Hughes did not receive 
better medical attention, he said, 


Montemayor said he received a 5:45 


a.m. phone call at home from one of 
Hughts' four doctors asking him to 
com* urgently, although at tbt tin* 


he did not know the name of the 
patient. 


The billionaire was unconscious, 


resting semi-nude in an orthopedic 
bed, the Mexican said. 


"Senor Hughes was nothing more 


than skin and bones, unconscious... 


"He was suffering from extreme de- 


hydration and in the previous 24 hours 
had produced only a quarter of a liter 
of urine," he said. 


"In addition, be had sores all over 


his body, his eyes and extremities 
were paralyzed and there was bleed- 
ing from a wound on the left side of 
his bead, apparently from an open be- 
nign tumor." 


In his report Montemayor said he 


had urgent analyses made of Hughes' 
blood and urine at a local laboratory. 
The patient's name was given to the 


laboratory as "Mel Stenwart" by the 
American's aides, he said. '' 


According to the Acapulco physi- 


cian, he warned Hughes could die 
"within two or three hours" if better 
medical treatment were not under- 
taken. 


Within the next few hours, the billion- 
aire was put aboard the'jet for Hous- 
ton, succumbing about 1:27 p.m. en 
route to the Texas City.

Chick, duckling 
gifts illegal 
in Illinois 


If you want to,give a child a little 


chick or duckling this Easter, you'll 
have to settle for the stuffed variety. 
In Illinois, it is illegal to give a live 
baby duck or chick as a pet, accord- 
ing to officials in the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, which adminis- 
ters the Humane Care for Animals 
Act. 


And if you like your rabbits colored 


blue, green or pink, you'll also have to 
settle for a doll.. The same law prohi- 
bits selling rabbits or chicks which 
have been dyed or artificially colored. 


The law states,"No person may sell, 


offer for sale, barter or give away 
any rabbit or any baby chick, duck- 
ling or fowl, which has been dyed, col- 
ored or otherwise treated to impart 
an artificial ' color thereto. Baby 
chicks or ducklings shall not be sold, 
offered for sale, bartered or given 
away as pets and novelties." 


Director of Agriculture Robert J. 


"Pud" Williams said, "While I am 
sure people who give these little ani- 
mals to children have the best of in- 
tentions, many youngsters are unable 
to take care of these small fowl. Chil- 
dren often don't understand that live 
animals need careful handb'ng and 
that these small animals are just not 
as strong as a puppy or a kitten. If 
the animal dies from rough handling, 
it ends up causing the children the un- 
necessary sadness of losing a pet, as 
well as causing pain to the animal."

Safety report program 
for pilots announced 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The gov- 


ernment Wednesday announced a pro- 
gram under which pilots and others in 
the air industry can report near-colli- 
sions and other safety problems with- 
out getting into trouble. 


Under the plan, the National Aero- 


nautics and Space Administration will 
collect the information, then give it to 
the controlling regulatory agency — 
the Federal Aviation Administration 
— without identifying the person who 
told, except where criminal activity 
might be involved. 


Marion F. Roscoe, assistant FAA 


administrator for aviation safety, told 
a news conference he could think of 
two airline disasters which might 
have been averted had such a report- 
ing system been in operation. 


He singled out the Dec. 1, 1374, 


crash of a TWA jet on Weather Moun- 
tain near Dulles Airport outside Wash- 
ington, D.C., and another involving an 
F-27 at Lebanon, N.H., several years 
ago. 


The New Hampshire incident, he 


said, produced evidence that pilots 
who used the airport noticed "devia- 
tions in navigation indications aboard 
the airplane" which indicated there 
was something wrong with ground sig- 
nals. But if was never reported to the 
airline management or the govern- 
ment, he Said. 


Roscoe did not elaborate on what 


factors might have affected the Dulles 
crash.

"Red Guerrilla Family" claimed re- 
sponsibility for the blast, which was 
detonated shortly after midnight in an 
18th-floor restroom near the offices of 
Union Carbide Co. in Ihe Mutual 
Benefit Life Building. 


Only minutes before, police ushered 


a janitor out of the wrong structure, 
the Crocker Bank Building next door. 
Luckily, however, the 25 janitors and 
night workers in the bombed building 
scurried outside without harm. 


The Red Guerrilla Family surfaced 


a year ago when it claimed responsi- 
bility for the bombing of the FBI of- 
fice in nearby Berkeley. It also took 
responsibility for the bombing of the 
Iranian Consulate in San Francisco 
Jan. 14. 


Workers "came pouring out like 


frightened rabbits," said a witness. 


"It was very scary. There was a big 


thud. The' floor and desk shook," said 
John Stein, a lawyer who was at work 
on the 17th floor.

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Housing codes offer 
towns more protection 


by LYNN ASINOF 


There's no heat, the plumbing 


doesn't work and the landlord doesn't 
give a damn. There ought to be a law, 
you say. 


Well. In most towns in the North- 


west suburbs there is. It's called a 


housing code, establishing minimum 
living standards on everything from 
screens in the windows to the condi- 
tion of the roof. If the standards 
aren't met, the owners can be cited 
for violations and even taken to court. 


In 
some 
towns, 
ike 
Arlington 


Heights, housing codes have been on 


the books for years. Originally de- 
signed to prevent the deterioration of 
existing single-family .homes, they 
were used to get rid of eyesore build- 
ings that affected neighboring proper- 
ty values. 


MORE RECENTLY, however, local 


governments have found they needed 
a legal handle in landlord-tenant 
disputes. Housing codes provided the 
answer.. 


In Wheeling, for example, the vil- 


lage found itself powerless to force 
the management of the Mallard Lake 
Apartments to turn up the heat in the 
hallways until it passed a housing 
code. Like' many other villages, it 
turned to the model code prepared by 
the Building Officials and Code Ad- 
ministrators International (BOCA). 


"It is very difficult to go in and 


make a complaint against somebody 
if you don't have that ordinance back- 
ing you up," said Thomas Markus, 
Wheeling's assistant village manager. 


Wheeling Is one of 'four towns to 


pass housing codes in the past year. 
Officials from those towns said they 
needed an enforcement tool to correct 
problems in apartment developments. 


ROLLING MEADOWS adopted the 


BOCA housing code early this year, 
and an inspector currently is being 
trained to enforce it. 


In Buffalo Grove, the housing code 


is viewed as a preventative effort. 


"We're such a new community that 


we don't have the problems," said 
building director Bill Dettmer. "By 
having a housing code now, we will 
prevent the problem in the future." 


Both Schaumburg and Arlington 


Heights have tied their housing code 
into an apartment inspection and li- 
censing program. Arlington Heights 
developed the licensing program in 


HOUSING COlDES originally were developed to keep single-family 
homes from deteriorating, like this one that used to stand in Mount 
Prospect. 


1972 to prevent the deterioration of 
apartment buildings as they got older. 
Schaumburg followed suit about a 
month ago. 


BECAUSE THEIR codes are based 


on the licensing program, neither 
Schaumburg nor Arlington Heights 
used the BOCA code. Their codes con- 
centrate on the 
health 
problems 


created by poor building maintenance 
and are enforced primarily through 
the health departments. 


Des Plaines also relies on its health 


department to enforce its housing 
code. The housing code is aimed pri- 
marily at the exterior of the build- 
ings, and it has been on the books for 
several years. Health code regulations 
supplement the housing code. 


Palatine's ordinance has been in ef- 


fect since 1967. 


Henry "Pete" Apida, Palatine build- 


Ing director, said the code was passed 
"so when a problem arises because of 
a tenant complaint, the building, 
health and fire department can go in 
and make an inspection." 


H O F F M A N ESTATES Building 


Comr. Daniel Murphy said a housing 
code has been in effect there for sev- 
eral years, although it is enforced 
only on a complaint basis. 


"You have it if you need it," he 


said, explaining the reasoning behind 
the code. 


Only Mount Prospect and Elk Grove 


Village currently do not have housing 
codes, although Elk Grove Village of- 
ficials expect to pass one shortly. 


Buell B. Button. Mount Prospect 


building director, said he doesn't want 
to start a housing code unless he has 
the staff to make periodic inspections 
and enforce it. 


Dutton, who administered a housing 


code in his former post in Evanston, 
said the most cocmon code violations 
include bad painting, plumbing, elec- 
trical wiring, inadequate heat, too 
many extension cords and no screens. 
He said there were "a lot of do-it- 
yourself type of things that weren't 
done right." 


Mount Prospect relies on some bas- 


ic health ordinances in landlord-ten- 
ant disputes. One ordinance specifi- 
cally sets heating standards for apart- 
ment buildings and provides for fines 
of up to $500 for violations. 


Dutton said a housing code would 


have made it easier for the village to 
get rid of some eyesore houses, but 
said with a bit more inconvenience 
the houses were torn down anyway. 


"I haven't even heard anyone sug- 


gest we need a housing code, and for 
the most part, I agree." he said.

Chicago area population 
to pass LA in '80: study 


The Chicago area will puss tlie l.us Angeles-Long 


Beach area In population in 19l)0, according to a study 
by Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. 


The study outlines anticipated 1930 standard metro- 


politan statistical areas — SMSAs. Large SMSAs are 
those which had at least .100.000 population in 1970. 


The New York-New Jersey metropolitan area will re- 


tain its No. 1 ranking with more than 10 million per- 
sons, the study said. Chicago's SMSA will move up from 
its No. 3 slot in 1970 to No. z in 1980. with more than 
7.800.000 persons. 


THE LOS ANOELES-Long Beach SMSA will slip from 


second to third place with a population of some 
7.360.000. 


The Philadelphia-New Jersey SMSA will remain 


fourth, with almost 5,250.000 persons and the Detroit 
SMSA will still be fifth, with about 4.900.000 persons. 


Nearly two out of every three Americans will be liv- 


ing in large metropolitan areas by 1980. the study said. 


By then, the nation's large metropolitan areas as a 


whole will be populated by 16 million more people than 
there were in 1970. according to the study. 


THIS INCREASE WILL bring the total population of 


the nation's large SMSAs to more than HI million, 
which is about 62 per cent of the projected figure for 
the 1980 U.S. population of 226,936,000. 


Metropolitan's statistical bureau called this popu- 


lation growth "modest," and said that the expected rise 
of 16 million represented a decline from the 17 per cent 
gain registered in the 1960s to 18 per cent in the 1970s. 


Four of the nation's 112 large SMSAs will experience 


population losses in the 1970s. They are Pittsburgh and 
Jersey City — both of which had losses in the 1960s — 
and Buffalo and Wichita. The statisticians say that 19 
SMSAs will have greater gains in the 1970s-than in the 
1960s. The most marked of these will be Albuquerque's 
upswing of 29.2 per cent, compared with 20.6 per cent in 
the lust decade. 


The insurer said that while population gains will con- 


tinue to be more rapid in the large metropolitan areas, 
than in the rest of the country, the differential will 
lessen. Between I960 and 1970. the proportion of the 
total residents in the United States living in the 112 
SMSAs rose from 59.4 per cent to 61.5 per cent. During 
the 1970s, however, the proportion may advance by only 
0.9 per cent to 62,4 per cent in 1980.

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Kentucky congressman 
Rural loans would spark economy

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Both Con- 


gress and the administration arc over- 
looking a powerful antirecession tool 
which can be used to create new jobs 
with minimal costs to taxpayers, a 
House rural affairs leader says. 


The tool, according to Rep. John B. 


Breckmridge, D-Ky., is the govern- 
ment's rural development program in- 
cluding specifically, authority for 
loans to finance a wide range of com- 
munity facilities and new businesses 
and industries. 


Breckenridge, as head of the Con- 


gressional Rural Caucus, is heading a 
fight to add about $3.5 billion to the

budget for rural development loans 
and grants in the fiscal year starting 
Oct 1. 


THE KENTUCKIAN conceded in an 


interview he wns "personally not too 
sanguine" about the outlook for major 
additions to the budget. But he said he 
would continue to press particularly 
for about $2 billion of the proposed 
boost, which includes authority for ex- 
panded loans. 


"We have trouble getting people to 


understand this but the fact is that the 
additional loans will actually cost tax- 
payers only about $55 million (in oper- 
ating expenses and even that wouldn't 
become a budget expenditure until the 
1978 fiscal year," Breckenridge said 


"If we can get these loans, we can 


create 250,000 new jobs," he said. 


Breckenridge said these jobs, which 


would generate secondary economic 
activity creating still more employ- 
ment, would be permanent in contrast 
to the "short-term relief" effect of 
public service jobs proposed in a 
number of pending bills. 


THE LOAN PROGRAMS involved 


are operated by the Fanners Home 
Administration in the Agriculture 
Dept. and the Small Business Admin- 
istration. 


In the FHA portion of the budget, 


for example, the administration has 
proposed authority for $350 million in 
loans to finance new business and in- 
dustry in rural areas and $470 million 


to help rural communities build new 
water and sewer plants. 


Breckenridge told a House appro- 


priations subcommittee recently the 
Rural Caucus recommends $1.1 billion 
in business and industry loans plus 
$1.4 billion for water and sewer loans. 


Other portions of the rural devel- 


opment program, which Rural Caucus 
leaders say the administration is 
throttling by holding loan levels down 
and seeking to eliminate many grant 
programs, include aids ranging from 
farm and rural housing assistance to 
rural development planning grants 
and rural fire protection grants. 


Administration 
officials 
recom- 


mended no funds at all for rural fire 
protection grants in the 1977 fiscal 
year. The Rural Caucus is proposing 
$7 million, which would be double the 
current fiscal year's budget. 


Why fire protection grants' 
"If we can't afford fire equipment 


in Dry Ridge, Ky., nobody can afford 
the insurance he'll need to build a 
plant there which would provide jobs 
and get people off the food stamp pro- 
gram," Breckenridge said. And if the 
community is too poor to afford a new 
water and sewer system without a 


grant or loan, he said, it may also 
lose an opportunity to create jobs 
which would let "folks move back 
from the cities." 


Whether the rural leaders win or 


lose in their funding fight this year, 
Breckenridge said, they will continue 
to seek to build the federal rural de- 
velopment effort in theJuture. 


"This is a long struggle, and if we 


can get some understanding of the is- 
sue we can lay the foundation for the 
next fiscal year," Breckenridge 
added. 


He said Rural leaders must con- 


vince urban lawmakers that the drive 
to develop the rural economy is not a 
threat to efforts to ease urban pover- 
ty.

When their boy graduated, Beatrice 


faced an empty house. Harvey often 
worked late. With her children gone, 
Beatrice discovered that no one 
needed her. Instead of turning to alco- 
hol, as a few others had, Beatrice qui- 
etly became a compulsive spender.

Squaring the J.'s debts became a 


First, Beatrice 
needed help in finding a new role — 
one that would provide the self-esteem 
she required. Attempting to cut her 
compulsive spending and pay off the 
debts directly wouldn't work. She 
agreed to see a specialist in midlife 
career changes at the local university.

Beatrice rekindled her long-repressed 
interest in teaching. But, a surplus of 
teachers meant no jobs.

On March 2,1 Cook County was de- 


clared a disaster area as I lie result of 
tornadoes which struck the Chicago 
area March 12. 


The declaration, which also covers 


affected areas adjacent to Cook Coun- 
ty enables home owners and tenants, 
business people, churches, private 
schools, and other non-profit organiza- 
tions in the affected areas to qualify 
for low-cost, long-term SBA loans to 
restore or replace damaged property 
not covered by Insurance, 


In connection with residential loss- 


es, affected persons may qualify for 
loans of up to $50,000 for real proper- 
ty, of up to $10,000 for personal prop- 
erty, and of up to $55,000 for a com- 
bination of real and personal proper- 
ty. Disaster business loans are limited 
to $500.000. 


Legislation sets an Interest rate of 


8-5/8 per cent in connection with SBA 
disaster loans, and disaster loans may 
be made for periods of up to 30 years. 


The borrower must present a bona 


fide estimate of loss following which a 
verification of loss will be made by 
SBA before final action is taken on 
the application. 


Planning key 
to a building's 
security: exec 


Building security should be stressed 


during the planning stages before con- 
struction, said Joseph L, Yousem, 
president of the Institute of Real Es- 
tate Management. 


Yousem said adequate planning be- 


fore construction is the only way to 
insure maximum security for build- 
ing residents. 


"Managers of multifamily properties 


have a complex problem to solve in 
attempting to deal with security," 
said Yousem, owner of his own man- 
agement firm In Los Angeles. "Few 
existing buildings have been con- 
structed with adequate security de- 
vices or even with a style that lends 
itself to the installation of security de- 
vices." 


"At best, the common security de- 


vices on the market today represent 
more of a psychological value to the 
residents than they do as a real deter- 
rent to the criminal element," he 
said. "Even today, adequate lighting, 
which itself is questionable as a real 
deterrent to crime, has become ex- 
tremely costly." 


Yousem warned that building mer- 


chandising or marketing efforts often 
imply security programs which offer 
much greater protection than can nor- 
mally be expected. "Court rulings 
have upheld the tenant contention that 
the offering of "security" requires far 
greater services than the manager 
normally provides, and in many In- 
stances, the owner and/or manager 
was held responsible for personal in- 
jury or loss of property resulting from 
cimlnal activity," he said.

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Contractor must follow building plans 


Sometimes mistakes are made and 


the builder delivers a product which 
Is substantially different from the con- 
tract or the plan. Are you required to 
accept and pay for the work? The an- 
swe«pj no. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: We are four 


docto^who cooperatively decided to 
build our own medical office building. 
The object was to take the tax bene- 
fits that go with ownership. 


We are experts In our medical spe- 


cialties fields. When it comes to real 
estate and construction, we are mere 
babes In the woods. We are in trouble. 


Instead of having four medical suit- 


es each one of us can occupy indepen- 
dently, we have one large area cut up 
with nil kinds of rooms and cubby- 
holes which make no sense. We can't 
possibly use the space. The builder's 
reply is, "If you can't use the space, 
we can always rent it out to another 
group of doctors." 


The way the space is cut up, nobody 


would want It. The builder didn't fol- 
low the plan. He simply improvised as 
he went along. Correction is impos- 
sible. It would cost too much money. 


W« still owe the builder $60,000 on 


the contract. We have already given 
him $80,000. Our attorney says not to 
give him the money. The builder's 


lawyer tells us we owe him the mon- 
ey, or he will take us to court. Whose 
advice shall we follow? — FOUR 
BLUNDERING DOCTORS. 


Take your attorney's advice! Not 


only do I recommend that you not 
give the builder the money, but tell 
him you want your $50,000 back. Oth- 
erwise you will take him to court. 
Here's the reason why. 


This problem of a building not being 


finished to the extent of the specifica- 
tion occurs frequently. The resolution 
revolves around the concept of "sub- 
stantial performance." In the building 
process, it is recognized that some- 
times it is difficult to put up a struc- 
ture exactly in accordance with the • 
plans and specifications. Thus, in 
practice, it is the custom to allow 
some deviation. The deviation cannot 
be substantial, nor can it affect the 
use, profitability or value of the build- 
ing. 


However, in this case it is obvious 


that there has not been substantial 
performance by the builder. The de- 
viation is a major departure and goes 
much beyond tolerable limits. 


Since the builder has not performed 


substantially in accordance with the 
contract, you four doctors are not re- 
quired to accept the building. You are

DEAR MR. MELTZER: I'm sure 


you won't believe what you are about 
to read! But pay attention, because 
it's all true.

Designated hitters are an accepted 


thing on all levels of baseball. But 
only the Mid-Suburban League has 
"designated dwarfs." 


They're not really dwarfs nor are

That 'd-d" label Is just one of the 


many that the fans utter when Forest 
View's two little freshmen pinch hit 
for the varsity team. 


Although these youngsters look kind

Both boys are about 4-foot-10, They

Some area coaches think it's une- 


thical. One of them, speaking for the 
others, made these comments: 


"Everybody is opposed to it and we 


think it's bush, it's unethical. 


"Here are two young kids that If 


they are ballplayers they're sitting on 
the bench aU year and only go up and 
take « strike or get a walk. It's n<H 
helping them and it's making a trav- 
esty of the game. I don't think if has 
any place in sports, really." 


Tom Seldel. Forest View's head 


coach, naturally disagrees with the 
argument that he's doing something 
unethical or wrong. As far as he's 
concerned, he's using eligible high 
school kids to help win ball games. 


"I can think of three games out of 


18 last year where they were in- 
strumental in a win," said Seidel. 
That was the first year he tried this 
new Innovation. 


"When other coaches talk about 


how, ethically, I'm doing something 
wrong to win a ball game, I just laugh 
and say they've got to be kidding. I 
know what they do to win ball games, 
and I don't think this is that bad. 


"In fact, I've told some coachei

that if they're reallly against this, get 
something written in the baseball 
handbook to legislate against this. I'll 
live by the rules." 


Seidel said he figured it was just a

Bill Veeck, the White Sox' owner,

Patchwork 


Jeanenne Stimson's made a business of it 


Bunnies to hug, a whole basket of them. 


Fancy pillows to dress up the bedroom.

Neighbors, friends and even her 


young daughter's schoolmates know 
Jeanenne Stimson as "the Patchwork 
Lady." And that she is. 


What started three years ago with a 


little girl's purse has mushroomed 
into a business the Buffalo Grove resi- 
dent claims is "at full capacity now." 


The business is patchwork — home- 


made, home-designed and home-sold 
patchwork. An estimated $3,000 of it 
was marketed in the area last year. 
And Mrs. Stimson finally had to hire 
someone to help with the sewing. 


As it is, she said she sews every 


night until midnight. Or later. 


BUT JEANENNE STIMSON is not 


one to complain. "Once in awhile I 
get very tired and think I just can't 
sew another square together. But then 
I find new material or different colors 
and I'm right back to being excited," 
she said. 


Her first items were sold a few 


years ago in her home town of TJr- 
bana, where she previously had grad- 
uated from the University of Illinois 
in foreign trade. 


At the time of her first sales she 


made only three types of patchwork 
articles. Since then Mrs. Stimson has 
expanded her inventory to 25 or more 
different designs, which include pil- 
lows, baby quilts, calico cats place- 
mats and denim purses. All are 
made from polyester and cotton fab- 
ric with polyester fiberfill stuffing. 


THROUGH 
HER 
research, 
she 


learned that patchwork is American 
folk art, invented by women who had 
to make do with whatever they had at 
hand. In their patterns, American 
women have recorded' the whole his- 
tory of the multiplying states, even 
Alaska and Hawaii, Jeanenne said. 


She said the West produced an 


abundance of designs and techniques 
for patchwork. Primarily using ging- 
hams and calicos (Mrs. Stimson's fa- 
vorite 
materials), 
pioneer women 


sewed Flying Geese, Indian- Hatchet, 


Bleeding Heart and Wagon Wheel pat- 
terns. Probably the best known, she 
said, are Wedding Ring and Double 
Wedding Ring designs. 


True patchwork has meaning in ev- 


ery line, she said. 


IN THE PAST few years there has 


been an increasing interest in patch- 
work items, according to Mrs. Stim- 
son. This began with Sharon Rockefel- 
ler, who promoted the quilts and 
handcrafts of Appalachian women. 


Now, with the Bicentennial at hand, 


"patchwork will be good throughout 
the year," said Jeanenne, who ex- 
pects her business to also be good. 


She sells patchwork items from her 


home, made specifically for the color 
schemes requested by persons who 
place orders. Besides special orders, 
she sells through "patchwork par- 
ties," which, like any other home par- 
ty-type selling, includes games, prizes 
and refreshments. Last autumn she 
also began open Houses to display and 
sell her products. 


WORD OF MOUTH is her advertis- 


ing. Instead of money, babysitters for 
her two children elect to take home 
pillows or purses. Her firiends keep 
recommending her items as gifts and 
old customers bring along new ones. 


"One evening the doorball rang and 


one of my daughter's little friends 
was there holding a dollar," said Mrs. 
Stimson. "I asked her what she want- 
ed and she said it was her birthday 
and she had been given a dollar to 
buy anything she wanted. She wanted 
a cat. I felt kind of bad about taking 
her dollar for it, but that's what she 
wanted . .." 


Although Mrs. Stimson is surprised 


and overwhelmed at the popularity of 
her patchwork, she is also extremely 
pleased. "It just thrills me that others 
like what I do. If I just sat around 
here with nothing to do, I would be in 
a severe depression," she said. 


HOWEVER, she added, she thought 


she was busy before she began selling 
her patchwork, "But I guess I didn't 


know what busy was." 


Ultimately, she wants to open her 


own shop, although it probably won't 
be a.patchwork or. crafts.shop, since 
she isn't sure patchwork will.hold up 
in popularity. Instead . she: wants to 
have her own dressmaking and altera- 
tion shop (she operated one in Chi- 


cago after she was married). 


There's only one problem with all 


the sewing she does. "My. eyes are 
giving out," she said,, pretending to 
thread a needle. "The needle keeps 
getting further and further away."

Baby food: a question of homemade vs. commercial 


Three national consumer organiza- 


tions have asked the Federal Trade 
Commission to require that Beech- 
Nut, the baby food manufacturers, be 
directed to issue corrective advertis- 
ing. 


The groups are Consumers Union, 


publishers of Consumer Reports; the 
Consumer Federation of America; 
and the Center for Science in the Pub- 
lic Interest, a Ralph Nader organiza- 
tion. 


Consumer Reports In its May issue 


is publishing a point-by-point rebuttal 
of what it calls "scare" advertising 
by Beech-Nut. The company mailed 
advertisements to parents warning 
them that homemade baby food is 
dangerous. 


But Consumer Reports claimed oth- 


erwise on these and other specific 
points: 


• That a blood disease may result 


from feeding Infants homemade spin- 
ach puree, beets or carrot soup or 


juice: There are only two such cases 
on record in the U.S., one of which 
resulted from commercially prepared 
beets. 


• That homemade baby foods pose 


a greater risk from bacteria: No baby 
food, commercial or homemade, is 
sterile after being exposed to the air, 
but most bacteria in the air are not 
disease-producing. 


• That home preparation increases 


the loss of nutrients from cooking and 
storing: Almost all homemade baby 
foods tested by CU contained higher 
levels of nutrients than commercial 
foods tested. The only study cited by 
Beech-Nut in..claiming its baby foods 
are more nutritious was 27 years old. 


Consumer Reports also criticized a 


Gerber baby food ad which implies 
that making baby food at home is ex- 
tremely difficult and which urges par- 
ents to "trust Gerber" and its trained 
staff and special equipment. 


B u t , the magazine contends, 


"they're the folks who add unneces- 
sary salt, sugar and starch to baby 
foods. It's their special processing 
equipment that cooks the life out of 
commercial baby foods, robbing them 
of many nutrients." 


MEANWHILE, six mothers in Min- 


neapolis have written a book on 
making your own baby food and other 
helpful hints for feeding and enter- 
taining toddlers. 


The loose-leaf binder book, called 


"Feed Me, I'm Yours" (Meadowbrook 
Press — $3.50), is a collection of what 
the author-mothers "know now that 
we wished we had known before," ac- 
cording to one of them, Jill Jacobson. 


Mrs. Jacobson visited Dalton's Book 


Store at Woodfield this week to push 
the book, and also taped a morning 
TV talk show in Chicago. 


Mrs. Jacobson wrote the chapter on 


making baby food which covers equip- 
ment needed, handling and storage

and recipes. Other chapters give reci- 
pes and ideas for finger foods, toddler 
foods, snacks, breakfast, seasonal and 
party foods, and such special circum- 
stances as vacations and sick days. 


AS MRS. JACOBSON describes it, 


the book is "nutrition-oriented, but not 
really into health foods." Basically, 
it's practical, derived from real life. 
It is full of creative ideas for all sorts 
of familiar situations. 


For example, "One way of in- 


troducing your child to new tastes ... 
is by not serving it to him her." The 


forbidden fruit is always more desir- 
able, the book suggests, and a "taste" 
can then be given from mother's 
plate. 


But other ideas go off the deep end, 


in this reader's opinion! Like spend- 
ing hours making all sorts of cutesy 
".vegetable chains" and faces on sand- 
wiches to encourage the little darlings 
to eat. (When they get hungry enough, 
they'll eat.) And, like bringing a pan- 
ful of snow into the house for them to 
play with, or making an indoor sand- 
box out of cornmeal?! 


ALTHOUGH THE authors consulted 


some professionals in health and nu- 
trition, the book is decidedly non-ex- 
pert. American mothers, it seems, 
have had enough of Dr. Spock and 
otljer males telling them how to raise 
their kids. 


There were just a few technicalities 


that warranted questioning; The book 
does not make clear that when you 
puree meat for baby, you should do it 
before you add seasonings-for family 
consumption. The book mentions that 
babies don't need salt in their food, 
but it includes two recipes with salt. 


It also mentions that some health 


professionals advise against anyone 
consuming raw egg, especially young 
babies, but it includes several beve- 
rage recipes using raw egg. It also 
advises use of ipecac to induce vomit- 
ing in case of poisoning, although this 
procedure recently has lost 
favor 


among poison control specialists.

affected with cancer? A nurse told me later that they did not take 
all of those glandi out or she would not have lived. This last oper- 
ation on her back wa* done in September and she lived tUI a year 
after la November. 


I have read In a magazine that there Is a remedy under lock and 


key la Washington tor cancer. If the AMA would let it out, they 
could cure cancer, but they are making so much money that they 
wouldn't let tt out. Thank you for any information you can give me 
on thia subject. 


First things first. When a woman has a spread of cancer cells 


from the breast to other areas in the body, one of the accepted 
forms of treatment is to reduce the hormone supply which helps to 
support the growth of the cancer. This is why the female organs 
were removed. Some patients with incurable breast cancer that has 
already spread can be controlled for some length of time by remov- 
al of the female organs. 


The same thing can be said about the removal of the glands over 


the top of the kidney. These glands also produce female hormones 
after the ovaries have been removed. If they were totally removed, 
the doctors probably gave her a replacement of the other hormones 
that she needed that are formed by the adrenal cortex. The whole 
idea was to decrease the body's formation of female hormones by 
these glands and the ovaries so that the cancer cells spread 
throughout the body would not continue to grow. These glands were 
not removed because they were thought to have cancer but rather 
because of the influence of female hormones on the spead of can- 
cer.

There is no known cure for cancer under 
lock and key in Washington or anywhere else for that matter. The 
surest way the doctors would have of making money from cancer 
patients would be to have a good cure for it. Such published gar- 
bage is Just exemplary of the widespread paranoia that exists in 
certain segments of our society. People who write these things prey 
upon the lack of knowledge of the general public and are guilty of 
doing a public disservice. It is an evil thing to spread such ma- 
licious gossip about the treatment of such a serious illness as can- 
cer. 


Anyone who reads those kinds of magazines should discontinue 


his subscriptions and not allow himself to be exposed to such hog- 
wash from malicious, unethical people. Judging from the state- 
ments you have quoted, such magazines can do nothing except 
provide information that may well be seriously detrimental to your 
health.

Dear Dorothy: What is the best way to use and care for a double 


boiler? — Clare Pfendler 


This Is an interesting query because it reveals how many of us 


have been trapped by terminology and get to thinking of these 
utensils as a single unit. A double boiler is nothing more than a 
two-saucepan combination. Buildups come in the bottom pan be- 
cause it isn't used as an individual saucepan often enough. How- 
ever, If the habit Is formed (we're all that way), put a pinch of 
cream of tartar In the bottom pan when it's being used and it will 
keep deposits from forming. If you already have a buildup, boil a 
solution of vinegar, salt and water for about 10 minutes to dislodge 
the lime. 


Dear Dorothy: Someone told me that if you shake up the baking 


powder can, you can use the baking powder no matter how old it is 
Would you know if this Is true?—Charlotte McKelvie 


While It's a good idea to shake up the baking powder can to make 


sure you get the proper proportion of ingredients, that's not going 
to make it fresh. While baking powder has a long shelf life because 
of Its secure type of cover, it may not last indefinitely, One way to 
check if the baking powder is fresh enough to use is to put a little in 
• cup of water. If it fizzes, it's still okay. 


Dear Dorothy: Even though I used a cloth in pressing a favorite 


double knit polyester dress, the iron must have slipped and there is 
a dull spot showing. Hope you can suggest some remedy. — Mrs. 
Ivera Strozier 


As a rule, when something like this happens, the fibers have 


melted. However, you might try using sandpaper (very gently) and 
see If It makes the spot more presentable. Remember now, gently 
does it, or you may wind up with a hole instead of a stain.

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Sweet potato, pumpkin 
slighted by gardeners 


As the family wolfs down its Easter 


brunch of Polish kielbasa and beet 
horseradish, colored eggs with bobka, 
headcheese, 
pumpkin pudding and 


baited yams, I'll be lingering over the 
last two. 


I look forward to the upcoming 


spring days when conditions are right 
for planting pumpkin and sweet po- 
tatoes for consumption at that big 
end-of-thc-year holiday and its grow- 
it-yoursetf Thanksgiving dinner! 


The sweet potato always seems to 


show up on holiday tables, but it is 
one of the forgotten homegrown vege- 
tables, as gardening experts and ad- 
visers seldom mention the sweet po- 
tato In their lists of seeds and plants 
for the garden. Yet the sweet potato is 
one of the easiest to grow and most 
nutritional (abounding in vitamin A), 
and it thrives In every state in the 
union. 


THE STEELE Vegetable Plant Co. 


(Dept. 100G), a grower in tiny (popu- 
lation 900) Gleason, Term., also called 
"Tatertown,"usa," is the foremost 
grower of sweet potato plants, offered 
for sale in the spring. 


The plants are tough and durable 


and can safely be shipped across the 
country. Sweet potatoes, with their 
quick, easy growth, shade grass and 
weeds and virtually smother out weeds 
with their leafy foliage. Little or no 
cultivation is needed. Sweet potatoes 
have a good storage life without can- 
ning or freezing, and can be held well 
into winter in a simple basket or crate 
with some ventilation. 


A recipe booklet, first published in 


1920, 
featuring 123 ways to prepare 


sweet potatoes, Is available from the 
Southern Cookbook Co. of Gleason, 
Term. It features custards, biscuits, 
puddings, candied sweets, cobblers, 
pies and even a recipe for possum and 
taters. (Try that during hunting sea- 
son!) 


"WE HAVE PUMPKIN at morning, 


pumpkin at noon. If it were not for 
pumpkin, we should be undone." So 
wrote an unknown colonist in 1690. 


The Indians showed the Pilgrims 


how to dry pumpkin meat and grind it 
into meal for year-round use. Simple 
pumpkin pudding was made by slicing 
off the top of the pumpkin, scooping 
out the seeds and fiber and filling the

Inside with milk. Then the pumpkin 
was baked until all the milk was ab- 
sorbed. Breakfast, lunch, dinner — 
the colonists found pumpkin a versa- 
tile and life-saving vegetable staple. 
Today, pumpkin is "stereotyped" as 
dessert fare. We remember it at Hal- 
loween, Thanksgiving and other holi- 
days to a lesser extent, very little 
more. 


The Northrup King Seed Co. (seed 


sold in garden centers, supermarkets, 
etc.) introdces "Pilgrim Pumpkin" 
seeds in 1976 (that's the spirit!), a va- 
riety similar to the pumpkins the Pil- 
grims grew. They are packaged in an 
antique-look envelope inspired by lith- 
ographed seed packets common dur- 
ing the 19th century, together with a 
colorful folder of favorite old and new 
pumpkin recipes. 


STEAMED PUMPKIN pudding, ele- 


gant in a fluted gelatin mold, is the 
recipe we'll be enjoying for Easter 
brunch. The recipe employs mashed, 
cooked pumpkin (I run mine through 
the blender), sour milk, ginger, nut- 
meg, 
flour, salt, shortening, baking 


soda, cinnamon, sugar and egg, 
steamed on a rack in a large kettle, 
and served with a 
butter-cream 


sauce. (Write Northrup King, Maple 
Plains, Minn. 55359, for recipe folder.) 


Pumpkins are not as fussy about 


sun requirements as other garden 
vegetables. All they do need is well- 
drained, fertile soil. A healthy pump- 
kin vine, climbing a fence, trellis or 
tree, can support a 20-pound pumpkin 
in mid-air. (Nice to know if you are 
short on ground space.) At harvest 
time, three inches of stem should be 
left on the pumpkin to protect the 
fruit. If the stem is broken off, or cut 
leaving no stem at all, the pumpkin 
will decay quickly. Otherwise, it 
keeps for two or three months when 
put in a cool, dry place.

people of Africa had seen it, however, 
and told hunters, and cxolorcrs stories 
about it. They described it as built 
like a giruffc, with la>'ae mulish ejrs 
and stripes like a xebra. Natural!}, 
'lie experts scoffed at the idea that an 
ammal so conspicuous could remain 
undiscovered, But t'u's elusive creat- 
ure did exist and caused quite a fuss 
when the experts finally met him. 


The okapi is a very difficult fellow 


to meet. He is shy and secretive, and 
he lives In the dense, dark forests of 
the Congo Valley in Africa. Until the 
turn of the century, he waa nothing 
more than a legend as far as the e\- 
pel's were concerned. No one had 
ever s-ecn him except the pygmies 
who share his jungle home. 


The first proof that the okapi ac- 


tually did exist came in the form of 
an entire skin. Needless to say, when 
scientists saw the skin, they became 
qiute excited and renewed their ef- 
forts to catch one alive. There was

much speculation about what kind or 
an animal this wus Some thought it 
was a now kind of zebra, while others 
were sure it was a horse or antelope. 


On Aug. 3,1937. many North Ameri- 


cans got their first look at a live 
okapi. It arrived from Africa and took 
up residence at the New York Zoologi- 
cal Park. And everyone was delighted 
with what he saw. 


The okapi looks somewhat like a 


mule, although he has a much longer 
neck. He has a long, horsy face, and 
on his forehead are a pair of small 
horns. Atop his head rest a pair of 
large mulish ears. He stands about 
five feet tall at the shoulder, and his 
back slopes downward to a skinny tail 
that ends in a tuft of hair. 


The okapi's coat is truly remark- 


able. Most of his body is covered with 
a rich tone of chocolaty brown, though 
in some light it takes on a deep purple 


hue. 
His cheeks and chin are white 


with a smudgy dark nose and fore- 
head. He wears white stockings that 
have black bands around the ankle 
and end in zebra-\ike stripes around 
the knees. His rump and hind legs 
also sport smart-looking'stripea. 


Scientists were surprised to dis- 


cover that the okapi was a close cous- 
in to the giraffe and not a member of 


the horse or zebra clan as they had 
suspected. The resemblance to a gi- 
raffe can be seen if you imagine the 
okapi with a longer neck and a patch- 
work coat. Like the giraffe, the okapi 
is strictly a vegetarian. 


The okapi's coat is very conspicuous 


when seen in the zoo. But in his Afri- 
can jungle home it is perfect. The 
dark coat blends In with the shadows, 
and the wavy white stripes help to 
break up his outline and camouflage 
him.

Soup is also 
a great way to use leftovers and get 
seven days' meals out of six days' 
house money. 


Initiate a new family tradition. An- 


nounce that one night is soup night 
every week. Give the plan credibility 
by running to the nearest discount 
house and buying a soup tureen. 


YOU HAVE TO plan for soup all 


week. Every meal has some little bit 
of soup stuff left over. Have a Mason 
jar in the refrigerator. Put all the bits 
of left-over gravy, meat, vegetables, 
vegetable water and whatever into it 
all week. If you're cooking meat be 
sure there's enough stock left over to 
add to the soup jar. Good soup takes 
dedicated collecting to be great. When 
you finally have what looks like some- 
thing possible, heat it all up and taste 
it. You can always boost the flavor 
with a can of condensed soup or a 
couple of bouillon cubes. 


Of course, you already know that 


you can come up with a pretty decent 
soup by mixing a couple of kinds of 
the canned variety together. I like 
cream of chicken, chicken and rice 
and chunky chicken together. I have a 
friend who mixes onion, cream of 
mushroom and vegetable beef togeth- 
er. Whatever turns you on. 


For your first effort I'll supply a 


recipe. This is really the recipe for 
Basic Chicken, so you'll have enough 
chicken left over for another meal lat- 
er in the week. This recipe uses a sea- 
soning mix that you can buy at any 
supermarket. I find it saves a lot of 
time. It's put out by Morton's Salt and 
it's called Nature's Seasons. 


SATURDAY CHICKEN SOUP 


1 broiler chicken 


(largest available) 


2 quarts water 


1 medium leek sliced 
(no, onions won't do) 


VA tablespoons Morton's Nature's 


Seasons 


1 teaspoon salt 
(Later on in the recipe you'll need 


iVi pounds of sausage, 
potatoes, 


carrots and spinach.) 


Put everything in a large pot. Cook 


slowly until the chicken is done. 
Watch to make sure the water doesn't 
reduce by more than half. Remove 
chicken and cool. 


Remove meat from bones, cut up a 


bit and save in a plastic bag. Peel 
and dice 4 medium potatoes. Add 
enough water to broth to make 1% 
quarts. Add potatoes, 2 medium car- 
rots, diced, and % package of frozen 
spinach. (This last is to give a bit of 
color.) 


Cook until potatoes are 
tender. 


Mush up a bit with a potato masher. 
Add about 1V4 half pounds of fresh 
sausage links (Polish or mild Italian). 
Cook until sausage is done and serve 
with rolls and a salad. 


What about the leftover chicken? 


Later in the week mix it with one can 
cream of mushroom soup, % can of 
milk and 1 teaspoon curry powder. 
Heat and serve over rice, garnished 
with chopped salted peanuts.

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Passover feast 
Her food reflects a. tradition

Tonight Passover will be celebrated 


In Jewish homes throughout the 
world. Both a religious service and a 
feast, Passover joyously recalls the 
Jews' deliverance from Egypt and the 
great Exodus which led them to 
Mount Sinai. But it also reminds them 
of other times of bondage and exile. 


The families of Floyd and Bobbie 


Babbitt of Buffalo Grove gather to- 
gether for this celebration on the first 
two nights of Passover. 


The name derives from the last of 


10 plagues, in which God smote the 
eldest son of each household of the 
Egyptians but "passed over" the 
homes of the Israelites, marked with 
the blood of a lamb. Since they had to 
leave their homes in Egypt without 
letting their bread rise, only unlea- 
vened bread (matzot) is eaten at this 
time. 


THE HEAD OF the family presides 


at the ceremonial meal which preced- 
es a sumptuous feast. Often Floyd 
leads the service, for which Bobbie 
has prepared the Seder tray. As the 
family reads from the Haggadah, dif- 
ferent items from the Seder tray are 
passed around the table in a specific 
order. Wine, which symbolizes free- 
dom and festivity and recalls God's 
four promises to Israel, is served dur- 
ing the service. A special goblet, often 
gold or silver, filled with the wine is 
placed in the center of the table to 
welcome the symbolic visit of the pro- 
phet Elijah, whom some Jews believe 
will return on a Passover to announce 
the coming of the Messiah. 


The Seder tray stands beside three 


matzot, a symbol of the bread of po- 
verty of the Jews in Egypt. On the 
tray itself is Maror, a bitter herb 
which recalls the bitterness of life of 
the Israelites during Egyptian slave- 
ry. For this Bobbie uses horseradish 
root or green onions. Haroset, a mix- 
ture of nuts, apples and cinnamon 
made into a thick paste with wine, re- 


sembles in color the bricks they were 
forced to make in Egypt, while a 
roasted lamb shank bone is the sym- 
bol for the paschal lamb, offered as 
sacrifice at the temple in Jerusalem. 


PARSLEY 
SPRIGS signify 
life 


awakening in the springtime of the 
year, when this holiday always takes 
place, and a roasted egg symbolizes 
the free will offering brought daily to 
the temple in Jerusalem during the 
festival of Passover. 


The conclusion of the Seder is fol- 


lowed by an elegant dinner of many 
courses. Bobbie's mother or grand- 
mother prepares gelfilte fish for the 
first course, a delicacy that usually is 
made only as a special holiday treat. 


This consists of a mixture of finely 


chopped fresh fish, onion, egg and 
seasonings formed into balls and 
cooked in fish stock. The balls and 
some of the stock are refrigerated un- 
til the stock jeUs. Gelfilte fish is 
served cold with horseradish on the 
side. It is light-textured yet firm with 
a mild fish flavor. 


A chicken soup with matzot ball 


dumplings is served next, followed by 
the main course which might be ei- 
ther turkey or roast beef with all the 
trimmings. A tradition in Bobbie's 
family is to serve tzimmis, another 
entree, along with the fowl or beef. 
This is a sweet-flavored stew made 
with boneless chuck, carrots, sweet 
and red potatoes sweetened with gran- 
ulated 
and brown sugar. Potato 


starch is used as the thickening agent. 


A HIGH AND light sponge cake or 


honey cake is the traditional Passover 
dessert. Bobbie's mother's sponge 
cake is made with 10 eggs and fla- 
vored with lemon and orange. Cake 
meal and potato starch are substi- 
tuted for the flour. 


Sometimes she bakes a Passover 


wine cake instead. This is flavored 
with a sweet red wine and walnuts. 
After dinner there is a concluding por- 
tion of the Passover service and the 


Mushrooms take on exotic aura 


The French seem to have all the 


special equipment to give simply pre- 
pared dishes the aura of the exotic. 
One such is tiie preparation of baked 
mushrooms on toabt, as the French 
say. "sous cloches," or under a bell- 
shaped glass. The glass allows the 
mushrooms to cook without losing any 
of the aroma. However, you may pre- 
pare this rich, filling dish using a bak- 
ing dish covered tightly with alumi- 
num foil. 


Servo this as an entiee or as a 


vegetable with your favorite steak, 
chicken or fish recipe. Baked mush- 
rooms are excllent for a buffet or as a 
quick meal for one or two. 


Another buffet pleaser will be mush- 


rooms and beef oriental served with 
rice. 


BAKED MUSHROOMS 


ON TOAST 


1 pound small to medium- 


sized fresh mushrooms 


10 slices ("-3-inch thick) 


Italian bread, toasted 
13 cup dry sherry or 


beef bouillon 


1 teaspoon salt 


Ha cups heavy or light 


cream or half and 
half, divided 


Rinse, pat dry and trim stem ends 


of mushrooms; set aside. Butter a 9 
or 10-Inch pie pan. Arrange toast over 
bottom; sprinkle with sherry. Pile 
mushrooms on top of toast, sprinkle 
with salt. (Use half teaspoon salt with 


bouillon). Pour 1 cup of the cream 
over mushrooms. Cover tightly with 
foil. Bake in a preheated 350-degree 
oven for 30 minutes. Pour remaining 
lj cup cream over mushrooms. Cover 
and bake until mushrooms are cook- 
ed, 10 to 20 minutes longer. Serve hot. 
Makes 6 portions. 


BEEF AND MUSHROOMS 


ORIENTAL

Add green 
pepper and reserved mushroom mix- 
ture. Cover and simmer 5 minutes. 
Mix cornstarch with soy sauce. Blend 


into broth in skillet. Cook and stir 
only until thickened. If desired, serve 
with steamed rice. Makes 6 portions.

Canning not 
always frugal 


Most people think home gardening 


and food preservation always save 
money. It's not necessarily so, said 
Evelyn H. Johnson of the U.S. Dept. 
of Agriculture Extension Service. 


In a speech at the 1976 National Ag- 


r i c u 11 u r a 1 Outlook Conference in 
Washington, D.C., Ms. Johnson said: 


"There are many hidden costs in 


home canning and freezing of foods 
that must be considered — costs of 
produce, equipment, heat and energy 
consumption, and interest on large 
cash outlays such as for a freezer. 
Furthermore, there is a considerable 
time expenditure. If you have market- 
able skills, your time might be more 
profitably spent earning dollars in- 
stead of gardening or 
preserving 


food." 


Ms. Johnson quoted recent studies 


by Cornell University Extension nutri- 
tionist Ruth Klippstein and Extension 
aide Elaine Wallace indicating that 
the cost of canning a quart of to- 
matoes at home ranged from 4.3 cents 
if jars were on hand and tomatoes 
were free to almost 51 cents if both 
jars and tomatoes were bought.

Place fish in wooden chopping bowl. 


Stir in eggs, 2 teaspoons salt, % tea- 
spoon pepper and 1 teaspoon sugar. 
Hand chop while gradually adding 
about 1/3 cup water to make a soft 
mixture Stir in Matzo meal or crack- 
er crumbs Mix thoroughly. 


Place fish heads, skin and bones in 


large pot. Add 2 quarts of cold water, 
remaining salt, pepper and sugar. 
Bring to a boil and boil 30 minutes. 


WHILE FISH HEADS are cooking, 


wet hands and form fish mixture into 
balls the size of small apples. Remove 
kettle from flame and take the fish 
heads, skin and bones from water. 
Carefully place fish balls in same wa- 
ter. Add one whole onion and the 
sliced carrot. There should be enough 
liquid to cover fish; if necessary, add 
more water. 


Cover kettle and bring to a rafld 


boil, uncover and reduce heat. Sim- 
mer for about 2". hours, until stock 
has been reduced to less than half the

Catering 


Some snacks cause fewer caries 


Chocolate chip cookies and milk 


chocolate were found in a recent 
study to be among the snack foods 
which contribute least to dental decay 
(caries). 


Researchers at the Eastman Dental 


Center in Rochester, N.Y., reported 
that: "Milk chocolate has a high con- 
tent of protein, calcium, phosphate, 
and other minerals, all of which have 
exhibited protective effects on tooth 
enamel. In addition, due to its natural 
fat content, milk chocolate clears 
from the mouth relatively faster than 
other candles. These factors are 
thought to be responsible for making 
milk chocolate less cariogenic." 


The researchers divided the foods in 


the study into five major snack 
groups: candy, baked goods, dairy, 
beverages and miscellaneouus. They 
found that milk chocolate, peanut 
brittle, coconut and/or other nut-con- 
taining candy, licorice, 
sugarless 


chewing gum from the candy group; 
chocolate chip cookies from the baked 
goods group; milk and rice pudding 
from the dairy group; orange juice 
from the beverage group; and pea- 
nuts from the miscellaneous group all 
appeared to contribute least to dental 
caries.

stress that it's important to thorough- 
ly cleanse the mouth after eatingl

3 to 6 cups allpurpose 


flour, divided 


1 package active dry yeast 
•1 teaspoons ground cinnamon 
1 tablespoon sugHr 


1 li teaspoons salt 
IVi cups water 
^ cup milk 
8 tablespoons butter or 


margarine 


1 cup dark raisins 


Cornmeal 


In the large bowl of an electric mix- 


er combine 3 cups of the flour with 
yeast, cinnamon, sugar and salt, tn a 
small saucepan combine water, milk 
and butter. He.it until lukewarm (but- 
ter does not need to melt.) Add to 
flour mixture; mix at low speed until 
blended. Beat at high speed for 2 mln- 
utss. With a wooden spoon stir in rai- 
sins and enough flour to make a soft 
dough, about 2 cups. Knead in enough 
remaining flour to make a soft ball 
(mixture may be sticky. 1 Place in a 
lightly greased bowl. Cover and let 
rise in a warm place until doubled in 
bulk, about I hour. Punch dough 
down. 


Turn out onto a board sprinkled 


with cornmeal. Roll out ii-inch thick. 
With a floured 3-inch cutter, cut out 
rounds. Place on ungreased baking 
sheets. 2-inches apart. Sprinkle tops 
with cornmeal. Cover and let rise in a 
warm place for 30 minutes. Heat a 
griddle or a heavy iron skillet over 
medium heat. Place muffins on 
griddle. Bake until golden, about 8 
minutes on each side. Cool on wire 
racks. Makes 18 English Muffins.

Stir a little hot mixture 
into eggs; blend into remaining hot 
mixture and cook, stirring constantly, 
until eggs thicken. Remove from heat, 
stir vinegar into mixture and cool to 
room temperature. Blend mayonnaise 
Into cheese, Stir mixture and remain- 
ing Ingredients into cooked mixture. 
Turn into 6-cup mold; chill until firm. 
Unmold on serving dish. Garnish with 
salad greens and additional grapes. 
Makes 10 to 12 servings.

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But filing aid available 
Hurry up, taxman cometh today

The final day is here. 
tt's a time when nearly-tardy tax- 


payers must face the music. As the 
midnight April 15 filing deadline for 
state ami federal tax returns nears, 
procrastlnators can be seen shuffling 
papers, muttering mathematical cal- 
culations and glumly standing in long 
lines where tax preparation service is 
available. 


Sharing this annual headache with 


taxpayers, a brace of government and 
private tax counselors stand by to of- 
fer assistance. And when the last 
form is completed and readied for 
malting, extended service hours at 
several suburban Postal Service of- 
fices wilt assure a timely postmark. 


TAXPAYER 
ASSISTANCE 
pro- 


grams in Chicago and suburbs were 
extended during this final week of the 
tax filing season, said Charles F. Mi- 
rtani. Internal Revenue Service (IRS) 
district director for northern Illinois. 


Miriani said toll-free telephone assis- 
tance is offered, from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
today. Suburban residents can call the 
IRS at 800-972-5400. 


Late filers can visit suburban IRS 


offices in Skokic. Glen Ellyn and Oak 
Park from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. In Chi- 
cago, the extended office hours contin- 
ue today at 230 S. Dearborn St., 3720 
N. Keclzie Ave., and 724 W. 64th Ct. 


"Taxpayers should call the IRS toll- 


free (number) for the addresses, of 
our local offices," Miriani said. "They 
should have their records in order and 
a separate list of deductions and 
sources of all income when visiting an 
IRS office." 


At the IRS office in Sfcokie, the line 


of taxpayers seeking advice forms 
early. "It's a rush period of time. I 
don't inow how we can alleviate it," 
said a spokesman at the Skokie office. 
"It's certainly a tough assignment for 
anyone in the taxpayer assistance 
program." 


"PEOPLE CAN EXPECT the same 


kind of service we always give. You 
may have to wait longer to get it," 
the IRSj spokesman said. Noting that 
the accuracy of the IRS advice has 
been questioned, he said part of the 
problem is due to incomplete informa- 
tion given by taxpayers. 


Some 450,000 northern Illinois resi- 


dents filed their returns in the last 10- 
day period of the 1975 tax filing sea- 
son, the IRS spokesman said. Of the 
3.5 million returns garnered in the 
district, a greater percentage of er- 
rors turned up in the late returns. 


The closer to the April 15 deadline a 


return is filed, the greater a tax- 
payer's tendency to bungle the job, 
echoes an Illinois Dept. of Revenue 
representative in Chicago. The repre- 
sentative offered advice to last-minute 
filers: 


• Make sure the return is signed. 
• Check the Social Security num- 


ber.

• Use the pre-addressed labels. 
• Use proper postage on the return. 
• Include W-2 forms, and make 


sure the state tax forms are sent to 
Springfield, not the IRS.

with an arbitrator in an attempt to 
resolve the dispute. 


City Ally. Charles Hug Wednesday 


said the city and Assn. of Independent 
Municipal Employes have agreed to 
retain Edward Maslanka. an attorney 
with the American Arbitration Assn. 
Maslanka was the arbitrator last year 
in the city's contract talks with its 
union employes. 


The first meeting with the arbi- 


trator is scheduled for 9 a.m. in the 
Des Plaines Civic Center. 1420 Miner 
St. The meeting is closed to the pub- 
lic. 


"He iMaslanka) will listen to both 


sides of the controversy and then give 
his opinion." Hug said. "It's going to 
be nonbinding and both sides will 
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have to decide whether they will ac- 
cept it." 


THE CITY'S CONTRACT with the 


union prohibits binding arbitration, 
but in the case of the contract nego- 
tiations last year, both sides abided 
by the arbitrator's recommendations. 


The public works employes, all 


members ot the street department, 
were suspended for five clays without 
pay Dec. 26 after they refused to sub- 
stitute for absent sanitation employes. 
In a grievance filed with the city, the 
employes ask that the suspension be 
rescinded and that they be granted 
full back pay. 


In the grievance, the employes con- 


tend that Joseph Schwab, commis- 
sioner of public works, should have 
followed the past practice of asking 
for volunteers to work on the garbage 
trucks. 


The employes also said they were 


not adequately dressed to work on the 
trucks, and that they should not have 
been ordered to work because an 
emergency did not exist. 


JOHN BliRPO. attorney for the 


union, said the union requested the 
matter be put to arbitration following 
the rejection of the grievance by May- 
or Herbert H. Behrel. 


Behrel said he rejected it because 


the city has the right to assign public 
works employes to any job in the de- 
partment. He said the city was justi- 
fied in assigning the employes to gar- 
bage trucks because there was more 
trash to pick up as the result of sani- 
tation employes being off Christmas. 


The mayor said he believes the argu- 


ment about clothing is invalid because 
all public works employes wear the 
same uniform. He said the tempera- 
ture on the day in question was above 
freezing.

SAN FRANCISCO (UP!) - William 


and Emily Harris were charged 
Wednesday with kidnaping Patricia 
Hearst. Authorities also revealed that 
the heiress, hospitalized with a col- 
lapsed lung, had admitted taking part 
in the bombings of two police cars a 
month before she was arrested. 


Miss Hearst, reported in stable con- 


dition at Sequoia Hospital in Redwood 
City where she was rushed Tuesday 
nisht, spent four hours on Monday 
telling authorities of her "missing 
year1' and details of her kidnaping in 
hopes of receiving a light bank rob- 
bery sentence and immunity from fur- 
ther prosecution. 


The Harrises, already facing kid- 


nap, assault and robbery charges in 
connection with the Mel's Sporting 
Goods incident in Los Angeles, were 
charged in Berkeley with a 19-count 
complaint growing out of the original 
kidnaping of Miss Hearst on Feb. 4, 
1974. Besides the kidnaping itself, the 
Harrises were charged with the kid- 
nap-related offenses of robbery, as- 
sault with a deadly weapon, assault 
by gunfire on neighbors and false im- 
prisonment. 


In Marin County; north of San Fran- 


cisco, District Attorney Bruce Bales 
said Miss Hearst has admitted she 
was one of four persons who bombed 
two sheriff's cars in a parking lot last 
Aug. 20 at the Marin Civic Center, 
scene of a courthouse shootout in 1970 
in which a judge and four others were 
killed. 


Miss Hearst was arrested in San 


Francisco Sept. 18. 


Bales said Miss Hearst has offered

With apologies to the Joseph 


Schlitz Brewing Co., if you're out 
of beer today, chances are you're 
out of "Bud." 


At least that's what some beer 


drinkers are saying as supplies of 
Budweiser, America's most popu- 
lar beer, dry up in neighborhood 
bars, liquor stores and super- 
markets. 


Striking brewery workers have 


been off the job at the nine Anheu- 
ser-Busch Inc. breweries since 
March 1. And distributors' stock- 
piles of Budweiser, Michelob and 
Busch are low, or completely ex- 
hausted. 


"A lot of wholesalers had suf- 


ficient stockpiles for five, or even 
six weeks. But that reserve -is ra 
pidly drawing to a close," said 
John Graham, Anheuser-Busch 
spokesman in St. Louis. 


BUSCH BREWERIES are pro- 


ducing beer — about half the nor- 
mal production — using salaried 
employes. And some bottles and 
kegs are getting out to dis- 
tributors. 


But many of the striking brewe- 


ry workers are members of the 
Teamsters union which means 
that truck transportation is next 
to impossible from the breweries 
and from wholesalers to their cus- 
tomers as well. 


"There's only one way to get it 


and that's to go right to the dis- 
tributor and pick it up. You'd 
have to break the picket line and I 
won't do that," said Ron Slior, 
manager of Foremost Liquors, 
1755 W. Central Rd., Arlington 
Heights. 


"We're getting some draft beer 


and cans by rail, but -we're not 
delivering anything," said C.S. 
Aulbert, Arlington Heights, dis- 
tributor of Budweiser beer in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Aulbert said he has not tried to 


distribute any other brands of 
beer and "wouldn't be interested" 
in selling anything but Anheuser- 
Busch labels. 


Some bartenders who regularly 


sell Bud, Busch or Michelob on 
tap have had to turn to other 
brands during the strike to satisfy 
their customers' thirst. 


"OLD STYLE HAS been out try- 


ing to pick up as much business 
as they can," said one bartender 
who is still being supplied with 
Busch and Michelob. 


Anheuser-Busch and union of- 


ficials are scheduled to meet with 
federal mediators in Washington, 
D.C. today in a stepped-up effort 
to end the strike. 


The amusement theme parks 


operated by Anheuser-Busch in 
Tampa, Williamsburg, Va. and St. 
Louis are open and are not affect- 
ed by the strike, a company 
spokesman said. 
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Can't go it alone... addicts pull together to kick habit

"Nobody ever really wants to be a 


drug addict, and It's the hardest thing 
in the world to admit that you have 
developed a dependency on drugs. 


"The only thing harder is trying to 


kick the habit alone and trying to find 
the support that you desperately need 
when you finally decide that you can't 
take drugs anymore," Marilyn said. 


She is a 26-year-old who is talking 


from experience. She has had a tran- 
((itillzer habit since she was 18. Her 
daily dosage has increased tenfold 
since she started. 


MANY TIMES she attempted to 


stay off drugs and each time she 
failed. Doctors could detoxlcate her 
and keep her off drugs while she 
was a patient. But, once she was re- 
leased and on her own, there was no 
one to turn to for support — not until 
she 
l e a r n e d about Narcotics 


Anonymous. 


Marilyn said she has been able to 


stay off drugs and alcohol for the past 
four months because of the new self- 
help group based in Des Plalnes. 


Whenever she thought she wouldn't 


make It, there was someone to call fcr 
encouragement — someone who could 
understand her problem, because 
they, too, had gone through withdraw- 
al from dnigs. 


The group, which is unique to the 


Chicago area, Is for those who want to 


overcome their drug dependency. The 
group does not demand that its mem- 
bers leave the drug scene and it does 
not try to bind them. 


BUT FOh THE addict who is 


serious about quitting his habit, others 
just like him are around, 24 hours ev- 
ery day, to offer support and to help 
him make it, 


"Everyone in the group has been 


through the same thing so we under- 
stand each other's problems. We call 
each other day and night for support. 
We discuss our progress and goals at 
our meetings. We help each other go 
straight," Marilyn said. 


The group, formed six months ago 


with a helping, but unassociated hand 
from Forest Hospital, Des Plaines, 
draws from the principles and guide- 
lines of Alcoholics Anonymous. 


Members adopt 12 steps toward "re- 


covery" that advocate a better life 
without drugs. They discuss the step 
and the accomplishment of their goals 
during weekly Sunday meetings at 
7:30 p.m. at the hospital, 555 Wilson 
Ln. 


Although many of th«> members are 


referred 
to Narcotics Anonymous 


through counselors and therapists at 
Forest Hospital, the group contends it 
is independent of the hospital or any 
other institution. 


WALTER C. PREISSING, coordina- 


tor of Forest Hospital's rehabilitation 
program for drug and alcohol abuse, 
said the self-help group is an'"impor- 
tant asset to overcoming drug depend- 
ency." 


"The group places all of the burden 


of quitting on the members, and those 
who are serious really work to make 
it. When they succeed, they feel better 
and begin to lead new lives," Pre- 
isstng said. 


Some of the group's members were 


introduced to drugs - through their 
friends. Others developed a depend- 
ency on drugs through the frequent 
use of them for prescribed medical 
purposes. 


But, 
all of the participants in NA 


agree that no mattter what the cause, 
the effect is the same. There is more 
confusion and helplessness than there 
is pleasure. 


SOCIETY CONDEMNS the drug ad- 


dict, but does little to lend him a 
hand, rehabilitate him and then keep 
him off drugs, they say. 


"Hospitals like ours can give them 


the initial help they need, but only 
self-help groups like Narcotics 
Anonymous can give them the contin- 
ued support," Preissing said. 


Anyone wanting to know more about 


Narcotics Anonymous may call 346- 
9043 or attend the weekly meetings, 
he said. Members of the group say 


there's no need for newcomers to be 
reserved or ashamed. 'They are all in 
the same boat.' 


"For the past three years I tried 


everything — therapy, doctors, hospi- 
tal — and I always landed up back on 
drugs. The longest I lasted off drugs 
was two days," Marilyn said. 


"THE LAST FOUR months have 


been the first time in eight years that 
I haven't touched drugs or alcohol, 


and it's a milestone in my life. It 
makes my life worth living. Now, I'm 
a new person with a new life," she 
said. 


The group was a place where she 


could admit to being an addict, be ac- 
cepted for it and be helped, she said. 
And now, Marilyn is busy keeping 
herself off drugs and helping others 
do the same. 


"It gives me a good feeling when 


someone calls me on the phone for 
some support and I can talk them out 
of going back on to drugs. Then, I 
know that I really believe in what I'm 
saying. I'm helping someone else and 
I know that it's working for me," 
Marilyn said. 


"That's probably the most beautiful 


thing about this program and why it 
is working," she said. "Because it's 
people helping people."

Theater battle continues 
Troupe's status blocked in court 


Attempts to establish the artistic 


merit of the Free Street Theater were 
blocked 
Wednesday 
by 
Chancery 


Court Judge Donald J. O'Brien, who 
heard arguments over control of the 
Arlington Park Theater in Arlington 
Heights. 


The theater, under the management 


of Keep Productions, is open under a 
court order by Judge O'Brien. Madi- 
son Square Garden Corp., owners of 
the race track, theater and hotel com- 
plex, have sued Keep Productions, 
charging it with breech of contract in 
the operation of the theater. 


Attorneys for Madison Square Gar- 


den contend the Free Street Theater 
does not meet the contract require- 
ments of "legitimate, live theatrical 
productions." 


AFTER SUSTAINING a series of 


objections to testimony by theater 
critics, producers and the director of 
the Free Street 
Theater, 
Judge 


O'Brien, presiding judge of the Chan- 
cery division of Cook County Circuit 
Court, said, "the question before me 
is not how good or how bad the Free 
Street Theater is. The question is what 


was the Intention of the parties when 
they entered into the agreemen." 


"The Free Street Theater is an alto- 


gether different vehicle than has been 
appearing at the Arlington Park The- 
ater," O'Brien said. 


He said comparing the troupe's pro- 


ductions to plays starring persons like 
Don Notts or Lana Turner, is "like 
comparing apples and oranges." 


Attorney Paul 
who represented 


Keep Productions in the contract ne- 
gotiations last year, (said there was no 
discussion about the use of known 
stars or plays as part of the require- 
ments. 


RUDNICK'S 
STATEMENTS con- 


tradict testimony Tuesday by Charles 
Dickey, vice president and general 
counsel of Madison Square Garden, 
who said the productions discussed 
were "starring vehicle (s) for a 
known person." 


Testimony by Richard Christiansen, 


critic at large for the Chicago Daily 
News; Michelle Brustin, executive di- 
rector of the Illinois Arts Council; 
Scott Craig, WBBM-TV's executive 
producer; and Patrick Henry, direc- 


tor of the Free Street Theater, all was 
disallowed by the judge. - 


HENRY DESCRIBED his company 


as "an alternative type'of theater" 
designed to break down the traditional 
barriers between performer and au- 
dience through a "collective crea- 
tion."'

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Pluses add up for calculator use in the classroom 


by JUDY JOBBITT 


Calculators are here lo stay in 


Northwest suburban schools. 


Instead of banning them from the 


classroom, local school districts are 
using calculators as an integral part 
of their mathematics and science pro- 
grams early as the seventh grade. 


"People view the calculator just as.. 


a machine that gives you answers and 
nothing else." said Norman Ladd, 
mathematics teacher at Maine West 
High School. "But it is good for teach- 
ing math concepts." 


Science teachers look at the calcu- 


lator as a "great technological break- 
through" and see the "sliderule going 
(he way of the abacus." said Jack As- 
L-henfelter. science teacher at Wheel- 
ing High School. 


CALCULATORS entered the educa- 


tion scene, when the cost came within 
roach of the average pocketbook. 


Today, calculators can 
be pur- 


chased for as little as $10, compared 
to the $100 price tag a few years ago. 
As the price has come down, more 
students — including those in grade 
school — have access to a calculator, 
either their own or their family's. 


As calculators gained popularity, 


schools faced two options: banning 
them from the classroom ehtirely and 
watching for students who used them 
"illegally" at home, or accepting 
them as a part of today's society and 
showing students how they can be 
used most effectively. 


M O S T 
NORTHWEST suburban 


school districts have taken the second 
option and are using the calculator 
from elementary grades through high ' 
school and college. 


"Since you can use the calculator to 


solve problems that are too hard with- 
out a calculator, you can give stu- 
dents harder problems," said Darlene 
Roasa, math teacher at Cooper Junior 
High School in Wheeling. 


W a 11 y Friker, Palatine-Rolling 


Meadows Dist. 15 math coordinator, 
said the calculator also has given 
teachers another way to teach the 
concepts behind such things as inter- 
est and percentages, 


"It breaks through the paperwork. 


Students would get frustrated and lose 
interest if they had to figure problems 
on the stock market without the calcu- 
lator," he said. 


LADD SAID MANY math concepts 


involved "so many calculations, stu- 
dents soon would get angry or bored 
and stop doing them. Now, with the 
calculator, they can get through the 
computations easily, so they can con- 
centrate on the concepts." 


Science teachers use the calculator 


as a replacement for the slide rule — 
the traditional tool for science calcu- 
lations. 


"We encourage the use of the calcu- 


lator," said Ronald Schwarz, science 
teacher at Conant High School in 
Hoffman Estates. "It can help the stu- 
dent who is poor in mathematics get 
through the computations and to the 
science concepts." 


HE SAID THE calculator also has 


improved the program because teach- 
ers can "concentrate on the science 
rather than the arithmetic. 


"They concentrate just on the prob- 


lem itself — the concept behind the 
problem," Schwarz said. 
l-If they 


don't know arithmetic by the time 


they fake chemistry or physics, we 
aren't going to teach them." 


He said the math often was a 


"stumbling block" for many students 
who like science, but couldn't handle 
the math. 


Ashenfelter said the slide rule has 


practically been omitted from Wheel- 
ing's science program altogether. 


BECAUSE THE calculator allows 


students to get through the comput- 
ations in less time than the slide rule 
permitted, he said teachers spend 
more time on the concepts. "You can 
give a longer test — test more con- 
cepts — with the calculator." 


Schwarz said he doesn't even teach 


the slide rule anymore. "When we 
saw the cost dropping on the calcu- 
lators, we decided to take advantage 
of the breakthrough in technology. 
Dropping the slide rule section of the 
course has given us two more weeks 
to concentrate on chemistry. The cal- 
culator is self-explanatory." 


The calculator not only helps stu- 


dents who are poor in math skills 
handle science problems, but also 
helps 'them become "literate" in math 
for busines business purposes, said 
Ladd. 


"WE'VE HAD A calculator class for 


our remedial math since 1968. We 
wrote our own program for that class 
with the calculator," he said. 


He said he designed the class using 


an Iowa course as a model, in which 
students do problems they might ac- 
tually confront in business. 


"We went to the community and got 


a c t u a l forms, like car repair, 
McDonald's (restaurant) checks, bank 
statements and store sales slips — to 


use for problems. He said this ap- 
proach shows students a practical 
way of using the math skills and in- 
troduces them to the calculator as a 
way to solve everyday problems. 


"WE THINK IT has made a distinct 


difference. The grades improved, stu- 
dent achievement improved and atti- 
tude improved," he said. 


Although teachers and adminis- 


trators were unanimous in their en- 
thusiasm for the use of the calculator, 
they recognize that there are those 
who are critical of their use in the 
classroom. 


Teachers say these individuals are 


"uninformed" about the benefits of 
the calculator and have 
unfounded 


fears that the instrument will elimi- 
nate teaching the basic tables of addi- 
tion, subtraction, multiplication and 
division. 


"STUDENTS STILL need to know 


their tables," said Jan Robinson, 
teacher at Cooper. "But it's good to 
use to have them check their answers 
or for enrichment — to give them dif- 
ficult problems." 


Ladd said the calculator can be 


abused "just like a teacher can abuse 
anything. Films can be abused if they 
are used badly. The same is true with 
calculators." 


"We know by experience no matter 


how much drill, how much practice a 
student has on the tables, some never 
learn the basic calculations," said 
Aschfelter. 


CHRISTENSEN SAID there also is 


a difference betweenjuiowing the ta- 
bles and being able to do complex 
problems. He compared it to the dif- 


ference between being able to spell 
and being able to read. While they are 
related skills, he said, a student could 
be an above-average reader who just 
can't spell. 


Ladd said too many adults view the 


instrument just as a tool to get an 
answer rather than a method to teach 
how that answer came about. Al- 
though most teachers say calculators 
should only be used as a tool for 
c h e c k i n g answers in elementary 
school because basic tables are being 
taught, Ladd said it should be in- 
troduced as early as kindergarten. 
"By the time a youngster is in third 
grade, he definitely should be using 
and receiving instruction for the cal- 
culator," he said. 


HE SAID THE calculator was first 


viewed in education as an option to 
the slide rule. Now it is starting to be 
used for analysis of the concepts and 
to enhance the basic skills. Ladd said 
he can see it changing the entire math 
and science curriculum within the 
next 20 years where it will be used in 
every stage of teaching. 


"Instead of memorizing tables, stu- 


dents will memorize the answers off 
the calculator," he said. "I really 
think students will know the tables as 
well as they ever did." 


"Look at division," he said. "Divi- 


sion is a mechanical process by pencil 
and paper. It's a monkey method of 
getting the right answer. There is an- 
other monkey technique — using the 
calculator." 


The biggest concern right now is 


"getting parents to see these are OK 
and getting teachers to use them cor- 


rectly," he said. 


CHRISTENSEN SAID the calculator 


is "the direction society is heading. 
It's kind of mind blowing." 


Parents 
shouldn't be concerned 


about the use of the instrument be- 
cause it seems to "improve attitudes 
toward math" and offers an alterna- 
tive method for teaching concepts. 


"My guess is we'll see more empha- 


sis on tool-assisted problem solving in 
the future," Christensen said. "What 
we must do is try to show the advan- 
tages of the calculator." 


Although the calculator is already 


in heavy use in this district, students 
without one are not disciminated 
against. 


SCHOOL DISTRICTS that use the 


calculator as an integral part of the 
math or science program generally 
have enough instruments for an entire 
class to use or share. 


Homework problems are designed 


for the student who does not have a 
calculator rather than for the^ calcu- 
lator. Many teachers either do not al- 
Ipw the calculator to be used on an 
exam or make arrangements so ev- 
eryone has a calculator to use. 


Almost every school library also 


has a calculator available for students 
to use during the day and many high 
schools let students check them out 
overnight. 


The basic tables still are learned 


and drilled, but once mastery is 
achieved, the calculator is available 
to make advanced math and science 
concepts, 
rather than 
frustrating

Hurry up, taxman cometh today

The final day is here. 
It's a time when nearly-tardy tax- 


payers must face the music. As the 
midnight April 15 filing deadline for 
state and federal tax returns nears, 
procrasUnators can be seen shuffling 
papers, muttering mathematical cal- 
culations and glumly standing in long 
lines where tax preparation service is 
available. 


Sharing this annual headache with 


taxpayers, a brace of government and 
private tax counselors stand by to of- 
fer assistance. And when the last 
form Is completed and readied for 
mailing, extended service hours at 
several suburban Postal Service of- 
fices will assure a timely postmark. 


TAXPAYER 
ASSISTANCE pro- 


grams in Chicago and suburbs were 
extended during this final week of the 
tax filing season, said Charles F. Mi- 
riani, Internal Revenue Service (IRS) 
district director for northern Illinois. 


Miriani said toll-free telephone assis- 
tance is offered, from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
today. Suburban residents can call the 
IRS at 800-972-5400. 


Late filers can visit suburban IRS 


offices in Skokie, Glen Ellyn and Oak 
Park from 8 a m. to 8 p.m. In Chi- 
cago, the extended office hours contin- 
ue today at 230 S. Dearborn St., 3720 
N. Kedzie Ave., and 724 W. 64th Ct. 


"Taxpayers should call the IRS toll- 


free (number) for the addresses of 
our local offices," Miriani said. "They 
should have their records in order and 
a separate list of deductions and 
sources of all income when visiting an 
IRS office." 


At the IRS office in Skokie, the line 


of taxpayers seeking advice forms 
early. "It's a rush penod of time. I 
don't inow how we can alleviate it," 
said a spokesman at the Skokie office. 
"It's certainly a tough assignment for 
anyone in the taxpayer assistance 
program." 


"PEOPLE CAN EXPECT the same 


kind of service we always give. You 
may have to wait longer to get it," 
the IRS spokesman said Noting that 
the accuracy of the IRS advice has 
been questioned, he said part of the 
problem is due to incomplete informa- 
tion given by taxpayers. 


Some 450,000 northern Illinois resi- 


dents filed their returns in the last 10- 
day period of the 1975 tax filing sea- 
son, the IRS spokesman said. Of the 
3.5 million returns garnered in the 
district, a greater percentage of er- 
rors turned up in the late returns 


The closer to the April 15 deadline a 


return is filed, the greater a tax- 
payer's tendency to bungle the job, 
echoes an Illinois Dept. of Revenue 
representative in Chicago. The repre- 
sentative offered advice to last-minute 
filers: 


• Make sure the return is signed. 
• Check the Social Security num- 


ber. 


• Use the pre-addressed labels. 
• Use proper postage on the return. 
• Include W-2 forms, and make 


sure the state tax forms are sent to 
Springfield, not the IRS

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Few bus riders 
to cause RTA 
review of routes 


Regional Transportation Authority 


officials are considering changes in 
the Wheeling village bus routes be- 
cause of poor ridership, Thomas 
Markus, assistant village manager, 
said Wednesday. 


Markus said the RTA is "talking 


about making changes" in bus routes 
which took effect March 8, based on 
reports of poor ridership during the 
first few weeks of operation. 


"The ridership has gone down a 


little now that fares are being 
charged. The village can't expect to 
run a bus when not that many people 
are riding it," he said. 


MARKUS TOLD village trustees 


last month that a study of the bus ser- 
vice during the first week of ridership 
showed a total of only 117 riders. He 
said ridership is "stabilizing" at 
about that number. 
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"I'm not so sure the suburbs really 


can have bus systems of this type 
with a specific route through the vil- 
lage. We can't run a bus for senior 
citizens when it costs us $45,000 to 
meet just a few people's demands," 
he said. 


Markus said subsidized taxi rides 


for senior citizens may be an alterna- 
tive to the village bus. Trustee Otis L. 
Hedlund recently suggested the vil- 
lage investigate a senior citizens' taxi 
program similar to one in Mount 
Prospect. 


In Mount Prospect, the village pays 


95 cents of the $1.45 taxi fare. Senior 
citizens pay 50 cents for any ride 
within the village limits. 


MARKUS SAID HE is referring 


Wheeling residents' requests for route 
changes to the RTA. A group of Tahoe 
Village townhouse residents earlier 
this week asked routes be changed to 
include trips to neighboring commu- 
nities, Randhurst Shopping Center 
and the Chicago and North Western 
Ry. station in Arlington Heights. 


"I've been feeding the RTA reports 


on the performance of existing routes. 
T h e y ' r e talking about making 
changes, but I don't know whether 
they will do it or not," Markus said. 


The new routes, which began last 


month, were drawn up by RTA offi- 
cials in attempting to improve rider- 
ship on village buses. The bus system 
has been operating at a loss since it 
began three years ago, with a deficit 
of more than $45,000 in the fiscal year 
ending last year. 


The RTA has funneled more than 


$35,000 into the village service to help 
continue on a trial basis through June 
30.

Schlitz Brewing Co., if you're out 
of beer today, chances are you're 
out of "Bud." 


At least that's what some beer 


drinkers are saying as supplies of 
Budweiser, America's most popu- 
lar beer, dry up in neighborhood 
bars, liquor stores and super- 
markets. 


Striking brewery workers have 


been off the job at the nine Anheu- 
ser-Busch Inc. breweries since 
March 1. And distributors' stock- 
piles of Budweiser, Michelob and 
Busch are low, or completely ex- 
hausted. 


"A lot of wholesalers had suf- 


ficient stockpiles for five, or even 
six weeks. But that reserve is ra- 
pidly drawing to a close," said 
John 
Graham, Anheuser-Busch 


spokesman in St Louis 


BUSCH BREWERIES are pro- 


ducing beer — about half the nor- 
mal production — using salaried 
employes. And some bottles and 
kegs are getting out to dis- 
tributors. 


But many of the striking brewe- 


ry workers are members of the 
Teamsters union which means 
that truck transportation is next 
to impossible from the breweries 
and from wholesalers to their cus- 
tomers as well. 


"There's only one way to get it 


and that's to go right to the dis- 
tributor and pick it up 
You'd 


have to break the picket line and I 
won't do that," said Ron Shor, 
manager of Foremost Liquors, 
1755 W. Central Rd., Arlington 
Heights. 


"We're getting some draft beer 


and cans by rail, but we're not 
delivering anything," said CS. 
Aulbert, Arlington Heights, dis- 
tributor of Budweiser beer in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Aulbert said he has not tried to 


distribute any other brands of 
beer and "wouldn't be interested" 
in selling anything but Anheuser- 
Busch labels. 


Some bartenders who regularly 


sell Bud, Busch or Michelob on 
tap have had to turn to other 
brands during the strike to satisfy 
their customers' thirst. 


"OLD STYLE HAS been out try- 


ing to pick up as much business 
as they can," said one bartender 
who is still being supplied with 
Busch and Michelob. 


Anheuser-Busch and union of- 


ficials are scheduled to meet with 
federal mediators in Washington, 
D.C. today in a stepped-up effort 
to end the strike.

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People helping people makes it work 
Addicts pull together to kick habit 


by DIANE MERMIOAS 


"Nobody ever really wants to be a 


drug addict, and It's the hardest thing 
In the world to admit that you have 
developed a dependency on drugs. 


"The only thing harder is trying to 


kick the habit alone and trying to find 
the support that you desperately need 
when you finally decide that you can't 
take drugs anymore," Marilyn said. 


She is a 26-year-old who is talking 


from experience. She has had a Iran- 
quilizer habit sinne she was in. Her 
daily dosage has increased tenfold 
since she started. 


MANY TIMES she attempted to 


stay off drugs and each time she 
failed. Doctors could detoxicate her 
and keep her off drugs white she 
was a patient. But, once she was re- 
leased and on her own, there was no 
one to turn to for support — not until 
she 
l e a r n e d 
about Narcotics 


Anonymous. 


Marilyn said she has been able to 


stay off drugs and alcohol for the past 
four months because of the new self- 
help group based in Des Plaines. 


Whenever she thought she wouldn't 


make it, there was someone to call for 
encouragement — someone who could 
understand 
her problem, 
because 


they. too. had gone through withdraw- 
al from drugs. 


The group, which is unique to the 


Chicago area, is for those who want to 
overcome their drug dependency. The 
group does not demand that its mem- 
bers leave the drug scene and it does 
not try to bind them. 


BUT FOR THE addict who is 


serious about quitting his habit, others 
just like him are around. 24 hours ev- 
ery day. to offer support and to help 
him make it. 


"Everyone in the group has been 


through the same thing so we under- 
stand each other's problems, We call 
each other day and night for support. 
We discuss our progress and goals at 
our meetings. We help each other "go 
straight." Marilyn said. 


The group, formed six months ago 


with a helping, but unassociated hand 
from Forest Hospital, Des Plaines; 
draws from the principles and guide- 
lines of Alcoholics Anonymous. 


Members adopt 12 steps toward "re- 


covery" that advocate a better life 
without drugs. They discuss the steps 
and the accomplishment of their goals 
during weekly Sunday meetings at 
7:30 p.m. at the hospital, 5ti5 Wilson 
Ln. 


Although many of the members are 


referred 
to 
Narcotics Anonymous 


through counselors and therapists at 
Forest Hospital, the group contends it 
is independent of the hospital or any 
other institution. 


• WALTER C. PREISSINO, coordina- 
tor of Forest Hospital's rehabilitation 
program for drug and alcohol abuse, 
said the self-help group is an "impor- 
tant asset to overcoming drug depend- 
ency." 


"The group places all of the burden 


of quitting on the members, and those 
who are serious really work to make 
it. When they succeed, they feel better 
and begin to lead new lives,'1 Pre- 
issing said. 


Some of the group's members were 


introduced to drugs through their 
friends. Others developed a depend- 
ency on drugs through the. frequent 
use of them for prescribed medical 
purposes. 


But, all of the participants in 1VA' 


agree that no mattter what the cause, 
the effect is the same. There is more 
confusion and helplessness than there 
is pleasure. 


SOCIETY CONDEMNS the drug ad- 


dict, but does little to lend him a 
hand, rehabilitate him and then keep 
him off drugs, they say. 


"Hospitals like ours can give them 


the initial help they need, but only 
s e l f - h e l p 
groups like Narcotics 


Anonymous can give them the contin- 
ued support," Preissing said. 


Anyone wanting to know more about 


Narcotics Anonymous may call 34G- 
9043 or attend the weekly meetings, 


he said. Members of the group say 
there's no need for newcomers to be 
reserved or ashamed. They aretali in 
the same boat. 


"For the past three years I tried 


everything — therapy, doctors, hospi- 
tal — and I always landed up back on 
drugs. The longest Masted off drugs 
was two days," Marilyn said. 


"THE LAST FOUR months have 


been the first time in eight years that 
I haven't touched drugs or alcohol, 
and it's a milestone in my life. It 
makes my life worth living. Now, I'm 
a new person with a new life," she 
said. 


The group was a place where she 


could admit to being an addict, be ac- 
cepted for it and be helped, she said. 
And now, Marilyn is busy keeping 
herself off drugs and helping others 
do the same. 


"It gives me a-good feeling when 


someone, calls me on the phone for 
some support and I can talk them out 
of going back on "to drugs. Then, I 
know'that. I really believe in what I'm 
saying. I'm helping someone else and 
I know that it's working for me," 
Marilyn said. 


"That's, probably the most beautiful 


thing about this program and why. it' 
is working," she said. "Because it's 
people helping people."

Buffalo Grove parks set 
tax referendum May 8

The Buffalo Grove Park 
District 


will hold a referendum May 8 calling 
for purchase of new park land, up- 
grading existing property and devel- 
opment of new programs. 


Park Board Pres. Joseph Settanni 


said the decision was made after a 
Mill Creek resident presented a refer- 
endum petition with 137 names last 
week. The signatures make up more 
than the 2 per cent of the registered 
village voters required for a referen- 
dum. Settanni said, 


Walter Floyd, the Mill Creek resi- 


dent who collected the signatures, 
said he is asking for an increase in 
the debt limitation from the current 
7.5 per cent to a 5 per cent maximum 
of the value of taxable property in the 
district. Floyd said the average in- 
crease in taxes would be approxi- 
mately $2q per household. 


SETTANNI SAID THE park district 


will meet with its attorney and a bond 
consultant to determine the cost to 
residents and the bonding power of 
the park district. He said he was con- 
cerned about the referendum's im- 
pact on homeowners, and said there 
were "several unanswered questions 
io clear up" before the referendum is 
held May 8. 


The park district will meet in exec- 


utive session tonight to discuss ac- 
quisition of new land, and will present 
final plans at the park board meeting 
April 22, Settanni said. 


The petition for a referendum was 


triggered by "the real lack of usable 
park land in Cook County Buffalo 
Grove." Floyd said. The hpmeowners 
petitioned in February foe .park dis- 
trict purchase of 16 acres originally 
slated 
for apartment development 


near Mill Creek. 


The last park district referendum 


was in 1971, Settani said. The money 
acquired from the last referendum 
has already been spent on devel- 
opment of new parks and new con- 
struction such as swimming pools at 
Buffalo Grove High School and Willow 
Stream Park, he said. 


"WE ACCOMPLISHED all our ob- 


jectives, but we went bare bones on 
that first referendum,". Settanni said, 
"If this referendum passes, we can 
upgrade existing sites and get new 
land before it goes out of sight, (in 
cost)." 


If the referendum fails to pass, the 


park district "will really be in a 
bind." Settanni said. 
, 


"It involves more than purchase of 


-new land, because we'll use the mon- 


ey to keep up programs," he said. "It 
will be-an indication of how the people 
feel about the municipal services 
they've been getting."

Hurry up, taxman cometh today

The final day is here. 
It's a time when nearly-tardy tax- 


payers must face the music. As the 
midnight April 15 filing deadline for 
state and federal tax returns nears. 
procrastinators can be seen shuffling 
papers, muttering mathematical cal- 
culations and glumly standing in long 
lines where tax preparation service is 
available. 


Sharing this annual headache with 


taxpayers, a brace of government and 
private tax counselors stand by to of- 
fer assistance. And when the last 
form is completed and readied for 
mailing, extended service hours at 
several suburban Postal Service of- 
fices will assure a timely postmark. 


TAXPAYER 
ASSISTANCE pro- 


grams in Chicago and suburbs were 
extended during this final week of the 
tax filing season, said Charles F. Mi- 
rianl, Internal Revenue Service (IRS) 
district director for northern Illinois. 


Miriani said toll-free telephone assis- 
tance is offered, from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
today. Suburban residents can call the 
IRS at 800-972-5400. 


Late filers can visit suburban IRS 


offices in Skokie, Glen Ellyn and Oak 
Park from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. In Chi- 
cago, the extended office hours contin- 
ue today at 230 S. Dearborn St., 3720 
N, Kedzie Ave., and 724 W, 64th Ct. 


"Taxpayers should call the IRS toll- 


free (number) for the addresses of 
our local offices," Miriani said.

Noting that 
the accuracy of the IRS advice has 
been questioned, he said part of the 
problem is due to incomplete informa- 
tion given by taxpayers. 


Some 450,000 northern Illinois resi- 


dents filed their returns in the last 10- 
day period of the 1975 tax filing sea- 
son, the IRS spokesman said. Of the 
3.5 million returns garnered in the 
district, a greater percentage of er- 
rors turned up in the late returns. 


The closer to the April 15 deadline a 


return is filed, the greater a tax- 
payer's tendency to bungle the job, 
echoes an Illinois Dept. of Revenue 
representative in Chicago. The repre- 
sentative offered advice to last-minute 
filers: 


• Make sure the return is signed. 
• Check the Social Security num- 


ber. 


• Use the pre-addressed labels. 
• Use proper postage on the return. 
• Include W-2 forms, and make 


sure the state tax forms are sent to 
Springfield, not the IRS.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - William

Emily Harris were charged 


Wednesday with kidnaping Patricia- 
Hearst. Authorities also revealed that 
the heiress, hospitalized with a col- 
lapsed lung, had admitted taking part 
in the bombings of two police cars a 
month before she was arrested. 


Miss Hearst, reported in stable con- 


dition at Sequoia Hospital in Redwood

The Harrises, already facing kid-

Tax referendum 
to upgrade parks 
set for May 8 


by LAURA SCHMALBACH 


The Buffalo Grove Park District 


will hold a referendum May 8 calling 
for purchase of new park land, up- 
grading existing property and devel- 
opment of new programs. 


Park Board Pres. Joseph Settanni 


said the decision was made after a 
Mill Creek resident presented a refer- 
endum petition with 137 names last 
week. The signatures make up more 
than the 2 per cent of the registered 
village voters required for a referen- 
dum, Settanni said. 


Walter Floyd, the Mill Creek resi- 


dent who collected the signatures, 
said he is asking for an increase in 
the debt limitation from the current 
2.5 per cent to a 5 per cent maximum 
of the value of taxable property in the 
district. Floyd said the average in- 
crease in taxes would be approxi- 
mately $25 per household. 


SETTANNI SAID THE park district 


will meet with its attorney and a bond 
consultant to determine the cost to 
residents and the bonding power of 
the park district. He said he was con- 
cerned about the referendum's im- 
pact on homeowners, and said there 
were "several unanswered questions 
to clear up" before the referendum is 
held May 8. 


The park district will meet in exec- 


utive session tonight to discuss ac- 
quisition of new land, and will present 
final plans at the park board meeting 
April 22, Settanni said. 


The petition for a referendum was 


triggered by "the real lack of usable 
park land in Cook County Buffalo 
Grove," Floyd said. The homeowners 
petitioned in February for park dis- 
trict purchase of 16 acres originally 
slated 
for apartment development 


near Mill Creek. 


The last park district referendum 


was in 1971, Settani said. The money 
acquired from the last referendum 
has already been spent on devel- 
opment of new parks and new con- 
struction such as swimming pools at 
Buffalo Grove High School and Willow 
Stream Park, he said-. 


"WE ACCOMPLISHED all our ob- 


jectives, but we went bare bones on 
that first referendum," Settanni said. 
"If this referendum passes, we can 
upgrade existing sites and get new 
land before it goes out of sight, (in 
cost)." 


If the referendum fails to pass, the 


park district "will really be in a 
bind." Settanni said. 


"It involves more than purchase of 


new land, because we'll use the mon- 
ey to keep up programs," he said. "It 
will be an indication of how the people 
feel about the municipal services 
they've been getting." 
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Where's the Bud? 
Busch drinkers go 4dry' or tip another brew as strike enters 7th week

With apologies to the Joseph 


Schlitz Brewing Co., if you're out 
of beer today, chances are you're 
out of "Bud." 


At least that's what some beer 


drinkers are saying as supplies of 
Budweiser, America's most popu- 
lar beer, dry up in neighborhood 
bars, liquor stores and super- 
markets. 


Striking brewery workers have 


been off the job at the nine Anheu- 
ser-Busch Inc. breweries since 
March 1. And distributors' stock- 
piles of Budweiser, Michelob and 
Busch are low, or completely ex- 
hausted. 


"A lot of wholesalers had suf- 


ficient stockpiles for five, or even 
six weeks. But that reserve is ra- 
pidly drawing to a close," said 
John 
Graham, Anheuser-Busch 


spokesman in St. Louis. 


BUSCH BREWERIES are pro- 


ducing beer — about half the nor- 
mal production — using salaried 
employes. And some bottles and 
kegs are getting out to dis- 
tributors. 


But many of the striking brewe- 


ry workers are members of the 
Teamsters union which means 
that truck transportation is next 
to impossible from the breweries 
and from wholesalers to their cus- 
tomers as well. 


"There's only one way to get it 


and that's to go right to the dis- 
tributor and pick it up. You'd 
have to break the picket line and I 
won't do that," said Ron Shor, 
manager of Foremost 
Liquors, 


1755 W. Central Rd., Arlington 
Heights. 


"We're getting some draft beer 


and cans by rail, but we're not 
delivering anything," said C.S. 
Aulbert, Arlington Heights, dis- 
tributor of Budweiser beer in the 
' Northwest suburbs. 


' Aulbert said he has not tried to 
distribute any other brands of 
beer and "wouldn't be interested" 
in selling anything but Anheuser- 
Busch labels. 


Some bartenders who regularly 


sell Bud, Busch or Michelob on 
tap have had to turn to other 
brands during the strike to satisfy 
their customers' thirst. 


"OLD STYLE HAS been out toy- 


ing to pick up as much business 
as they can," said one bartender 
who is still being supplied with 
Busch and Michelob. 


Anheuser-Busch and union of- 


ficials are scheduled to meet with 
federal mediators in Washington, 
D.C. today in a stepped-up effort 
to end the strike. 


The amusement theme parks 


operated by Anheuser-Busch 
in 


Tampa, WiUiamsburg, Va. and St. 
Louis are open and are not affect- 
ed by the strike, a company 
spokesman said.

they, too, had gone through withdraw- 
al from drugs. 


The group, which is unique to the 


Chicago area, is for those who want to 
overcome their drug dependency The 
group does not demand that its mem- 
bers leave the drug scene and it does 
not try to bind them.

ery day. to offer support and to help

"Everyone in the group has been 


through the same thing so we undci- 
stand each other's problems.

It 
makes my life worth living Now, I'm 
a new person with a new life," she 
said 


The group was a place where she 


could admit to being an addict, be ac- 
cepted for it and be helped, she said 
And now, .Marilyn is busy keeping 
lierself off drugs and helping others 
do the same. 


"It gives me a good feeling when 


someone calls me on the phone for 
some support and I can talk them out 
of going back on to drugs Then, I 
know that I really believe in what I'm 
saying .1 m helping someone else and 
I know that it's working for me," 
Mai ilyn said 


"That's piobably the most beautiful 


thing about this program and why it 
is working," she said "Because it's 
people helping people "

But filing aid available 
Hurry up, taxman cometh today 


by LEA TONKIN 


The final day Is here. 
It's a time when nearly-tardy tax- 


payers must face the music. As the 
midnight April 15 filing deadline for 
state and federal tax returns nears, 
procrasttnators can be seen shuffling 
papers, muttering mathematical cal- 
culations and glumly standing in long 
lines where tax preparation service is 
available. 


Sharing this annual headache with 


taxpayers, a brace of government and 
private tax counselors stand by to of- 
fer assistance. And when the last 
form is completed and readied for 
mailing, extended service hours at 
several suburban Postal Service of- 
fices will assure a timely postmark. 


TAXPAYER 
ASSISTANCE pro- 


grams in Chicago and suburbs were 
extended during this final week of the 
tax filing season, said Charles F. Mi- 
riam, Internal Revenue Service (IRS) 
district director for northern Illinois. 


Miriani said toll-free telephone assis- 
tance is offered, from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
today. Suburban residents can call the 
IRS at 800-972-5400. 


Late filers can visit suburban IRS 


offices in Skokic. Glen Ellyn and Oak 
Park from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. In Chi- 
cago, the extended office hours contin- 
ue today at 230 S. Dearborn St., 3720 
N. Kedzie Ave., and 724 W. 64th Ct. 


, "Taxpayers should call the IRS toll- 
free (number) for the addresses of 
our local offices," Miriani said. "They 
should have their records in order and 
a separate list of deductions and 
sources of all income when visiting an 
IRS office." 


At the IRS office in Skokie, the line 


of taxpayers seeking advice forms 
early. "It's a rush period of time. I 
don't inow how we can alleviate it," 
said a spokesman at the Skokie office. 
"It's certainly a tough assignment for 
anyone in the taxpayer assistance 
program." 


"PEOPLE CAN EXPECT the same 


kind of service we always give. You 
may have to wait longer to get it," 
the IRS spokesman said. Noting that 
the accuracy of the IRS advice has 
been questioned, he said part of the 
problem is due to incomplete informa- 
tion given by taxpayers. 


Some 450,000 northern Illinois resi- 


dents filed their returns in the last 10- 
day period of the 1975 tax filing sea- 
son, the IRS spokesman said. Of the 
li.o million returns garnered in the 
district, a greater percentage of er- 
rors turned up in the late returns. 


The closer to the April 15 deadline a 


return is filed, the greater a tax- 
payer's tendency to bungle the job, 
echoes an Illinois Dept. of Revenue 
representative in Chicago. The repre- 
sentative offered advice to last-minute 
filers: 


• Make sure the return is signed. 
• Check the Social Security num- 


ber. 


• Use the pre-addressed labels. 
• Use proper postage on the return. 
• Include W-2 forms, and make 


sure the state tax forms are sent to 
Springfield, not the IRS.

Where's the Bud? 
Busch drinkers go 4dry' or tip another brew as strike enters 7th week

With apologies to the Joseph 


Schlitz Brewing Co., if you're out 
of beer today, chances are you're 
out of "Bud." 


At least that's what some beer 


drinkers are saying as supplies of 
Budweiser, America's most popu- 
lar beer, dry up in neighborhood1 


bars, liquor stores and super- 
markets. 


Striking brewery workers have 


been off the job at the nine Anheu- 
ser-Busch Inc. breweries since 
March 1. And distributors' stock- 
piles of Budweiser, Michelob and 
Busch are low, or completely ex- 
hausted. 


"A lot of wholesalers had suf- 


ficient stockpiles for five, or even 
six weeks. But that reserve is ra- 
pidly drawing to a close," said 
John 
Graham, Anheuser-Busch 


spokesman in St. Louis. 


BUSCH BREWERIES are pro- 


ducing beer — about half the nor- 
mal production — using salaried 
employes. And some bottles and 
kegs are getting out to dis- 
tributors. 


But many of the striking brewe- 


ry workers are members of the 
Teamsters union which means 
that truck transportation is next 
to impossible from the breweries 
and from wholesalers to their cus- 
tomers as well. 


"There's only one way to get it 


and that's to go right to the dis- 
tributor and pick it up. You'd 
have to break the picket'line and I 
won't do that," said Ron Shor, 
manager of Foremost Liquors. 
1755 W. Central Rd,, Arlington 
Heights. 


"We're getting some draft beer 


and cans by rail, but we're not 
delivering anything," said C.S. 
Aulbert, Arlington Heights, dis- 
tributor of Budweiser beer in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Aulbert said he has not tried to 


distribute any other brands of 
beer and "wouldn't be interested" 
in selling anything but Anheuser- 
Busch labels. 


Some bartenders who regularly 


sell Bud, Busch or Michelob on 
tap have had to turn to other 
brands during the strike to satisfy 
their customers' thirst. 


"OLD STYLE HAS been out try- 


ing to pick up as much business 
as they can," said one bartender 
who is still being supplied with 
Busch and Michelob. 


Anheuser-Busch and union of-

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Dissatisfaction with 'old? majority 
Newcomers sweep Dist. 54 race

A news analysis 


The strike. The referendum. The ad- 


ministration center. Budget cutbacks. 
Finances. 


When the dust cleared Saturday 


night after the school board election 
in Sehaumburg Township Dist. 54, re- 
sults showed the community had sided 
with three newcomers — Arlene Czaj- 
kowski, Dennis Watts and Elizabeth 
Carpenter — who had criticized the 
pa&t board for its handling of the Feb- 
ruary referendum, the teachers strike 
last fall and recent budget cuts. 


Incumbents Gordon Thoren and Ed- 


ward Bedard, who staunchly defended 
the board's actions in the past year, 
were soundly rejected by the voters, 
placing fifth and sixth respectively 
out of 12 candidates running for three 
seats on the board. 


THOREN AND BEDARD defended 


the board's hard line in the strike. A 
major portion of their campaign was 
directed against the teachers, warn- 
ing the community against allowing 
the union to gain control of the board. 


Bedard also defended the board's 


handling of the referendum and said 
its defeat meant the community want- 
ed its programs cut to prevent a tax 
hike. Thoren called for a new referen- 
dum after cutbacks were outlined. He 
and Bedard each named specific con- 
troversial items to be cut if the refer- 
endum failed. 


Thoren favored cutting foreign lan- 


guage, afterschool activities, and li- 
brary teachers, while Bedard called 
for elimination of foreign language, 
home economics and industrial arts. 


THE 
COMMUNITY'S ousting of 


Bedard and Thoren and their ideas 
e x p r e s s e d the residents' dis- 
satisfaction with a board majority 
that last year controlled the vote on 
many important decisions. 


Bedard and Thoren were often the 


loudest voices of a voting majority 
whose other half was Board Pres. Dr. 
Edgar Feldman and Esther Karras. 
This majority opposed a very vocal 
minority composed of Sherry Rey- 
nolds, Margaret Pageler and Brenda 
Pulla. 


The majority-minority lines were 


particularly evident in, for example, 
the teacher's strike, the referendum 
and the decision to renew Supt, 
Wayne Schalble's contract. 


IN THE STRIKE, a 4-to-3 vote shut 


down negotiations as soon as the 
teachers struck and sought a court in- 
junction to force them back to work. 


Ms. Reynolds and Mrs. Pageler op- 


posed scheduling the tax referendum 
for February, rather than later, when 
budget cuts could be outlined and 
more facts might be available, but 
were voted down by the majority 
joined by Mrs. Pulla.

twice expressed dissatisfaction with 
Schaible. After an executive (closed) 
session when the board hammered out 
a d e c i s i o n whether to renew 
Schaible's contract, Mrs. Pulla voted 
no, Ms Reynolds voted yes, which she 
said was only for the sake of a unified 
board, and Mrs. Pageler came to the 
meeting after the vote and refused to 
say which way she would have voted. 


WITH THOREN'S and Bedard's de- 


feat and Mrs. Pulla's decision not to 
run for reelection, the majority and 
minority sides have evened to two 
apiece. The question is where the 
three newcomers will fit in, and, in 
fact, whether a majority-minority 
trend will be detectable at all. 


The question will be put to the test 


quickly before the end of this school 
year with several major issues to be 
decided by the new board: 


• The board will tonight elect a 


board president. While some boards 
select from among the senior mem- 
bers for president, the loss of Bedard 
and Thoren cuts seniority short on the 
Dist. 54 board. Mrs. Pageler and Mrs. 
Karras, both still in their first terms, 
are senior members with two years 
of experience. Mrs. Pageler is the 
board's representative to the North- 
west Suburban Special Education Or- 
ganization governing board and is its 
negotiator. Dr. Feldman is now the 
president, but the board has tradi- 
tionally 
changed presidents 
each 


year. Ms. Reynolds, the most vocal 
minority member, has completed her 
first year on the board. While new 
board members are not normally con- 
siered for president, Mrs. Czajkowski 
has served on the board from 1972-75 
and is likely to be in the running. 


• Budget cuts. The past board had 


nnly informally agreed to make $11 
million in cuts. Watts and Mrs. Car- 
penter already have expressed their 
opposition to some of the cuts, with 
Watts supporting the lunch program 
and Mrs. Carpenter 
speaking 
out 


against reduction in music and art. 
The board, however, still has four of 
the orginal members who have agreed 
to make the cuts. The board has not 
yet acted on some proposed cuts, 
which include the library teachers. 


• Referendum. It appears likely 


that the district will have another tax 
referendum. The four present board 
members and Mrs. Carpenter and 
Mrs. Czajkowski have said they favor 
a referendum. 


• Negotiations. 
Thoren's 
defeat 


means the board will have to select a 
representative 
to the

team. Thoren has been the negotiator 
for the past four years and no other 
board member has had any exposure

to negotiations. Although some board 
members did not want to select a ne- 
gotiator who was up for election, Dr. 
Feldman, who as president selects the 
negotiator, appointed Thoren without 
an alternate. The board, however, has 
been holding extensive sessions to 
study the contract and teachers' pro- 
posal, so all should be well-informed. 


All the new board members said 


they favored using mediation to help 
break a deadlock in negotiations, a 
stand Mrs Pageler and Ms. Reynolds 
took last fall, so it appears likely that 
if a deadlock occurs, the new board 
would go to mediation. The union last 
year asked for mediation several 


weeks before the strike, but in anoth- 
er majority-minority vote, the board 
stated mediation by a neutral third 
party would be taking the power out 
of the hands of the board whom 
members were elected to negotiate.

Hurry up, taxman cometh today

The final day is here. 
It's a time when nearly-tardy tax- 


payers must face the music. As the 
midnight April 15 filing deadline for 
state and federal tax returns nears, 
procrastlnators can be seen shuffling 
papers, muttering mathematical cal- 
culations and glumly standing in long 
lines where tax preparation service is 
available. 


Sharing this annual headache with 


taxpayers, a brace of government and 
private tax counselors stand by to of- 
fer assistance. And when the last 
form is completed and readied for 
mailing, extended service hours at 
several suburban Postal Service of- 
fices will assure a timely postmark. 


TAXPAYER 
ASSISTANCE pro- 


grams in Chicago and suburbs were 
extended during this final week of the 
tax filing season, said Charles F. Mi- 
rlani, Internal Revenue Service (IRS) 
district director for northern Illinois. 


Miriani said toll-free telephone assis- 
tance is offered, from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
today. Suburban residents can call the 
IRS at 800-972-5400. 


Late filers can visit suburban IRS 


offices in Skokie, Glen Ellyn and Oak 
Park from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. In Chi-

"Taxpayers should call the IRS~toll- 


frce (number) for the addresses of 
our local offices," Miriani said.

son, the IRS spokesman said. Of the 
3.5 million returns garnered in the 
district, a greater percentage of er- 
rors turned up in the late returns. 


The closer to the April 15 deadline a 


return is filed, the greater a tax- 
payer's tendency to bungle the job, 
echoes an Illinois Dept. of Revenue 
representative in Chicago. The repre- 
sentative offered advice to last-minute 
filers: 


• Make sure the return is signed. 
• Check the Social Security num- 


ber. 


• Use the pre-addressed labels. 
• Use proper postage on the return. 
• Include W-2 forms, and make 


sure the state tax forms are sent to 
Springfield, not the IRS.

The strike. The referendum. The ad- 


ministration center. Budget cutbacks. 
Finances. 


When the dust cleared Saturday 


night after the school board election 
in Schaumburg Township Dist. 54, re- 
sults showed the community had sided 
with three newcomers — Arlene Czaj- 
kowski, Dennis Watts and Elizabeth 
Carpenter — who had criticized the 
past board for its handling of the Feb- 
ruary referendum, the teachers strike 
last fall and recent budget cuts. 


Incumbents Gordon Thoren and Ed- 


ward Bedard. who staunchly defended 
the board's actions in the past year, 
were soundly rejected by the voters, 
placing fifth and sixth respectively 
out of 12 candidates running for three 
seats on the board. 


THOREN AND BEDARD defended 
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the board's hard line in the strike. A 
major portion of their campaign 'was 
directed against the teachers, warn- 
ing the community against allowing 
the union to gain control of the board. 


Bedard also defended the board's 


handling of the referendum and said 
its defeat meant the community want- 
ed its programs cut to prevent a tax 
hike. Thoren called for a new referen- 
dum after cutbacks were outlined. He 
and Bedard each named specific con- 
troversial items to be cut if the refer- 
endum failed. 


Thoren favored cutting foreign lan- 


guage, afterschool activities, and li- 
brary teachers, while Bedard called 
for elimination of foreign language, 
home economics and industrial arts. 


THE 
COMMUNITY'S ousting of 


Bedard and Thoren and ltheir ideas 
e x p r e s s e d the residents' dis- 
satisfaction with a board majority 
that last year controlled the vote on 
many important decisions. 


Bedard and Thoren were often the 


loudest voices of a voting majority 
whose other half was Board Pres. Dr. 
Edgar Feldman and Esther Karras. 
This majority opposed a very vocal 
minority composed of Sherry Rey- 
nolds, Margaret Pageler and Brenda 
Pulla. 


The majority-minority lines were 


particularly evident in, for example, 
the teacher's strike, the referendum 
and the decision to renew Supt. 
Wayne Schaible's contract. 


IN THE STRIKE, a 4-to-3 vote shut 


down negotiations as soon as the 
teachers struck and sought a court in- 
junction to force them back to work. 


Ms. Reynolds and Mrs. Pageler op-

bery sentence and immunity from fur- 
ther prosecution. 


The Harrises, already facing kid- 


nap, assault and robbery charges in 
connection with the Mel's Sporting. 
Goods incident in Los Angeles, were 
charged in Berkeley with a 19-count 


complaint growing out of the original 
kidnaping of Miss Hearst on Feb. 4, 
1974. Besides the kidnaping itself, the 
Harrises were charged with the kid- 
nap-related offenses of robbery, as- 
sault with a deadly weapon, assault 
by gunfire on neighbors and false im- 
prisonment. 


In Marin County, north of San Fran- 


cisco, District Attorney Bruce Bales 
said Miss Hearst has admitted she 


was one of four persons who bombed 
two sheriff's cars in a parking lot last 
Aug. 20 at the Marin Civic Center, 
scene of a courthouse shootout in 1970 
in which a judge and four others were 
killed.

Francisco Sept. 18.

Schlitz Brewing Co., if you're out 
of beer today, chances are you're 
out of "Bud." 


At least that's what some beer 


drinkers are saying as supplies of 
Budweiser, America's most popu- 
lar beer, dry up in neighborhood 
bars, liquor stores and super- 
markets. 


Striking brewery workers have 


been off the job at the nine Anheu- 
ser-Busch Inc. breweries since 
March 1. And distributors' stock- 
piles of Budweiser, Michelob and 
Busch are low, or completely ex- 
hausted. 


"A lot of wholesalers had suf- 


ficient stockpiles for five, or even 
six weeks. But that reserve is ra- 
pidly drawing to a close," said 
John 
Graham, Anheuser-Busch 


spokesman in St. Louis. 


BUSCH BREWERIES are pro- 


ducing beer — about half the nor- 
mal production — using salaried 
employes, And some bottles and 
kegs are getting out to dis- 
tributors. 


But many of the striking brewe- 


ry workers are members of the 
Teamsters union which means 
that truck transportation is next 
to impossible from the breweries 
and from wholesalers to their cus- 
tomers as well. 


"There's only one way to get it 


and that's to go right to the dis- 
tributor and pick it up. You'd 
have to break the picket line and I 
won't do that," said Ron Shor, 
manager of Foremost Liquors, 
1755 
W. Central Rd., Arlington 


Heights. 


"We're getting some draft beer 


and cans by rail, but we're not 
delivering anything," said C.S. 
Aulbert, Arlington Heights, dis- 
tributor of Budweiser beer in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Aulbert said he has not tried to 


distribute any other brands of 
beer and "wouldn't be interested" 
in selling anything but Anheuser- 
Busch labels. 


Some bartenders who regularly 


sell Bud, Busch or Michelob on 
tap have had to turn to other 
brands during the strike to satisfy 
their customers' thirst. 


"OLD STYLE HAS been out hy- 


ing to pick up as much business 
as they can," said one bartender 
who is still being supplied with 
Busch and Michelob. 


Anheuser-Busch and union of- 


ficials are scheduled to meet with 
federal mediators in Washington, 
D.C. today in a stepped-up effort 
to end the strike.

Chicks and ducks and especially 


Easter bunnies won't necessarily have 
to scurry out of Schaumburg if their 
owners have $50 for a hearing on a 
special-use permit to keep the ani- 
mals.

The teachers union has actively sup- 


ported board candidates primarily 
through Schaumburg Township mem- 
bers of the Illinois Education Assn, 
the statewide teachers union. The 
Schaumburg Democratic Organiza- 
tion, stating its members could not 
stand by while POOST took the board 


over, endorsed candidates for two of 
the three seats. 


THE 
INVOLVEMENT of these 


three organizations is difficult to 
analyze, but vote totals suggest that 
at least ROOST and the union played 
an active role in getting out the vote. 


The similarity of Thoren's and Car- 


penter's .vote totals in each precinct 
suggest some effort by ROOST to so- 
licit votes. Bedard's totals, though 
somewhat lower than Carpenter's and 
Thoren's, were usually in the same 
range.

Mrs. Pageler is the 
board's representative to the North- 
west Suburban Special Education Or- 
ganization governing board and is its 
negotiator. Dr. Feldman is now the 
president, but the board has tradi-

year. Ms. Reynolds, the most vocal 
minority member, has completed her 
first year on the board. While new 
board members are not normally con- 
siered for president, Mrs. Czajkowski 
has served on the board from 1972-75 
and is likely to be in the running.

Airport growth 
ivon't be blocked 
by Inverness

She is a 26-year-old who is talking 


from experience. She has had a tran- 
quilizer habit since she was 1'i. Her 
dally dosage has increased 
tenfold 


since she started. 


MANY TIMES she attempted to 


stay off drugs and each time she 
failed. Doctors could detoxicate her 
and keep her off drugs while she 
was a patient. But. once she was re- 
leased and on her own, there was no 
one to turn to for support — not until 
s h e 
l e a r n e d 
about Narcotics 


Anonymous. 


Marilyn said she has been able to 


stay off drugs and alcohol for the past 
four months because of the new self- 
help group based in Des Plaines. 


Whenever she thought she wouldn't 


make it. there was someone to call for 
encouragement — someone who could 
understand 
her 
problem, 
because 


they, loo. had gone through withdraw- 
al from drugs. 


The group, which i.s unique to the 


Chicago area, is for those who want to 
overcome their drug dependency. The 
group does not demand that its mem- 
bers leave the drug scene and it does 
not try to bind them. 


BUT FOtt THE 
addict 
who Is 


serious about quitting his habit, others 
just like him are around, 24 hours ev- 
ery day. to offer support and to help 
him make it. 


"Everyone in the group has been 


through the same thing so we under- 
stand each other's problems. We call 
each other day and night for support. 
We discuss our progress and goals at 
our meetings. We help each other go 
straight." Marilyn said. 


The group, formed six months ago 


with a helping, but unassociated hand 
from Forest Hospital, Des Plaines, 
draws from the principles and guide- 
lines of Alcoholics Anonymous. 


Members adopt 12 steps toward "rn- 


eovcry" that advocate a better life 
without drugs. They discuss the steos 
and the accomplishment of their goals 
during weekly Sunday meetings at

Lit. 


Although many of tht members arc 


referred 
lo 
Narcotics Anonymous 


through counselors and therapists at 
Forest Hospital, the group contends it 
is independent of the hospital or any 
other institution. 


WALTER C. PRE1SSING, coordina- 


tor of Forest Hospital's rehabilitation 
program for drug and alcohol abuse, 
said the self-help group is an "impor- 
tant asset to overcoming drug depend- 
ency." 


"The group places all of the burden 


of quitting on the members, and those 
who are serious really work to make 
it. When they succeed, they feel better 
and begin to lead new lives,'' Pre- 
issing said. 


Some of the group's members were 


introduced to drugs through their 
friends. Others developed a depend- 
ency on drugs through the frequent 
use of them for prescribed medical 
purposes. 


But, 
alJ of the participants in NA 


agree that no mattter what the cause, 
the effect is the same. There is more 
confusion and helplessness than there 
is pleasure. 


SOCIETY CONDEMNS the drug ad- 


dict, but does little to lend him a 
hand, rehabilitate him and then keep 
turn off drugs, they say. 


"Hospitals like ours can give them 


the initial help they need, but only 
s e l f - h e l p groups like Narcotics 
Anonymous can give them the contin- 
ued support," Preissing said.

Hurry up, taxman conieth today

The final day is here. 
It's a time when nearly-tardy tax- 


payers must face the music. As the 
midnight April 15 filing deadline for 
state and federal tax returns nears, 
procrastinators can be seen shuffling 
papers, muttering mathematical cal- 
culations and glumly standing in long 
lines where tax preparation service is 
available. 


Sharing this annual headache with 


taxpayers, a brace of government and 
private tax counselors stand by to of- 
fer assistance. And when the last 
form is completed and readied for 
mailing, extended service hours at 
several suburban Postal Service of- 
fices will assure a timely postmark.

grams in Chicago and suburbs were 
extended during this final week of the 
tax filing season, said Charles F. Mi- 
rianl, Internal Revenue Service (IRS) 
district director for northern Illinois. 


Miriani said toll-free telephone assis- 
tance is offered, from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
today. Suburban residents can call the 
IRS at 800-972-5400. 


Late filers can visit suburban IRS 


offices in Skokie, Glen Ellyn and Oak 
Park from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m.

"Taxpayers should call the IRS toll- 


free (number) for the addresses of 
our local offices," Miriani said. "They 
should have their records in order and 
a separate list of deductions and 
sources of all income when visiting an 
IRS office." 


At the IRS office in Skokie, the line 


of taxpayers seeking advice forms 
early. "It's a rush period of time. I 
don't inow how we can alleviate it," 
said a spokesman at the Skokie office.

The closer to the April 15 deadline a 


return is filed, the greater a tax- 
payer's tendency to bungle the job, 
echoes an Illinois Dept. of Revenue 
representative in Chicago. The repre- 
sentative offered advice to last-minute 
filers: 


• Make sure the return is signed. 
• Check the Social Security num- 


ber. 


• Use the pre-addressed labels. 
• Use proper postage on the return. 
• Include W-2 forms, and make 


sure the state tax forms are sent to 
Springfield, not the IRS.

Where's the Bud? 
Busch drinkers go 'dry' or tip another brew as strike enters 7th week 


by KURT BAER 


With apologies to the Joseph 


Schlitz Brewing Co., if you're out 
of beer today, chances are you're 
out of "Bud." 


At least that's what some beer 


drinkers are saying as supplies of 
Budweiser, America's most popu- 
lar beer, dry up in neighborhood 
bars, liquor stores and super- 
markets. 


Striking brewery workers have 


been off the job at the nine Anheu- 
ser-Busch Inc. breweries since 
March 1. And distributors' stock- 
piles of Budweiser, Michelob and 
Busch are low, or completely ex- 
hausted. 


"A lot of wholesalers had suf- 


ficient stockpiles for five, or even 
six weeks. But that reserve is ra- 
pidly drawing to a close," said 
John Graham, Anheuser-Busch 
spokesman in St. Louis. 


BUSCH BREWERIES are pro- 


ducing beer — about half the nor- 
mal production — using salaried 
employes. And some bottles and 
kegs are getting out to dis- 
tributors. 


But many of the striking brewe- 


ry workers are members of the 
Teamsters union which means 
that truck transportation is next 
to impossible from the breweries 
and from wholesalers to their cus- 
tomers as well. 


"There's only one way to get it 


and that's to go right to the dis- 
tributor and pick it up. You'd 
have to break the picket line and I 
won't do that," said Ron Shor, 
manager of Foremost Liquors, 
1755 W. Central Rd., Arlington 
Heights. 


"We're getting some draft beer 


and cans by rail, but we're not 
delivering anything," said C.S. 
Aulbert, Arlington Heights, dis- 
tributor of Budweiser beer in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Aulbert said he has not tried to 


distribute any other brands of 
baer and "wouldn't be interested" 
in selling anything but Anheuser- 
Busch labels. 


Some bartenders who regularly 


sell Bud, Busch or Michelob on 


. tap have had to turn to other 


brands during the strike to satisfy 
their customers' thirst. 


"OLD STYLE HAS been out try- 


ing to pick up as much business 
as they can," said one bartender 
who is still being supplied with 
Busch and Michelob. 


Anheuser-Busch and union of- 


ficials are scheduled to meet with 
federal mediators in Washington, 
D.C. today in a stepped-up effort 
to end the strike. 


The amusement theme parks 


operated by Anheuser-Busch in 
Tampa, Williamsburg, Va. and St. 
Louis are open and are not affect- 
ed by the strike, a company 
spokesman said.

Theater battle continues 
Troupe's status blocked in court 


Attempts to establish the artistic 


merit of the Free- Street Theater were 
blocked 
Wednesday 
by 
Chancery 


Court Judge Donald J. O'Brien, who 
heard arguments over control of the 
Arlington Park Theater in Arlington 
Heights. 


The theater, under the management 


of Keep Productions, is open under a 
court order by Judge O'Brien. Madi- 
son Square Garden Corp., owners of 
the race track, theater and hotel com- 
plex, have sued Keep Productions, 
charging it with breech of contract in 
the operation of the theater. 


Attorneys for Madison Square Gar- 


den contend the Free Street Theater 
does not meet the contract require- 
ments of "legitimate, live theatrical 
productions." 


AFTER SUSTAINING a series of 


objections to testimony by theater 
critics, producers and the director of 
the Free Street Theater, 
Judge 


O'Brien, presiding judge of the Chan- 
cery division of Cook County Circuit 
Court, said, "the question before me 
is not how good or how bad the Free 
Street Theater is. The question is what 
was the intention of the parties when 
they entered into the agreemen."

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Newcomers sweep Dist. 54 race

The strike. The referendum. The ad- 


ministration center. Budget cutbacks. 
Finances. 


When the dust cleared Saturday 


night after the school board election 
in Schaumburg Township Dist. 54, re- 
sults showed the community had sided 
with three newcomers — Arlene Czaj- 
kowski, Dennis Watts and Elizabeth 
Carpenter — who had criticized the 
past board for Its handling of the Feb- 
ruary referendum, the teachers strike 
last fall and recent budget cuts. 


Incumbents Gordon Thoren and Ed- 


ward Bedard, who staunchly defended 
the board's actions in the past year, 
were soundly rejected by the voters, 
placing fifth and sixth respectively 
out of 12 candidates running for three 
seats on the board. 


THOREN AND BEDARD defended 


the board's hard line in the strike. A 
major portion of their campaign was 
directed against the teachers, warn- 
ing the community against allowing 
the union to gain control of the board. 


Bedard also defended the board's 


handling of the referendum and said 
its defeat meant the community want- 
ed its programs cut to prevent a tax 
hike. Thoren called for a new referen- 
dum after cutbacks were outlined. He 
and Bedard each named specific con- 
troversial items to be cut if the refer- 
endum failed. 


Thoren favored cutting foreign lan- 


guage, afterschool activities, and li- 
brary teachers, while Bedard called 
for elimination of foreign language, 
home economics and industrial arts. 


THE COMMUNITY'S ousting of 


Bedard and Thoren and their ideas 
e x p r e s s e d the residents' dis- 
satisfaction with a board majority 
that last year controlled the vote on 
many important decisions. 


Bedard and Thoren were often the 


loudest voices of a voting majority 
whose other half was Board Pres. Dr. 
Edgar Feldman and Esther Karras. 
This majority opposed a very vocal 
minority composed of Sherry Rey- 
nolds, Margaret Pageler and Brenda 
Pulla. 


The majority-minority lines were 


particularly evident in, for example, 
the teacher's strike, the referendum 
and the decision to renew Supt. 
Wayne Schaible's contract. 


IN THE STRIKE, a 4-to-3 vote shut 


down negotiations as soon as the 
teachers struck and sought a court in- 
junction to force them back to work. 


Ms. Reynolds and Mrs. Pageler op- 


posed scheduling the tax referendum 
for February, rather than later, when 
budget cuts could be outlined and 
more facts might be available, but 
were voted down by the majority 
joined by Mrs. Pulla. 


Mrs. Pulla and Ms. Reynolds have 


twice expressed dissatisfaction with 
Schalble. After an executive (closed) 
session when the board hammered out 
a d e c i s i o n whether to renew 
Schaible's contract. Mrs. Pulla voted 
no, Ms. Reynolds voted yes, which she 
said was only for the sake of a unified 
board, and Mrs. Pageler came to the 
meeting after the vote and refused to 
say which way she would have voted. 


WITH THOREN'S and Bedard's de- 


feat and Mrs. Pulla's decision not to 
run for reelection, the majority and 
minority sides have evened to two 
apiece. The question is where the 
three newcomers will fit in, and, in 
fact, whether a majority-minority 
trend will be detectable at all. 


The queatlon will be put to the test 


quickly before the end of this school 
year with several major issues to be 


decided by the new board: 


• The board will tonight elect a 


board president. While some boards 
select from among the senior mem- 
bers for president, the loss of Bedard 
and Thoren cuts seniority short on the 
Dist, 54 board. Mrs. Pageler and Mrs. 
Karras, both still in their first terms, 
are senior members with two years 
of experience. Mrs. Pageler is the 
board's representative to the North- 
west Suburban Special Education Or- 
ganization governing board and is its 
negotiator. Dr. Feldman is now the 
president, but the board has tradi- 
tionally 
changed 
presidents 
each 


year. Ms. Reynolds, the most vocal 
minority member, has completed her 
first year on the board. While new 
board members are not normally con- 
siered for president, Mrs. Czajkowski 
has served on the board from 1972-75 
and is likely to be in the running. 


• Budget cuts. The past board had 


only informally agreed to make $1.1 
million in cuts. Watts and Mrs. Car- 
penter already have expressed their 
opposition to some of the cuts, with 
Watts supporting the lunch program 
and Mrs. Carpenter 
speaking 
out 


against reduction in music and art. 
The board, however, still has four of 
the orginal members who have agreed 
to make the cuts. The board has not 
yet acted on some proposed cuts, 
which include the library teachers. 


• Referendum. It appears likely 


that the district will have another tax 
referendum. The four present board 
members and Mrs. Carpenter and 
Mrs. Czajkowski have said they favor 
a referendum. 


• Negotiations. 
Thoren's 
defeat 


means the board will have to select a 
representative to the 
negotiating 


team. Thoren has been the negotiator 
for the past four years, and no other 
board member has had any exposure 
to negotiations. Although some board 
members did not want 'to select a ne- 
gotiator who was up for election, Dr. 
Feldman, who as president selects the 
negotiator, appointed Thoren without 
an alternate. The board, however, has 
been holding extensive sessions to 
study the contract and teachers' pro- 
posal, so all should be well-informed. 


All the new board members said 


they favored using mediation to help 
break a deadlock in negotiations, a 


stand Mrs. Pageler and Ms. Reynolds 
took last fall, so it appears likely that 
if a deadlock occurs, the new board 
would go to mediation. The union last 
year asked for mediation several 
weeks before the strike, but in anoth- 
er majority-minority vote, the board 
stated mediation by a neutral third 
party would be taking the power out 
of the 
hands of the board 
whom 


members were elected to negotiate. 


• Communication. The committee- 


of-the-whole system appears doomed, 
with all three new board members ad- 
vocating its demise. The most likely 
new system appears to be a return to 
small committees, although the new 
board members in their campaigns 
suggested additional communications 
measures, such as a citizens advisory 
council to study problems and make 
recommendations to the board.

"Nobody ever really wants to be a 


drug addict, and it's the hardest thing 
in the world to admit that you have 
developed a dependency on drugs. 


"The only thing harder is trying to 


kick the habit alone and trying to find 
the support that you desperately need 
when you finally decide that yon can't 
take drugs anymore," Marilyn laid. 


She is a 26-year-old who is talking 


from experience. She has had a tran- 
quiu'zer habit since she was 13. Her 
daily dosage has increased tenfold 
since she started. 


MANY TIMES she attempted to 


stay off drugs and each time she 
failed Doctors could detoxicate her 
and keep tier off drugs while she 
was a patient. But, once she was re- 
leased and on her own, there was no 
one to turn to for support — not until 
she 
l e a r n e d 
about Narcotics 


Anonymous. 


Marilyn said she has been able to 


stay off drugs and alcohol for the past 
four months because of the new self- 
help group based in Des Plaines. 


Whenever she thought she wouldn't 


make it, there was someone to call for 
encouragement — someone who could 
understand 
her problem, because 


they, too, had gone through withdraw- 
al from drugs. 


The group, which is unique to the 


Chicago area, is for those who want to 
overcome their drug dependency. The 
group docs not demand that its mem- 
bers leave the drug scene and it docs 
not try to bind them. 


BIT Fon THE addict who is 


serious about quitting His habit, others 
just like him are around, 24 hours ev- 
ery day, to offer support and to help 
him make it. 


"Everyone in the group has been 


through the same thing so we under- 
stand each other's problems. We call 
each other day and night for support. 
We discuss our progress and goals at 
our meetings. We help each other go 
straight," Marilyn said. 


The group, formed six months ago 


with a helping, but unassociated hand 
from Forest Hospital, Des Plaines, 
draws from the principles and guide- 
lines of Alcoholics Anonymous. 


Members adopt 12 steps toward "re- 


covery" that advocate a bettor life 
without drugs. They discuss the steps 
nnd the accomplishment of their goals 
during weekly Sunday meetings at 
7:30 p.m. at the hospiUI, 5S5 Wilson 
Ln. 


Although many of tht members are 


referred 
to Narcotics Anonymous 


through counselors and therapists at 
Forest Hospital, the group contends it 
Is Independent of the hospital or any 
other institution. 


WALTER C. PREISSING, coordina- 


tor of Forest Hospital's rehabilitation 
program for drug and alcohol abuse, 
said the self-help group is an "impor- 
tant asset to overcoming drug depend- 
ency.'1 


"The group places all of the burden 


of quitting on the members, and those 
who are serious really work to make 
it. When they succeed, they feel better 
and begin to lead new lives,'1 Pre- 
issing said. 


Some of the group's members were 


introduced to drugs through their 
friends, Others developed a depend- 
ency on drugs through the frequent 
use of them for prescribed medical 
purposes, 


But, all of the participants in NA 


agree that no mattter what the cause, 
the effect is the same. There is more 
confusion and helplessness than there 
is pleasure. 


SOCIETY CONDEMNS the drug ad- 


dict, but does little to lend him a 
hand, rehabilitate him and then keep 
him off drugs, they say. 


"Hospitals like ours can give them 


the initial help they need, but only 
s e l f - h e l p groups like Narcotics 
Anonymous can give them the contin- 
ued support," Preissing said. 


Anyone wanting to know more about 


Narcotics Anonymous may call 346- 
9043 or attend the weekly meetings, 
he said. Members «>f the group say 
there's no need for newcomers to be 
reserved or ashamed. They are all in 
the same boat. 


"For the past three years .1 tried 


everything — therapy, doctors, hospi- 
tal — and I always landed up back on 
drugs. The longest I tasted off drugs 
was two days," Marilyn said. 


"THE LAST FOUR months have 


been the first time in eight years that 
I haven't touched drugs or alcohol, 
and it's a milestone in my life. It 
makes my life worth living. Now, I'm 
a new person with a new life," she 
said. 


The group was a place where she 


could admit to being an addict, be ac- 
cepted for it and be helped, she said. 
And now, Marilyn is busy keeping 
herself off drugs and helping others 
do the same, 


"It gives me a -good feeling when 


someone calls me on the phone for 
some support and I can talk them out 
of going back on to drugs. Then, I 
know that I really believe in what I'm 
saying. I'm helping someone else and 
I know that it's working for me," 
Marilyn said. 


"That's probably the most beautiful 


thing about this program and why it 
is working," she said. "Because it's 
people helping people."

The lower level also contains a fully 


equipped five-man pistol range, squad 
room and identification areas. 


Each police division will have its 


own office or suite, depending on re- 
quirements. 


CONROY SAID the architects, the 


village engineering department and 
others have "tried to think" of every 
detail in designing and constructing 
the building.

But filing aid available 
Hurry up, taxman eometh today 


by LEA TONKIN 


The final day is here. 
It's a time when nearly-tardy tax- 


payers must face the music. As the 
midnight April 15 filing deadline for 
state and federal tax returns rears, 
procrastlnators can be seen shuffling 
papers, muttering mathematical cal- 
culations and glumly standing in long 
lines where tax preparation service is 
available. 


Sharing this annual headache with 


taxpayers, a brace of government and 
private tax counselors stand by to of- 
fer assistance. And when the last 
form is completed and readied for 
mailing, extended sei-vice hours al 
several suburban Postal Service of- 
fices will assure a timely postmark. 


TAXPAYER 
ASSISTANCE pro- 


grams in Chicago and suburbs were 
extended during this final week of the 
tax filing season, said Charles F. Mi- 
riani, Internal Revenue Service (IRS) 
district director for northern Illinois. 


Miriani said toll-free telephone assis- 
tance is offered, from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
today. Suburban residents can call the 
IRS at 800-972-5400. 


Late filers can visit suburban IRS 


offices in Skokie, Glen Ellyn and Oak 
Park from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. In Chi- 
cago, the extended office hours contin- 
ue today at 230 S. Dearborn St., 3720 
N. Kedzie Ave., and 724 W. 64th Ct. 


"Taxpayers should call the IRS toll- 


free (number) for the addresses of 
our local offices," Miriani said. "They 
should have their records in order and 
a separate list of deductions and 
sources of all income when visiting an 
IRS office." 


At the IRS office in Skokie, the line 


of taxpayers seeking advice forms 
early. "It's a rush period' of time. I 
don't inow how we can alleviate it," 
said a spokesman at the Skokie office. 
"It's certainly a tough assignment for 
anyone in the taxpayer assistance 
program." 


"PEOPLE CAN EXPECT the same 


kind of service we always give. You 
may have to wait longer to get it," 
the IRS spokesman said. Noting that 
the accuracy of the IRS advice has 
been questioned, he said part of the 
problem is due to incomplete informa- 
tion given by taxpayers. 


Some 450,000 northern Illinois resi- 


dents filed their returns in the last 10- 
day period of the 1975 tax filing sea- 
son, the IRS spokesman said. Of the 
3.5 million returns garnered in the 
district, a greater percentage of er- 
rors turned up in the lale returns. 


The closer to the April 15 deadline a 


return is filed, the greater a tax- 
payer's tendency to bungle the job, 
echoes an Illinois Dept. of Revenue 
representative in Chicago. The repre- 
sentative offered advice to last-minute 
filers: 


• Make sure the return is signed. 
• Check the Social Security num- 


ber. 


• Use the pre-addressed labels. 
• Use proper postage on the return. 
• Include W-2 forms,, and make 


sure the state tax forms are sent to 
Springfield, not the IRS.

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Second tax vote 
on ice rink buy 
vetoed by parks

Skaters in the Palatine Park Dis- 


trict will have to look elsewhere for 
ice after park commissioners voted 
against scheduling a second referen- 
dum to purchase the Arlington Ice 
Spectrum. 


"It's impossible to sum up unnume- 


rable meetings and hours of dis 
cussions," Park Board Pros. Robert 
Dellajnaria said. Wednesday. "But we 
were very worried about the rink's 
ability to break even." 


The commissioners also discussed a 


new offer from Carl Davis, co-owner 
of the Ice Spectrum, which cut $43.000 
from the last purchase price. Davis 
asked $515.000 for the 
facility 
and 


planned to donate its pro shop's in- 
ventory of equipment, estimated be- 
tween $5.000 and S8.000. 


Commissioner Tom Patten, the only 


vote favoring scheduling another ref- 
erendum, Tuesday night said the park 
board was making "a serious mis- 
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take" in allowing the Spectrum to slip 
through its fingers. 


"WE'RE IN THE BUSINESS of pro- 


viding recreational programs and fa- 
cilities to the people in the district," 
Patten said. "And we're not doing 
anything for those people interested in 
hockey, figure skating and ice skat- 
ing." 


Patten said the board ignored "a 


great outpouring of people," referring 
to the nearly D.OOO persons who signed 
a petition urging the board to sched- 
ule another referendum after the re- 
sults of a referendum last June re- 
jected buying the Spectrum. 


"It's very disturbing to think the 


board didn't think 3,000 signatures 
warranted their looking at this thing 
more seriously," Jasper 
Campsie, 


president of the Palatine Amateur 
Hockey Assn., said. "The decision de- 
pended on whose feasibility study they 
looked at, 
and we're very dis- 


appointed.'' 


PROPONENTS OF THE Ice Spect- 


rum presented a study which showed 
the facility could operate on a break- 
even budget for several years. A 
study prepared by the district, how- 
ever, projected a first year-deficit of 
almost $22.000. 


CampMe said he was unsure where 


the supporters of the rink will now 
turn. Former hockey association pre- 
sident Bruce Hall said "all the ingre- 
dients of a spectacular deal are still 
here."

"We have a feasibility study which 


says it will work, we've got a spec- 
tacular selling price and we've got 
3.000 people who want a chance to see 
what everyone else would say," An- 
derson said. "We've even offered to 
cover the cost of a referendum, the 
election judges, printing and dis- 
tribution . . . it's a sad~ commentary 
we can't have a chance."

Patty stable 
as Harrises 
face charges 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - William 


and Emily Harris were charged 
Wednesday with kidnaping Patricia 
Hearst. Authorities also revealed that 
the heiress, hospitalized with a col- 
lapsed lung, had admitted taking part 
in the bombings of two police cars a 
month before she was arrested. 


Miss Hearst, reported in stable con- 


dition at Sequoia Hospital in Redwood 
City where she was rushed Tuesday 
night, spent four hours on Monday 
telling authorities of her "missing 
year" and details of her kidnaping in 
hopes of receiving a light bank rob- 
bery sentence and immunity from fur- 
ther prosecution. 


The. Harrises, already facing kid- 


nap, assault and robbery charges in 
connection with the Mel's Sporting 
Goods incident in Los Angeles, were 
charged in Berkeley with a 19-count 
complaint growing out of the original 
kidnaping of Miss Hearst on Feb. 4, 
1974. Besides the kidnaping itself, the 
Harrises were charged with the kid- 
nap-related offenses of robbery, as- 
sault with a deadly weapon, assault 
by gunfire on neighbors and false im- 
prisonment. 


In Marin County, north of San Fran- 


cisco, District Attorney Bruce Bales 
said Miss Hearst has -admitted she 
was one of four persons who bombed 
two sheriff's cars in a parking lot last 
Aug. 20 at the Marin Civic Center, 
scene of a courthouse Shootout in 1970 
in which a judge and four others were 
killed. 


Miss Hearst was arrested in San 


Francisco Sept. 18.

Schlitz Brewing Co., if you're out 
of beer today, chances are you're 
out of "Bud." 


At least that's what some beer 


drinkers are saying as supplies of 
Budweiser, America's most popu- 
lar beer, dry up in neighborhood 
bars. liquor stores and super- 
markets. 


Striking brewery workers have 


been off the job at the nine Anheu- 
ser-Busch Inc. breweries since 
March 1. And distributors' stock- 
piles of' Budweiser, Michelob and 
Busch are low, or completely ex- 
hausted. 


"A lot of wholesalers had sufc 


ficient stockpiles for five, or even 
six weeks. But that reserve is ra- 
pidly drawing to a close," said 
John 
Graham. Anheuser-Busch 


spokesman in St. Louis. 


BUSCH BREWERIES are pro- 


ducing beer — about half the nor- 
mal production — using salaried 
employes. And some bottles and 
kegs are getting out to dis- 
tributors. 


But many of the striking brewe- 


ry workers are members of the 
Teamsters union which means 
that truck transportation is next 
to impossible from the breweries 
and from wholesalers to their cus- 
tomers as well. 


'There's, only one- way to .get it 


and that's to go right to the dis- 
tributor and pick it up. You'd 
have to break the picket line and I 
won't do that," said Ron Shor, 
manager of Foremost Liquors, 
1755 W. Central Rd., Arlington 
Heights. 


"We're getting some draft beer 


and cans by rail, but we're not 
delivering anything,", said C.S. 
Aulbert, Arlington Heights, dis- 
tributor of Budweiser beer in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


•Aulbert said he has not tried to 


distribute any other brands of 
beer and "wouldn't be interested" 
in selling anything but Anheuser- 
Busch labels. 


Some bartenders who regularly 


sell Bud, Busch or Michelob on 
tap have had to turn to other 
brands during the strike to satisfy 
their customers' thirst. 


"OLD STYLE HAS been out try- 


ing to pick up as much business 
as they can," said one bartender 
who is still being supplied with 
Busch and Michelob. 


Anheuser-Busch and union of- 


ficials are scheduled to meet with 
federal mediators in Washington, 
B.C. today in a stepped-up effort 
to end the-strike.

Troupe's status blocked in court 


Attempts to establish the artistic 


merit of the Free Street Theater were 
blocked 
Wednesday 
by Chancery 


Court Judge Donald J. O'Brien, who 
heard arguments over control of the 
Arlington Park Theater in Arlington 
Heights. 


The theater, under the management 


of Keep Productions, is open under a 
court order by Judge O'Brien. Madi- 
son Square Garden Corp., owners of 
the race track, theater and hotel com- 
plex, have sued Keep Productions, 
charging it with breech of contract in 
the operation of the theater. 


Attorneys for Madison Square Gar- 


den contend the Free Street Theater 
does not meet the contract require- 
ments of "legitimate, live theatrical 
productions."

The trustees will meet at 7 p.m. at 


the village hall, 2S5 W. Dundee Rd., to 
discuss charges that Clarence Motz, 
the new village manager, listed a 
nonexistent college degree and a false 
age on his job application. The group 
is expected to discuss the matter In 
closed session. 


Motz currently is city manager of 


Stanton. Calif. He was hired in March 
to replace Village Mgr. George Pas- 
solt, who was fired by the board in 


October. Passolt has been retained as 
manager until May 1 when his re- 
placement was to assume the post. 


TRUSTEE Charles Kerr, one of 


three trustees who called for the spe- 
cial meeting, said there "was a con- 
flict at the time of the interview about 
his age." He said a booklet published 
by the International City Manager 
Assn. lists Motz' age as 60, although 
his job application indicated he was 55 
years old. 


"That was one of the first questions 


we asked and he said without any hes- 
itation that he was 55 and that the 
listing in the directory was a mis- 
take," he said. 


Motz also reported on his job appli- 


cation that he graduated from Purdue 
University in 1937 with a bachelor's 
degree in mechanical 
engineering. 


Purdue officials said Wednesday they 
have no record of Motz attending or 
graduating from the university. 


THE VILLAGE hired a Chicago 


firm, Callaghan and Co., to screen ap- 
plicants for the village manager posi- 
tion.

Schaumburg Police Chief Martin J. 


Conroy beams like a proud new father 
when he enters the village's new $1.5 
million police and courts building ex- 
pected to open June 14 at 1000 W. 
Schaumburg Rd. 


If blindfolded in the midst of a pow- 


er failure, Conroy could conduct a 
guided tour of the 30.000-square-foot 
building. 


The chief has worked every inch of 


the buUding with architects Loebl, 
Schlossman, Dart and Hackl to design 
what he considers "the most modern 
police station in the Midwest." 


"I'M PROW) THAT our village offi- 


cials have been visionary enough to 
spend money today to save money to- 


morrow," Conroy said, emphasizing 
the building has been planned to ac- 
commodate the department for 15 to 
20 years. 


The building sits at the top of a hill 


on the 23-acre site donated to the vil- 
lage for public use several years ago 
by Campanelli Builders. The East 
Coast-based builder pioneered the 
Weathersfield subdivision when the 
building boom began in Schaumburg 
in the late 1950s. 


The building is just west of a 10- 


acre lake which will be developed by 
the Schaumburg Park District as a 
recreational area.

^people helping people'

"Nobody ever really wants to be a 


drug addict, and it's the hardest thing 
in the world to admit that you have 
developed a dependency on drugs. 


"The only thing harder is trying to 


kick the habit alone and trying to find 
the support that you desperately need 
when you finally decide that you can't 
take drugs anymore," Marilyn said. 


She is a 26-year-old who is talking 


from experience. She has had a tran- 
(juilizer habit since she was 18. Her 
daily dosage has increased tenfold 
since she started. 


MANY TIMES she attempted to 


stay off drugs and each time she 
failed. Doctors could detoxicate her 
and keep her off drugs while she 
was a patient. But, once she was re- 
leased and on her own, there was no 
one to turn to for support — not until 
she 
l e a r n e d about 
Narcotics 


Anonymous. 


Marilyn said she has been able to 


stay off drugs and alcohol for the past 
four months because of the new self- 
help group based in Des Plaines. 


Whenever she thought she wouldn't 


make it, there was someone to call for 
encouragement — someone who could 
understand her problem, 
because 


they, too, had gone through withdraw- 
al from drugs. 


The group, which is unique to the 


Chicago area, is for those who want to 
overcome their drug dependency. The 
group does not demand that its mem- 
bers leave the drug scene and it does 
not try to bind them. 


BUT FOR THE addict who Is 


serious about quitting his habit, others 
just like him are around, 24 hours ev- 
ery day, to offer support and to help 
him make it. 


"Everyone in the group has been 


through the same thing so we under- 
stand each other's problems. We call 
each other day and night for support. 
We discuss our progress and goals at 
our meetings. We help each other go 
straight," Marilyn said. 


The group, formed six months ago 


with a helping, but unassociated hand 
from Forest Hospital, Des Plaines, 
draws from the principles and guide- 
lines of Alcoholics Anonymous. 


Members adopt 12 steps toward "re- 


covery" that advocate a better life 
without drugs. They discuss the steps 
and the accomplishment of their goals 
during weekly Sunday meetings at 
7:30 p.m. at the hospital, 5i>5 Wilson 
Ln. 


Although many of thft members are 


referred 
to Narcotics' Anonymous 


through counselors and therapists at 
Forest Hospital, the group contends it 
is independent of the hospital or any 
other Institution. 


WALTER C. PREISSING, coordina- 


tor of Forest Hospital's rehabilitation 
program for drug and alcohol abuse, 
said the self-help group is an "impor- 
tant asset to overcoming drug depend- 
ency." 


"The group places all of the burden 


of quitting on the members, and those 
who are serious really work to make 
It. When they succeed, they feel better 
and begin to lead new lives," Pre- 
issing said. 


Some of the group's members were 


Introduced to drugs through their 
friends. Others developed a depend- 
ency on drugs through the frequent 
use of them for prescribed medical 
purposes. 


But, all of the participants in NA 


agree that no mattter what the cause, 
the effect is the same. There is more 
confusion and helplessness than there 
is pleasure. 


SOCIETY CONDEMNS the drug ad- 


diet, but does little to lend him a 
hand, rehabilitate him and then keep 
him off drugs, they say. 


"Hospitals like ours can give them 


the initial help they need, but only 
self-help groups like Narcotics 
Anonymous can give them the contin- 
ued support," Preissing said. 


Anyone wanting to know more about 


Narcotics Anonymous may call 346- 
9043 or attend the weekly meetings, 
he said. Members of the group say 
there's no need for newcomers to be 
reserved or ashamed. They are all in 
the same boat. 


"For the past three years I tried 


everything — therapy, doctors, hospi- 
tal — and I always landed up back on 
drugs. The longest I lasted off drugs 
was two days," Marilyn said. 


"THE LAST FOUR months have 


been the first time in eight years that 
I haven't touched drugs or alcohol, 
and it's a milestone in my life. It 
makes my life worth living. Now, I'm 
a new person with a new life," she 
said. 


The group was a place where she 


could admit to being an addict, be ac- 
cepted for it and be helped, she said. 
And now, Marilyn is busy keeping 
herself off drugs and helping others 
do the same. 


"It gives me a good feeling when 


someone calls me on the phone for. 
some support and I can talk them out 
of going back on to drugs. Then, I 
know that I really believe in what I'm 
saying. I'M helping someone else and 
I know that it's working for me," 
Marilyn said. 


"That's probably the most beautiful 


thing about this program and why it 
is working," she said. "Because it's 
people helping people."

The final day is here. 
It's a time when nearly-tardy tax- 


payers must face the music. As the 
midnight April 15 filing deadline for 
state and federal tax returns nears, 
procrastinators can be seen shuffling 
papers, muttering mathematical cal- 
culations and glumly standing in long 
lines where tax preparation service is 
available. 


Sharing this annual headache with 


taxpayers, a brace of government and 
private tax counselors stand by to of- 
fer assistance. And when the last 
fnrm is completed ?nd readied for 
mailing, extended service hours at 
several suburban Postal Service of- 
fices will assure a timely postmark. 


TAXPAYER 
ASSISTANCE pro- 


grams in Chicago and suburbs were 
extended during this final week of the 
tax filing season, said Charles F. Mi- 
riam, Internal Revenue Service (IRS) 
district director for northern Illinois. 


Miriani said toll-free telephone assis- 
tance is offered, from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
today. Suburban residents can call the 
IRS at 800-972-5400. 


Late filers can visit suburban IRS 


offices in Skokie, Glen Ellyn and Oak 
Park from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m.

Of the 
3.5 million returns garnered in the 
district, a greater percentage of er- 
rors turned up in the late returns. 


The closer to the April 15 deadline a 


return is filed, the greater a tax- 
payer's tendency to bungle the job, 
echoes an Illinois Dept. of Revenue 
representative in Chicago. The repre- 
sentative offered advice to last-minute 
filers: 


• Make sure the return is signed. 
• Check the Social Security num- 


ber. 


• Use the pre-addressed labels. 
• Use proper postage on the return. 
• Include W-2 forms, and make 


sure the state tax forms are sent to 
Springfield, not the IRS.

Ar- 
lington Heights Dist, 25 superintend- 
ent. 


Dist. 59 currency provides ahniit -10 


per cent of Dist. 214's tax base but 
only about 27 psr cent of the students. 


"There's a broader stake in a multi- 


community area like ours with a long 
term base of cooperation with the 
high school district." he said. "The 
issue here has a potentially severe 
impact on the entire area." 


STRONG SAID he docs not question 


the right of Dist. 59 to form a unit 
district but "whether it is wise and 
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reasonable to pursue this because of 
the economic hardship it could create 
for the remainder of Dist. 214." 


The proposed unit district would 


take in Forest View and Elk Grove 
High Schools in addition to the cur- 
rent Dist. 53 schools. A unit district 
would have one school board and ad- 
ministration for elementary and high 
schools. 


A Dist. 59 citizens committee rec- 


ommended the proposal be taken to 
the voters in the elementary school 
district. 


Currently Wheeling-Buffalo Grove

I don't understand 
why they want to take on two high 
schools Until you get your own house 
in order, you don't take on additional 
responsibilities," 


He voiced concern with the move 


saying it "could splinter Dist. 214. It 
could put the whole high school dis- 
trict in shambles." 


Edith Jolly, Dist. 25 board member, 


said "as a board member I have no 
comment, but as a private citizen, 
I'm a bit distressed because it will 
affect Dist. 25 indirectly and Dist. 214 
directly.

Patty in stable condition as Harrises face charges 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - William 


and Emily Harris 
were charged 


Wednesday with kidnaping Patricia 
Hearst. Authorities also revealed that 
the heiress, hospitalized with a col- 
lapsed lung, had admitted taking part 
in the bombings of two police cars a 
month before she was arrested. 


Miss Hearst, reported in stable con- 


dition at Sequoia Hospital in Redwood 
City where she was rushed Tuesday 


night, spent four hours on Monday 
telling authorities of her "missing 
year" and details of her kidnaping in 
hopes of receiving a light bank rob- 
bery sentence and immunity from fur- 
ther prosecution. 


The Harrises, already facing kid- 


nap, assault and robbery charges in 
connection with the Mel's Sporting 
Goods incident in Los Angeles, were 
charged in Berkeley with a 19-count 


complaint growing out of the original 
kidnaping of Miss Hearst on Feb. 4, 
1974. Besides the kidnaping itself, the 
Harrises were charged with the kid- 
nap-related offenses of robbery, as- 
sault with a deadly weapon, assault 
by gunfire on neighbors and false im- 
prisonment. 


In Marin County, north of San Fran- 


cisco, District Attorney Bruce Bales 
said Miss Hearst has admitted she 


was one of four persons who bombed 
two sheriff's cars in a parking lot last 
Aug. 20 at the Marin Civic Center, 
scene of a courthouse Shootout in 1970 
in which a judge and four others were 
killed. 


Miss Hearst was arrested in San 


Francisco Sept. 18.

Where's the Bud? 
Busch drinkers go 'dry' or tip another brew as strike enters 7th week 


by KURT BAER 


With apologies to the Joseph 


Schlitz Brewing Co., if you're out 
of beer today, chances are you're 
out of "Bud." 


At least that's what some beer 


drinkers are saying as supplies of 
Budweiser, America's most popu- 
lar beer, dry up in neighborhood 
bars, liquor stores and super- 
markets. 


Striking brewery workers have 


been off the job at the nine Anheu- 
ser-Busch Inc. breweries since 
March 1. And distributors' stock- 
piles of Budweiser, Michelob and 
Busch are low, or completely ex- 
hausted. 


"A lot of wholesalers had suf- 


ficient! stockpiles for five, or even 
six weeks. But that reserve is ra- 
pidly drawing to a close," said 
John 
Graham, 
Anheuser-Busch 


spokesman in St. Louis. 


BUSCH BREWERIES are pro- 


ducing beer — about half the nor- 
mal production — using salaried 
employes. And some bottles and 
kegs are getting out to dis- 
tributors. 


But many of the striking brewe- 


ry workers are members of the 
Teamsters union which means 
that truck transportation is next 
to impossible from the breweries 
and from wholesalers to their cus- 
tomers as well. 


"There's only one way to get it 


and that's to go right to the dis- 
tributor and pick it up. You'd 
have to break the picket line and I 
won't do that," said Ron Shor, 
manager of Foremost Liquors, 
1755 W. Central Rd., Arlington 
Heights. 


"We're getting some draft beer 


and cans by rail, but we're not 
delivering anything," said C.S. 
Aulbert, Arlington Heights, dis- 
tributor of Budweiser beer in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Aulbert said he has not tried to 


distribute any other brands of 
beer and "wouldn't be interested" 
in selling anything but Anheuser- 
Busch labels. 


Some bartenders who regularly 


sell Bud, Busch or Michelob on 
tap have had to turn to other 
brands during the strike to satisfy 
their customers' thirst. 


"OLD STYLE HAS been out try- 


ing to pick up as much business 
as they can," said one bartender 
who is still being supplied with 
Busch and Michelob. 


Anheuser-Busch and union of- 


ficials are scheduled to meet with 
federal mediators in Washington, 
D.C. today in a stepped-up .effort 
to end the strike. 


The amusement theme parks 


operated by Anheuser-Busch in 
Tampa, Williamsburg, Va. and St. 
Louis are open and are not affect- 
ed by the strike, a company 
spokesman said.

Teacher cuts lead to new blood

A News Analysis 


Two teacher-supported candidates 


were elected Saturday to the board of 
Education in Wheeling-Buffalo Grove 
Dist. 21, where 60 teachers were 
recently fired to offset a projected 
budget deficit. 


The new board members, Elaine 


Bond and Linda Sprechman, each said 
during their campaigns they disagree 
with the budget cutbacks made by the 
board. 


The board last month pared down a 


projected $1 million deficit in the 1976- 
77 budget by cutting 50 teaching posi- 
tions, reducing $280.000 in materials 
;md supplies and cutting $330.000 in 
administration costs. 


MRS. BOND, a teacher at Forest 


View High School in Arlington Heights, 
said she opposes teacher cuts. Mrs. 


Sprechman, a former teacher in East 
Maine Dist. 63 and Park Ridge Dist. 
64. recommended administration cuts 
before eliminating any teachers. 


The Dist. 21 teachers union, which 


endorsed Mrs. Bond and Mrs. Sprech- 
man, protested the board's staff cuts 
and contended more funds were avail- 
able to the district. The budget cuts 
brought 
about a series 
of con- 


frontations between parents, teachers 
and school board members at a board 
meeting last month.

William 
Engebretson, 
campaign 


chairman of the Dist. 2t caucus, de- 
scribed 
Saturday's election as a 


"battle of the cutbacks." 


This "battle" is perhaps 
what 


prompted voters to remove two In- 
cumbents, Board Pres. Kenneth Ro- 
dcek and Steven Greenberg, and 
choose two newcomers for the board. 


One incumbent, Barbara Farr, was 
reelected Saturday. 


AT THE MARCH 11 board meeting 


many parents witnessed a clash be- 
tween board members and more than 
300 of the district's 420 teachers, who 
were protesting the staff cuts. 


The tense atmosphere created when 


more than 300 people jammed into a 
room with a capacity to hold half as 
many, led to criticism of the board. 
Several parents later said the board 
was hostile and did not listen to the 
teachers' arguments. 


Many parents also were dissatisfied 


with the cuts made by the board and 
insisted there were ways for the 
board to gain additional income, Eng- 
ebretson said. "They would rather 
have seen a tax referendum brought 
sooner than cutbacks made," he said.

Police received an 8 per 
cent wage increase and firefighters, 
waving longevity, accepted a 9 per 
cent increase. 


Lack of state

"What probably will happen is that 


the board will meet May 26 and vote to 
recess the meeting to sometime in Au- 
gust," said Robert Poltzer, PHIA 
board member and former president. 


The association traditionally installs 


its new board members at the annual 
town meeting. The event also serves 
as a forum for public concerns. 


The organization's bylaws require a 


nominating committee to recommend 
persons to open seats on the board of 
directors several months before the 
annual meeting, he said.

MRS. BOND said many of the 


people in the Poe area asked her why 
the board did not first ask if residents 
wanted a referendum to 
increase 


taxes before making the budget cuts. 


"People would have been interested 


in a tax referendum instead of cutting 
teachers," Mrs. Bond said. "Histori- 
cally, we have passed one referendum 
after another in this area." 


The impact of two new voices on the 


Dist. 21 board has yet to be seen. Will 
there be an effort to rehire teachers 
or to hold a tax referendum? 


Mrs. Sprechman said if she found 


another budget area to cut besides 
teachers, she would attempt to re-' 
verse the decision to eliminate 50 
teaching positions. 


MRS. SPRECHMAN, who said be- 


fore the election the board members 
have become "yes men to the superin- 
tendent when they should be yes men 
to the community," has said the 
board should consider larger adminis- 
tration 
cuts 
and more 
efficient 


spending. "I would like to look into 
who is doing what," Mrs. Sprechman 
said. 


During her campaign, Mrs. Bond 


said she opposed the teacher cuts, but 
now that'she is elected she said she is 
not sure if she will try to reverse the 
decision. "You can't know until you 
get actively involved and get first- 
hand information," Mrs. Bond said. 


Although the new board members 


oppose the cuts made by the previous 
board, it seems unlikely that' they 
alone can override the first decision 
and rehire the 60 dismissed teachers. 


The vote to dismiss the teachers 


was unanimous, and five of those- 
"yes" votes remain on the board. In 
addition. Mrs. Fan-, who voted in fa- 
vor of the teacher cuts, was returned 
to the board with the hghest number 
of votes Saturday. 


The future of the Dist, 21 board 


might depend on the persuasive pow- 
ers of the board members. As a school 
board member in a nearby district de- 
scribed his role: "It's impossible for a 
strong-minded person to come on the 
board and want certain things. His 
job is to persuade the other board 
members and administrators to ac- 
complish those things."
